That  the  net  profits  of  the  Medical 
Department  this  year  are  expected  to  cover  the  cost  of  building, 
plumbing  anil  furnishings  estimated  to  cost  $2,000.00.  and  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $1,000.00  to  be  paid  Mrs.  Hodgson  as  value 
of  materials  if  torn  down.

Slid:  That  Commencement  day  be  set  for  the  last 
Thursday  in  June,  and  that  the  new  scholastic  rear  begin  on 
the  first  Thursday  in  July,  unless  that  be  on  the  4th,  when  the 
year  will  begin  on  the  3rd. 

Resolved,  3rd:  That  the  scholastic  year  be  divided  into  three 
term  i,  to  be  known  as  Trinity,  Michaelmas,  and  Lent  terms, 
respectively,  and  to  run  as  follows:

Michaelmas  term  from  the  Monday  following  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  September  to  the  Thursday  before  Christmas. 

Lent  term  from  the  third  Thursday  in  March  to  the  last

py in  Lent  term  the  week — or,  at  most,  the  ten  days — preceding

The  report  is  as  follows  : 

IReport 

OF  THE  ENDOWMENT-COMMITTEE 

Sewanee,   Tenn.,    July   26,    1900. 
To  the    Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South: 

Your  Committee  on  Endowment,  elected  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board,  did  not  get  to  work  as  early  as  it  might  have 
done  had  the  notice  of  election  been  duly  forwarded  to  the  two 
members  who  were  not  present  at  the  session  when  they  were 
elected.  The  members  of  the  committee  have  not  had  any  offi- 
cial notice  of  their  election,  but  have,  nevertheless,  gone  on 
performing  the  duties  of  the  office.  We  simply  make  a  note  of 
this  fact  to  indicate  how  lightly  the  endowments  are  treated, 
and  to  impress  upon  the  proper  authorities  the  very  grave  re- 
sponsibilities that  rest  upon  this  committee.  As  to  the  extent 
of  the  authority  of  the  committee,  we  have  not  been  able  to  get 
any  definite  information.  Application  was  made  for  a  copy  of 
the  ordinance  creating  the  committee  and  defining  its  duties, 
but  up  to  the  time  of  the  drafting  of  this  report  we  have  not 
been  able  to  get  it. 

The  committee  has  labored  under  great  difficulty  in  getting 
at  the  exact  states  of  the  endowment  funds  of  the  University, 
as  no  documents  of  any  kind  were  turned  over  to   it,  and  appli- 
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cation  to  the  Treasurer  and  the  Vice-Chancellor,  only  brought 
partial  information.  If  the  Committee  is  to  have  oversight  of 
all  the  Endowment  Funds  of  the  institution,  it  should  have 
lodged  with  it  copies  of  all  the  deeds  of  trust  of  the  various 
funds,  and  should  have  also  a  record  of  all  the  investments  and 
of  their  exact  status. 

Taking  for  granted  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  expect  that  its 
Committee  should  have  this  general  oversight,  we  have  pro- 
ceeded to  compile  a  record  book,  as  the  information  has  come 
to  us  from  time  to  time,  and  are  thus  able  to  give  a  partial  re- 
port of  the  various  funds. 

We  find  that  certain  funds  are  claimed  as  not  coming  under 
the  supervision  of  this  Committee,  and  we  wish  for  information 
on  this  point. 

We  find  that  in  making  investments  they  have  not  always 
been  made  in  the  name  of  the  Corporation,  but  frequently  in 
the  name  of  so'me  one  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Univer- 
sity. We  feel  that  there  should  be  established  an  uniform  sys- 
tem, and  that  all  investments  and  titles  should  be  taken  directly 
to  the  Corporation.  If  there  is  any  reason  that  any  other 
method  should  have  been  adopted,  we  desire  to  have  the  infor- 
mation as  a  guide  to  our  future  action. 

We  understand  that  certain  lands,  located  in  different  States, 
have  from  time  to  time  been  donated  to  the  University  for  en- 
dowment purposes,  and  these  lands  are  being  held  at  an  ex- 
pense to  the  institution.  We  wish  to  know  if  it  is  the  Board's 
intention  that  these  should  also  come  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  has  had  several  full  meetings  during  the 
year,  and  several  conference  meetings  of  a  majority  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  we  feel  that  we  should  call  to  your  attention  the 
consumption  of  time,  and  the  expense  entailed  on  the  members. 
We  have  also  been  at  some  expense  in  getting  up  the  records 
necessary  for  our  information.  The  endowment  funds  are 
reaching  such  proportions  that  we  deem  it  necessary  that  this 
Board  should  make  an  appropriation  to  meet  the  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  Committee. 
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The  new  funds  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee  for 
investment  are : 

The  Cooper  Legacy  of  $4,375.00  and  the  Richmond  Fund  of 
$400.00. 

One  loan  of  the  Waldburg  Scholarship,  amounting  to  $5,000.00 
was  paid,  and  the  funds  reinvested.  The  other  funds  are  as 
turned  over  to  the  Committee. 

We  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  mortgage  of 
$30,000.00,  made  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  McCrosky,  on  account  of  the 
Hill  Scholarship  Fund,  has  been  pledged  as  collateral  to  the 
Maryland  Life  Insurance  Company  for  a  loan  of  $15,000.00. 
The  mortgage  falls  due  in  November  of  this  year,  and  provis- 
ion must  be  made  to  cover  the  amount  borrowed  from  the 
Maryland  Life  Insurance  Company,  so  that  the  integrity  of  the 
Hill  Fund  may  be  preserved.  This  Committee  disclaims  any 
responsibility  for  the  use  of  the  mortgage  as  collateral  for  bor- 
rowed money.  This  was  probably  done  by  authority  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  the  Board  itself.  We  desire  to  put  on 
record  our  protest  against  such  use  of  trust  funds. 

We  advise  that  the  Treasurer  deposit  all  endowment  funds 
received  by  him  in  a  savings  bank,  or  such  bank  as  pays  inter- 
est on  deposits,  until  the  deposit  reaches  such  proportion  as 
may  be  turned  over  to  this  Committee  for  investment.

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION   AND

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  certain  amendments  of  the  Constitution  passed  by 
the  Board  at  its  last  annual  session,  to  be  found  on  page  40  of 
the  printed  Journal  of   Proceeding  of  1899,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Amendment  to 
Article  2  of  the  Constitution,  as  follows:  To  amend  said  Arti- 
cle 2  so  that  wherever  the  words,  "Assistant  Bishop,"  appear  in 
said  article,  the  same  be  stricken  out,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
words,  "  Bishop  Coadjutor,"  be  inserted,  and  that  the  word, 
"Assistant,"  in  the  sixteenth  line  of  said  article,  be  stricken  out, 
and  the  word,  "Coadjutor,"  be  inserted  in  lieu  thereof,  so  that 
the  same  shall  read  as  follows: 

THE    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES. 

The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Bishops  and  Bishops  Co- 
adjutor of  the  following  dioceses  and  missionary  jurisdictions 
of  North  Carolina,  East  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Dallas,  West- 
ern Texas,  Tennessee,  Arkansas,  and  Kentucky,  and  of  such 
dioceses  or  missionary  jurisdictions  as  may  hereafter  connect 
t  iemselves  with  this  confederation,  cx-officio,  and  one  clergy- 
man and  two  laymen  from  each  of  said  dioceses  and  jurisdic- 
tions,  to  be  elected  by  the  councils  or  conventions  or  legislative 
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assemblies  of  the  same,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  If  there  should  be  a 
Bishop  Coadjutor  in  any  of  these  dioceses,  the  diocese  may  be 
represented  by  both  of  its  Bishops,  provided,  that  when  both 
the  Bishop  and  the  Bishop  Coadjutor  are  present  they  shall 
have  but  one  vote,  which  vote  shall  be  cast  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Coadjutor  having  in  all  other  respects  equal  rights  and  privi- 
leges with  the  Bishop. 

Nine  of  their  number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  provided,  that  each  class  of  Trustees,  to  wit : 
Bishops,  clergy,  and  laity,  shall  be  represented  by  not  less  than 
two  of  their  number,  representing  in  each  case  two  separate 
dioceses.  A  vote  by  orders  may  be  demanded,  and  the  joint 
consent  of  the  Bishops  as  one  order  and  of  the  clerical  and  lay 
Trustees  as  another  order  shall  be  necessary  for  the  adoption 
of  the  measure  proposed.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  order  of 
clerical  and  lay  Trustees  shall  be  filled  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  provided  for  by  the  conventions  or  legislative  assemblies  of 
the  respective  dioceses  or  missionary  jurisdictions. — [Adopted 
1891,  p.  49;   1892,  p.  55.] 

The  Committee  further  recommended  the  repeal  of  Article 
8,  entitled, "Auditor,"  and  of  Article  9,  entitled,  "Comptroller." 
They  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  article  to 
the  Constitution,  to  be  entitled, 

HEBDOMADAL    BOARD. 

There  shall  be  a  board  known  as  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  the 
members  of  which  shall  be  appointed  and  their  duties  defined 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Thursday  in  June,  and  that  the  new  scholastic  year  begin  on 
the  first  Thursday  in  July,  unless  that  be  on  the  4th,  when  the 
year  will  begin  on  the  3rd. 

Resolved,  Sid :  That  the  scholastic  year  be  divided  into  three 
terms,  to  be  known  as  Trinity,  Advent,  and  Lent  terms,  respect- 
ively, and  to  run  as  follows: 

Trinity  Term  from  the  first  Thursday  in  July  to  the  last 
Thursday  in  September. 

Advent  term  from  the  Monday  following  the  last  Thursday  in 
September  to  the  Thursday  before  Christmas. 

Lent  term  from  the  third  Thursday  in  March  to  the  last 
Thursday   in   June. 

Resolved,  4///:  That  examinations  be  so  arranged  as  to  occu- 
py in  Lent  term  the  week — or,  at  most,  the  ten  days — preceding 
the  third  Thursday  in  June,  on  which  days  the  trustees  will 
meet,  and  four  days,  including  the  last  day  01  the  two  other 
terms,  provided  that  in  Advent  term  the  faculties  may  move 
the  examinations  forward  by  three  days  should  the  allotted 
period  fall  too  close  to  Christmas. 

Resolved,  .'>///:  That  the  subjoined  assignment  of  studies  in 
the  several  schools  and  departments,  save  the  Medical,  based  on 
a   three   term    system,  be  accepted   by  the  Hebdomadal  Board, 
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and  that,  on  the  approval  of  this  report  by  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees,  the  respective  Deans  be  authorized  to  promulgate  the 
said  assignment  of  studies,  and  that  it  be  printed  in  the  cal- 
endar. 

The  Committee  recommend,  that  in  the  designation  of  the 
several  terms  the  word  "  Summer  "  shall  be  placed  in  paren- 
theses after  the  word  Trinity,  and  the  words  "Fall"  and 
"  Spring"  be  placed  in  parentheses  alter  the  words  Advent  and 
Lent,  respectively. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  the  Board  adopted  in  1871, 
to-wit :  "  Resolved,  That  the  first  scholastic  term  shall  end  on 
the  21st  of  December,  and  that  the  second  term  shall  begin  on 
the  16th  of  March,"  be  rescinded. 

Resolved,  That  the  fiscal  year  close  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, and  that  all  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  other  financial 
officers  be  brought  up  fo  that  date  in  each  year  and  reported  to 
the  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June.

An  election  was  ordered  for  members  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  resulting  in  the  election  of  the 
Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  F.  J.  Murdoch 
and  F.  F.  Reese,  Messrs  W.  W.  Hampton,  G.  R. 
Fairbanks,  A.  M.  Rutledge,  and  W.  K.  Miller,  for  the 
term  of  three  years. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  made  their 
report,  which  was  received. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
made  the  following  report  which  was  received,  and 
the  resolutions  appended  were  adopted. 

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION   AND 

ORDINANCES. 
The  Committee  on  Constitution  and   Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  that  part  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  relating 
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to  the  charter  of  the  University,  respectfully  report  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions: 

Whereas,  The  Vice-Chancellor,  in  his  report  to  this  Board, 
expressed  his  doubts  as  to  certain  privileges  granted  the  Uni- 
versity by  the  amendment  of  its  charter  made  by  the  Chancery 
Court  of  Franklin  County,  in  1871,  which  doubts  have  been 
confirmed  after  seeking  legal  advice,  and, 

Whereas,  For  many  years  this  University  has  declined  to  ex- 
ercise any  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  granted  by  said  amend- 
ment to  the  charter,  in  view  of  its  questionable  constitution- 
ality. 

Therefore,  bt  it  resolved,  That  this  Board  hereby  affirms  and 
declares  its  purpose  to  continue  to  decline  to  claim  or  exercise 
any  of  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  granted  under  the 
said  amendment  of  its  charter  made  by  the  Chancery  Court  of 
Franklin  County  in    1871. 

R<  solved,  That  the  publication  of  the  above  mentioned 
amendment,  as  a  part  of  the  charter  of  the  University  be  here- 
after discontinued. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  until  Monday, 
next,  at  9.1(3  o'clock  a.m. 


FOURTH  DAY. 

Monday,  July  30,  1900. 

The  Board  met  at  9  o'clock  and  the  proceedings 
were  opened  with  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  Saturdays  proceedings  wire  read, 
corrected,  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Reese  read  a  communication  from  the 
Rev.  Dr.  DuBose  relating  to  the  Brotherhood  of  S. 
Luke,  and  on  his  motion,  the  letter  and  accompanying 
papers  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Theo- 
logical   Department. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  relating  to  the  time  of  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  be  returned  to  the  said  Commit- 
tee for  further  report. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Ingersoll  offered  the  following  : 

Resolved,  That  the  episcopal  members  of  the  Board  are  ur- 
gently requested  during  the  present  year  to  co-operate  in  de- 
vising and  executing  with  concurrent  unanimity  a  plan  to  ob- 
tain at  the  earliest  possible  date  an  endowment  sufficient  to  sup- 
port the  faculty  of  the  University. 

The  Rev.  J.  G.  Glass  offered  the  following: 

The  Clerical  Trustees  from  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina 
submitted  to  the  Board  the  following  action  of  the  Council  of 
the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina  with  its  recommendation,  and 
asked  its  reference  to  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  De- 
partment. It  was  resolved  by  the  Council  of  South  Carolina, 
"that  a  Committee  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil, to  request  the  trustees  of  the  theological  seminaries  to 
bring  before  the  faculties  of  these  institutions  the  importance 
of  instructing  the  students  in  Church  music.''  This  action  of 
the  council  was  based  upon  the  following  resolution,  which 
came  before  the  council  from  one  of  the  convocations  of  the 
diocese. 

Resolz'ed,  That  this  Convocation  respectfully  requests  the 
council  of  the  diocese  to  request  the  trustees  to  the  theological 
seminaries  to  bring  this  want  of  musical  education  in  those 
studying  for  the  ministry  of  the  Church  to  their  attention,  and 
requests  that  such  steps  be  taken  as  to  provide  an  efficient  mus- 
ical education,  particularly  Church  music,  to  every  student  who 
contemplates  entering  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 

The  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Theological  Department. 

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  n  o,clock. 
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The  Board  reconvened  at  1 1  o'clock. 

The  following  report  was  received  and  adopted. 

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION   AND 

ORDINANCES. 
The  Committee  upon  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  recommitted  Ordinance  22,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "  There 
shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  site 
of  the  University  on  Thursday  before  the  first  Thursday  in 
July,''  report  that  they  recommend  that  said  ordinance  be 
amended  so  that  the  same  shall  read,  "  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  site  of  the  University 
on  the  Thursday  before  the  last  Thursday  in  June.

Mr.  J.  M.  Baker,  of  Alabama,  appeared  and  took  his 
seat. 

The  consideration  of  the  resolution  offered  by  Mr. 
H.  H.  Ingersoll  was  resumed.  After  some  discussion, 
the  subject-matter  was  postponed  until  3  o'clock. 

The  Finance  Committee  submitted  their  report 
[See  Appendix  II.],  which  was  received,  and  resolu- 
tions one  and  two  were  adopted.  Resolution  three 
was   recommitted. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reese,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  the  Academic  Department. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department 
be  directed  to  investigate  and  report  to  this  meeting  of  the 
Board,  a  resolution,  if  in  their  judgment  expedient  and  feasible, 
providing  for  the  employment  of  an  assistant  professor  or  in- 
structor in  the  School  of  Ancient  Languages,  so  that  the  profes- 
sor of  the  said  school   may  be  so  far  relieved  of  teaching  duties 
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as  to  be  able  to  devote  more  of  his  time  and  energies  to  his  du- 
ties as  Vice-Chancellor  in  the  executive  management  of  the 
University,  and  in  presenting  the  cause  of  the  University,  both 
for  securing  students  and  gifts  and  endowments  thereto. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received  : 

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS. 
The  Committee  report  that  only  one  matter  has  not  yet  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Board,  which  was  postponed  until  the  meet- 
ing, viz. :  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  admis- 
sion of  women  on  the  same  condition  as  men,  as  candidates  for 
the  academic  degrees  of  the  University.  [See  pp.  51  and  60, 
Journal  of  Proceedings  of  tne  Board,  1899.]

The  Board  took  a  recess  until  3  o'clock,  at  which 
hour  it  was  called  to  order. 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and 
the  resolutions  appended  were  adopted. 

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ACADEMIC 
DEPARTMENT, 
Your  Committee  has  considered  that  portion  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor's  report  referring  to  the  Academic  Department,  and 
also  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  from  the  faculty  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  certain  conditions  found  in  this  depart- 
ment, and  report  as  follows:  We  must  first  express  the  feeling 
shared  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  the  faculty,  and  the  student 
body,  that  the  University  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  res- 
ignation of  Professor  Trent,  Dean  of  this  Department.  A  ripe 
scholar  and  a  most  efficient  teacher,  he  has  attained  a  high  posi- 
tion in  the  literary  as  well  as  educational  world,  and  his  dis- 
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tinction  as  a  writer  and  teacher  lias  helped  in  no  «mall  degree 
to  give  this  University  a  high  place  among  the  seats  of  learning 
in  our  country.  His  loss  is  especially  to  he  deplored  at  this- 
critical  period  of  the  University's  history.  We  say  critical  ad- 
visedly and  with  a  keen  sense  of  its  seriousness.  We  are  con- 
fronted with  conditions  well  calculated  to  make  us  think  ser- 
iously and  with  questions  of  the  most  vital  moment — questions 
which  must.be  met  by  the  Board  in  a  frank,  honest,  and  straight- 
forward way.  We  cannot  shirk  them,  and  we  ought  not  to  try 
to  do  so.  Your  Committee  feels  the  gigantic  task  laid  upon  it 
to  even  suggest  a  possible  solution  of  these  problems  or  even 
the  possiblity  of  meeting  the  difficulties  now  facing  us.  We 
know  full  well  that  there  is  a  remedy,  and  also  what  that  reme- 
dy is — that  the  conditions,  while  grave,  are  by  no  means  hope- 
less, but  how  that  remedy  can  be  effected  is  the  supreme  diffi- 
culty. It  seems  to  us  the  Academic  Department  of  this  great 
institution  is  in  a  condition  requiring  the  thoughtful  considera- 
tion of  the  Board.  It  is  not  growing.  More  than  this,  it  is 
losing  ground.  There  is  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
pupils  attending  the  year  past.  Why  is  this  decrease?  A  spe- 
cial committee  was  appointed  from  the  faculty  to  investigate 
the  causes,  and  ater  the  most  careful  investigation  and  consid- 
ering the  conditions  found  here  and  comparing  them  with 
conditions  in  other  great  universities  which  are  succeeding  and 
growing,  they  found  those  universities  were  well-equipped  with 
scientific  appliances,  while  this  University  is  most  painfully 
wanting  in  such  appliances,  and  appliances  that  are  necessary 
in  demonstrating  scientific  subjects.  Other  universities  have 
well-equipped  laboratories,  while  ours  is  so  meagerly  equipped 
that  it  is  hardly  just  to  speak  of  it  under  the  name  of  equip- 
ment. Your  Committee  feel  no,  doubt  that  the  want  of  equip- 
ment militates  greatly  against  o:r  University,  for  the  trend  of 
thought  in  our  day  is  along  scientific  lines.  We  must  keep 
abreast  of  the  times  and  give  thoroughly  up-to-date,  practical, 
scientific  instruction.  We  must  supply  means  for  observation 
and  experiment  or  our  instruction  will  not  be  scientffic  as  un- 
derstood to  day.  We  cannot  teach  astronomy  without  a  tele- 
scope, or  chemistry  without  a -well  equipped  laboratory,  or  elec- 
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tricitv,  the  most  practical  part  of  physics,  without  proper  apph 
ances.  It'  we  cannot  supply  these  necessities,  it  will  have  the 
influence  of  causing  our  boys  to  go  where  they  can  find  them 
and  we  fear  are  already  going  elsewhere,  consequently,  there  is 
a  decrease  in  the  number  of  students.  But  the  want  of  some 
equipment  is  not  the  only  cause.  High  board  and  tuition  no 
doubt  have  that  influence,  to  a  great  extent,  in  causing  our 
boys  to  attend  other  well-endowed  and  therefore  less  expensive- 
universities.  We  have  thus  mentioned  some  of  the  causes 
which,  in  our  opinion,  have  caused  this  decrease.  But  what 
is  the  remedy?  The  Committee  from  the  faculty  ask  for 
$200,000.00  for  scientific  equipment.  We  recommend  that 
every  effort  be  made  to  give  a  large  part  of  this  amount,  if  not 
all.  This,  combined  with  a  larger  amount,  will  place  this  de- 
partment on  a  firm  basis.     Endowment  alone  is  the  remedy. 

We  may  devise  schemes  to  postpone  the  issue  a  year  or  two, 
but  they  will  be  only  temporary,  for  the  facts  will  have  to  be 
faced  sooner  or  later,  and  we  believe  the  difficulties  will  grow 
in  magnitude  the  longer  postponed,  and  therefore  be  harder  to 
meet.  They  will  come  again  with  greater  strength  acquired  by 
our  delay.  We  heartily  concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  from  the  faculty,  and  urge  the  Board  to  devise 
means  immediately  for  raising  the  amount  suggested.  Your 
Committee  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested 
to  reduce  the  board  in  Hoffman  Mall  as  soon  as  it  can  be  possi- 
bly effected.  We  urge  the  Bishops  and  clergy  of  the  dioceses 
connected  with  the  University,  the  importance  of  pressing  its 
claims  upon  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the  Church  in 
their  respective  spheres.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Board 
be  requested  to  have  a  sermon  or  lecture  on  Christian  educa- 
tion preached  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  in 
which  the  claims  of  Sewanee  shall  be  especially  set  forth. 

We  would  further  recommend  that  a  strenuous  effort  be 
made  by  everyone  interested  in  the  University,  and  the  ideal  of 
education  for  which  it  stands,  to  make  it  in  deed  and  in  truth, 
and  not  in  name  only,  a  real  Christian  institution.  And  to  this 
end,  that  the  various  chairs  shall  be  filled  by  Christian  men, 
who  accept  without  mental  reservation  or  equivocation  the  facts 
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of  the  Christian  religion  as  contained  in  the  Apostles'  Creed 
and  who  show  their  faith  in  their  lives.  It  is  not  compulsory 
chapel  attendance  that  is  going  to  make  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
a  power  for  good  on  this  Mountain,  and  in  the  hearts  of  these 
boys  who  will  soon  be  men,  but  it  will  be  the  atmosphere  that 
is  diffused  through  every  department  of  the  University  by  the 
Christian  character  and  the  spirit  of  loyalty  to  Christ  on  the 
part  of  the  men  who  are  the  instructors  of  these  youths,  and 
who  deeply  feel  their  personal  responsibility,  as  Christian  men, 
in  all  their  relations  with  the  students,  both  in  the  classroom 
and  out  of  it,  in  influencing  them  to  become  real  believers  in, 
and  faithful  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  ideal  man  "  in  whom 
dwells  all  the  treasures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge." 

Is  it  too  elementary  a  truth  to  assert  in  this  body,  that  the 
success  of  this  University  should  be  made  the  subject  of  ear- 
nest, daily  prayer  by  all  the  members  of  this  Board,  who  are 
charged  with  the  responsible  duty  of  its  maintenance.  No 
fears  need  be  felt  for  its  future,  if  it  is  a  real  help  to  God  in 
carrying  out  his  purposes.  It  can  only  succeed  as  a  Christian 
school  (and  if  it  is  not  Christian,  there  is  no  need  of  it  at  all)  by 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  it.  Let  us  seek  for  it  then  a  right 
way  from  Him.  In  these  days  when  there  is  such  a  fearful 
drift  towards  infidelity,  every  Christian  man  Should  offer  a 
prayer  daily  for  all  schools  of  Christian  learning,  and  especially 
for  those  in  which  his  own  branch  of  the  Church  is  seeking  to 
do  its  duty  in  "  bringing  up  children  in  the  fear  and  admoni- 
tion of  the  Lord." 

While  this  report  lays  no  claim  to  furnishing  a  complete  so- 
lution to  all  the  difficulties  which  confront  us,  yet  we  do  believe 
that  if  its  suggestions  are  faithfully  acted  on,  a  great  improve- 
ment over  present  conditions  will  immediately  follow. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  appoint 
an  assistant  professor  or  instructor  in  the  School  of  Ancient 
Languages,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  $1,000.00,  so  that  the  head 
of  the  school,  the  present  Vice-Chancellor,  may  have  more  time 
for  general  work  of  the  University. 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  W.  B.  Nauts  be  promoted  to  the  lull 
professorship  of  Latin. 
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This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  accordance  with  the  rules  regulating  election 
of  officers  and  professors  of  the  University. 

The  Board  resumed  the  consideration  of  Mr.  Inger- 
soll's  resolution. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  moved  to  amend  by 
charging  all  members  of  the  Board,  and  not  the  Bish- 
ops only,  with  the  duty  contemplated  by  the  resolu- 
tion. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  matter  was  postponed  until  1 1  o'clock  to- 
morrow  morning. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Endow- 
ment Committee  submitted  a  report,  which  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.,  it  was 

licsoh'i d,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  most 
immediately  present  need  of  The  University  of  the  South  is  a 
properly  developed  Scientific  Department,  with  adequate  lab- 
oratories for  chemical,  physical  and  biological  research,  and 
that  any  effort  possible  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  this 
Board,  or  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University,  to  secure 
gifts  to  the  University,  should  be  directed,  so  far  as  may  be 
practicable,  towards  the  securing  of   this  object. 

On  motion,  the  action  of  the  Board  fixing  to-mor- 
row morning  at  1 1  o'clock  for  the  further  discussion 
of  Mr.  Ingersoll's  resolution,  was  reconsidered,  and  its 
consideration  was  resumed. 

The  Bishop  of  Western  Texas  withdrew  his  amend- 
ment to  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Ingersoll. 

Pending  the  discussion  the  Board  took  a  recess  un- 
til to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock. 
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FIFTH    DAY. 

Tuesday,  July  31,   1900. 

The  Hoard  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  a.m.,  and 
the  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer. 

The  calling  of  the  roll  was  dispensed  with. 

The  minutes  of  the  fourth  day's  proceedings  were 
read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  received,  and  the  resolu- 
tions appended  were  adopted  : 

IReport 

OF  COMMUTE  OX  THE    LAW   DEPARTMENT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  repectfully  reports 
that  it  is  compelled  to  concur  in  the  general  opinion  of  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  and  imperfect  results  of  this  department 
of  the  University.  Nothing  more  is  needed  to  bring  conviction 
on  this  point  than  the  reports  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment and  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  A  crisis  has  arrived.  We 
must  either  make  the  department  efficient  or  abandon  it. 

Your  Committee  cannot  entertain  the  latter  proposition. 
The  other  must  be  feasible  under  certain  altered  conditions. 

The  first  requisite  of  success  in  this  school  is  that  we  should 
at  once  avail  ourselves  of  the  services  of  lecturers  in  whom  the 
profession,  the  public,  and  the  University  itself  have  confi- 
dence; men  whose  reputation  is  not  local  nor  sectional;  whose 
names  advertised  in  a  lecture  course  will  command  the  atten- 
tion and  attract  the  hearing  of   law  students   from  all  quarters. 

Your  Committee  is  aware  that  some  outlay  is  involved  in  this 
recommendation  ( 1 )  for  judicious  advertising,  (2)  for  incident.il 
expenses. 

We  are  warranted   by  the  results  elsewhere  attained   by  sinii 
I:ir  efforts  and   by  the   large   number  of  applications   made   for 
admission,  that  if  the  three-term  system   be  at  once   put    into 
effect,  we  shall  build  up  a  Law  School  worthy  of  the  name,  an 
honor  to  the  University,  and  financially  successful. 
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The  reasons  for  not  abandoning  the  school  are  obvious,  and 
the  question  of  a  small  appropriation  to  save  defeat  of  a  project 
which  has  not  been  fully  tested,  ought  not,  in  our  opinion, 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  an  aggressive  policy,  not  to  maintain  but 
to  expand,  strengthen,  and  establish  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  departments  of  this  University. 

Your  Committee  offers,  therefore,  for  passage  the  following 
resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  secure  legal  talent  of  recognized  ability  for  courses 
of  lectures  in  law  covering  three  terms. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  further  empowered  to 
exercise  his  judgment  in  advertising  the  Law  Department  in 
newspapers  of  wide  circulation,  and  in  other  waj's  as  he  may 
find  advisable.

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received, 
and  the  resolution  appended  was  adopted. 

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  THEOLOGICAL 
DEPARTMENT. 

Your  Committee  finds  little  to  report.  The  department 
seems  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  There  has  been  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  students  attending  this  year, 
but  a  large  class  is  expected  to  enter  in  August,  which  will  more 
than  offset  this  decrease.  There  continues  to  be  a  general  and 
urgent  desire  for  the  graduates  of  this  department,  showing 
that  faithful  and  efficient  work  has  been  done,  not  only  by  the 
dean  and  faculty,  but  also  by  the  student  body.  We  only  wish 
the  school  could  supply  the  demand.  There  is  a  call  for  men 
everywhere — earnest,  consecrated,  devoted  men — and  we  wish 
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most  deeply  that  our  theological  school  could  have  ready  the 
men  to  answer  the  call.  In  this  connection  we  wish  to  urge 
upon  the  Board  the  importance  of  encouraging  and  helping, 
materially  or  otherwise,  S.  Luke's  Brotherhood,  organized  to 
help  deserving  young  men  to  become  ministers  of  the  Church. 
This  society  has  done  a  most  praiseworthy  work  in  the  past, 
and  will,  we  trust,  do  even  greater  work  in  the  future.  It  needs 
and  deserves  your  encouragement  and  help. 

We  learn  with  deep  gratitude  of  the  intention  of  Mrs.  Telfair 
Hodgson  to  build  a  chapel  in  connection  with  S.  Luke's  Hall, 
and  this  chapel  will  fill  a  long-felt  need  as  it  will  be  large 
enough  to  accommodate  all  the  students.  An  effort  is  being 
made  to  found  what  shall  be  known  as  the  Quintard  Professor- 
ship, and  we  earnestly  trust  the  effort  wiil  be  successful,  both 
on  account  of  the  benefit  it  will  be  to  this  school,  and  also  be- 
cause it  will  be  an  appropriate  memorial  to  one  who  did  so  much 
for  this  department.  We  wish  to  express  our  pleasure  to  find 
the  offerings  from  the  several  dioceses  have  been  larger  this 
year  than  ever  before.  The  following  dioceses  have  paid  in 
full:  Florida,  Southern  Florida,  and  Western  Texas,  while 
Georgia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Asheville  have  paid  more 
than  their  pledge.  South  Carolina  has  not  paid  as  yet,  owing 
to  a  change  of  investment,  but  we  are  assured  that  it  will  be 
paid  in  a  short  time.

To  the   Board: 

The  Committee  fee!  it  is  a  most  encouraging  fact,  which  we 
cannot  fail  to  note,  that  tins  department  his  made  such  a  sub- 
stantial and  remarkable  development.  There  is  everv  reason 
to  believe  that  its  progress  will  be  as  continuous  and  steadv  in 
the  future  as  it  has  been  in  the  past. 

In  1896  there  wen-  thirty  students.  At  present  there  are 
one  hundred  and  eighty,  and  reasonable  prospects  that  the 
number,  before  the  end  of  the  present  session,  will  tie  increased 
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to   two   hundred.      We    rejoice,   with    great    rejoicing,  that  the 
quality  of  the  students  has  improved,  as  well  as  the  quantity. 

In  his  report,  the  Dean  emphasizes  the  need  of  a  larger  Lec- 
ture Hall  and  building  for  the  clinics  ard  operations.  While 
we  appreciate  fully  their  importance,  we  do  not  feel  it  is  wise 
to  recommend  any  resolution  on  the  subject.

Whereas,  Some  years  since,  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Oertel,  D.I), 
gave  to  the  University  the  large  painting,  well  known  to  the 
public  at  the  Centennial  Exhibition  of  1876  as  "The  Shadow  of 
the  Great  Rock."  and  has  more  recently  given  four  large  paint- 
ings, which,  as  stated  by  Dr.  Oertel,  are  designed  to  illustrate 
and  make  conspicuous  the  unity  of  all  God's  dealings  with  man, 
the  grand  harmony  of  His  plan  of  redemption  in  its  peculiar 
development,  from  the  suggestive  outline  drawn  in  the  first 
promise  made  after  the  fall  until  the  triumphant  consummation 
in  the  eternal  glory,  pointing  from  Genesis  to  Revelation  con- 
tinually, and  only  to  Christ,  the  Lord  Jehovah,  and  Saviour  of 
man.  The  designation  of  the  several  paintings  is  as  follows: 
first,  "  Dispensation  of  Promise  and  the  Law;"  second,  "  The 
Redeemer;"  the  third,  "The  Era  of  the  Holy  Spirit;"  the 
fourth,  "  Jesus  or  Barabbas." 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be  tendered  to  the 
Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  D.D.,  for  uis  most  generous  and  valu- 
able gifts,  which  will  always  be  treasured,  both  for  their  great 
intrinsic  value  and  in  grateful  remembrance  of  the  labors  and 
love  of  the  donor  for  this  University,  who  has  given  to  it  the 
best  fruits  of  his  life's  work.

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   BUILDINGS  AND 
LANDS. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  report  that  there 
have  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  531  bound 
volumes,  2^2  unbound  volumes,  and  4  pamphlets;  that  the 
reading  room  has  received  the  regular  publications  of  26 
monthlies.  16  weeklies,  6  quarterlies,  and  4  dailies,  affording  to 
the  students  access  to  all  of  the  principal  magazines  and  other 
publications 

The  grateful  thanks  of  the  University  are  due  to  all  the  gen- 
erous donors  and  to  the  United  States  government  for  these 
gifts  to  the  University  Library. 

The  Commiitee  greatly  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  report 
any  progress  made  towards  placing  the  gymnasium  in  some 
other  location,  so  that  Convocation  Hall  could  be  fitted  up  in  a 
suitable  manner  for  the  occupation  of  the  Library.  We  still 
hope  that  some  generous  benefactor  will  enable  us  to  carry  out 
this  purpose  which  has  for  many  years  been  so  greatly  needed. 
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FORESTRY. 

We  arc  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  at  last,  under  the  scien- 
tific direction  of  the  Forestry  Division  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  our  valuable  forest  possessions  can  be  utilized  and 
steps  taken  to  extend  over  them  a  systemmatic  treatment  as 
well,  to  promote  their  better  growth  and  development.  The 
field  assistant  who  has  examined  our  forests  speaks  as  follows 
of  the  results  of  the  proposed  operations: 

"  If  the  lumbering  be  carried  out  under  rules  guarding 
against  all  unnecessary  damage,  and  if  it  follow  careful  prelim- 
inary markings,  it  will  result  in  an  improvement  of  the  general 
condition  of  the  forest,  and  will,  if  fire  is  kept  out,  induce  the 
reproduction,  now  so  conspicuously  absent.  At  the  same  time, 
it  will,  by  the  removal  of  mature  trees,  in  many  of  which  de 
terioration  and  decay  have  set  in,  either  as  a  result  of  their  age 
or  of  damage  by  fire,  convert  into  money,  property  which  is  de- 
creasing annually  in  value  at  a  by  no  means  insignificant  rate." 

Under  this  plan  of  improvement,  timber  has  already  been 
marked  for  removal  to  the  extent  of  half  a  million  feet,  and 
favorable  contracts  have  been  submitted  for  our  approval  for 
the  cutting  and  hauling  to  the  station,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
the  timber  so  delivered,  by  parties  who  propose  to  erect  a  mill 
at  or  near  the  station. 

As  the  result  of  these  operations,  which  will   be  carried  on 

iwith  no  outlay  by  the  University,  it  is  believed  that  an  income 
of  $1,^00.00  to  $2,000.00  will  be  realized  by  us  yearly  for  several 
years,  our  young  growth   protected,  and  reproduction  induced. 
The  Committee  approve  of  the  measures  taken,  and  of  the 

(contracts  made  for  the  cutting  and  hauling,  and  for  the  sale  of 
the  timber  removed. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  hauling  required)  the  Commit- 
tee would  direct  the  attention  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  the 
advantage  of  improving  Alabama  Avenue,  and,  if  possible, 
divert  the  heavy  hauling  from  University  Avenue  to  the  Ala- 
bama Avenue  road  to  the  station. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  express  their  gratification  at  the 
erection  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  as  a  dormitory  for  the 
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Grammar  School,  and  the  prospect  of  its  being  ready  for  occu- 
pation at  the  beginning  of  the  next  Lent  Term.  The  grateful 
thanks  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  due  to  George  W.  Quin- 
tard,  Esq.,  of  New  York,  for  the  means  of  erecting  this  valuable 
addition  to  our  University  buildings. 

The  Committee  have  also  learned  with  great  satisfaction  of 
the  intention  of  Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson  to  erect  a  new  chapel  for 
the  use  of  the  Theological  Department. 

The  construction  of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary  as  a 
hospital  attached  to  the  Medical  Department  gives  to  that  de- 
partment a  very  essential  portion  of  its  equipment  and  a  neces- 
sary adjunct  to  a  medical  school. 

The  addition  of  the  steam  laundry  and  the  extension  of  the 
waterworks'  supply  during  the  past  year  are  notable  marks  of 
progress,  as  well  as  increased  telephone  facilities  by  connection 
with  the  lines  of  the  long  distance  company. 

We  regret  to  note  that  very  few  new  leases  have  been  made, 
and  suggest  that  attention  be  given  to  the  preparation  and  des- 
ignation of  suitable  locations  for  residences,  and  that  a  reduced 
map  be  published,  with  the  conditions  of  leasing  attached,  in 
order  to  give  greater  facilities  and  wider  circulation  to  this 
feature  of  our  plans  for  the  increase  of  summer  residences  and 
permanent  homes  on  our  domain,  which,  by  its  location,  cli- 
mate, and  other  advantages  invites  the  attention  of  the  people 
of  the  Gulf  States  as  a  very  desirable  spot  to  locate  for  the 
summer. 

i.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  tendered  to 
the  respective  donors  of  valuable  books  to  the  Library,  and  that 
the  names  and  gifts  be  published  in  the  Calendar. 

2.  Resolved,  That  continued  efforts  be  made  to  obtain  the  re- 
moval of  the  Gymnasium  to  more  suitable  quarters  in  order 
that  Convocation  Hall  may  be  fitted  up  for  the  Library. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  proposed  plans  for  the  management 
and  utilization  of  the  timber  trees  on  our  domain  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Forestry  Department  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment is  approved,  as  well,  also,  as  the  contracts  for  the  cut- 
ting, removal,  and  sale  of  the  same. 
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4.  Resolved,  That  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Board  be  ten- 
dered to  George  VV.  Quintard,  Esq.,  ot  New  York,  for  furnish- 
ing the  means  of  erecting  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  which 
will  be  a  perpetual  memorial  of  the  great  service  and  love  for 
the  University'  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Tennesseee,  the  Rt.

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinance,  to  which 
was  referred  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  entitled  "An 
ordinance  to  regulate  the  endowment  funds  of  the  University." 
have  examined  the  same,  and  respectfully  report  the  following 
ordinance  for  adoption: 

An  Ordinance  to   Regulate  the   Endowment  Funds  of 
the  University. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  that: 

i.  All  endowment  funds  of  The  University  of  the  South,  now 
owned,  and  all  hereafter  received — whether  by  donation,  be- 
quest or  gift  to  and  for  the  University,  in  its  corporate  capac- 
ity or  for  any  specific  department,  thing  or  object  under  its 
control  or  management — shall  be  cared  for,  administered  and 
invested  as  follows  : 

2.   (u)  The   Vice-Chancellor  shall  systematize  the  existing  en- 
dowment. 
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(/>)  He  .-hall  have  all  deeds  of  trust  and  other  documents  re- 
lating thereto  recorded  in  a  special  book  to  be  known 
as  "  hitdou-mcii/  Record:-'"  and  also  keep  the  original 
deeds  and  other  instruments  from  the  donors  and  their 
representatives. 

(r)  Said  book  of  "  Endoivm.  »t  Records"  shall  be  subject  to 
inspection  by  the  several  officers  of  this  University 
charged  with  the  administration  of  endowment  funds 
and  of  this  Board. 

ENDOWMENT    TREASURER. 

3.  (n )  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  an  an- 
nual meeting  an  Endowment  Treasurer,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  three  years,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be 
qualified. 

(/> ;  Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office  he  shall  exe- 
cute a  bond,  with  some  approved  surety  company  as 
surety,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  in  such  sum  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  to  safely  keep  and  ac- 
count for  all  funds  and  securities  which  shall  come  into 
his  hands. 

(<-;  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Endowment  Treasurer  to 
receive  and  hold  all  funds,  securities  or  properties  de- 
vised or  donated  to  this  University,  for  its  permanent 
endowment  or  for  that  of  any  school  or  department 
thereof.  In  ca^e  the  legacy,  devise  or  donation  be  of 
bonded  securities  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  safely  keep  the 
same,  collecting  and  paving  over  the  income  thereof 
under  the  direction  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  to  the 
purposes  designated  by  the  donors.  If  the  fund  be  in 
money,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  invest  the  same  in  such 
mariner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Committee  on  En- 
dowments hereinafter  pi  ovided  for,  and  to  hold  the  ■-.>  id 
securities,  collecting  and  paying  over  the  income  of  the 
same,  as  in  the  case  of  a  devise  of  securities,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  the  purposes 
designated  bv  the  donor-.       lie  shall   make   no  change 
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of  securities  without  the  written  direction  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Endowments. 

(d)  lie  shall,  in  writing,  make  each  year  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  a  full  statement  of  all  endowments  in  his 
hands,  reporting  how  said  endowments  are  invested, 
and  also  reporting  all  receipts,  and  all  payments  made 
by  him  on  any  account. 

[r)  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  steps,  under  advice  of  the  En- 
dowment Committee,  to  collet,  at  maturity,  all  notes 
and  all  subscriptions,  when  due,  which  may  pertain  to 
the  permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  University. 

(/.  In-case  a ny  fund  is  loaned  upon  land  as  security,  said 
Treasurer  shall  have  papers  made  to  the  Corporation 
in  its  corporate  name,  by  deed  of  trust  or  mortgage 
securing  the  same,  and  will,  pending  the  loan,  see  that 
the  interest  upon  the  same  is  promptly  collected,  and 
taxes  and  insurance  on  the  property  properly  paid  and 
regularly  kept  up.  All  investments  made  and  all  notes 
accepted  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  University  of  the 
South.

4.  {<r)  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  Com- 
mittee of  three  members  of  the  Board  to  be  known  as 
the  Endowment  Committee,  who  shall  hold  their  office 
for  three  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected. 
(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  advise  and  di- 
rect the  Endowment  Treasurer  as  to  the  investment  of 
funds  in  his  hands,  and  as  to  change  of  securities  held 
by  him.  They  shall  examine  all  securities  in  the  hands 
of  the  Endowment  Treasurer  at  least  once  in  every 
year,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  annu- 
ally as  to  the  Endowment  fund — how  the  same  is  in- 
vested, and  the  trusts  under  which  such  funds  are  held.

(d)  Said  Committee,  or  agent  appointed   by  them,  shall  ex- 
amine from  time  to  time,  and  at  least  once  a  year,  the 
books,   receipts,  and  securities  of  said  Treasurer,  who 
shall    produce  the  same  when  and  where  required   by 
the  Committee. 
[e~i  Said    Committee   shall    make   an   annual    report    to   this 
Board  of  its  action  during  the   preceding  year,  and   to 
the  Executive  Committee  during  the  recess  whenever 
called  for. 
Resolved,  That  the   Endowment  Treasurer  shall   be  required 
to  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of   $10,000.00,  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  ordinance,  and  that  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  in  his  hands.

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NECROLOGY. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  to  present  to  this 
Board  suitable  minutes  to  be  entered  npon  our  records  con- 
cerning those  members  of  the  Board,  who  since  our  last  annual 
meeting  have  departed  out  of  this  life,  beg  leave  respectfully  to 
report : 

During  the  past  year  four  members  of  this  Board  have  died — 
the  Bishops  of  Alabama  and  of  Arkansas,  the  late  Bishop  Coad- 
jutor of  Alabama,  and  Mr.  Eleazur  K.  Foster,  a  Lay  Trustee  of 
the  Jurisdiction  of  Southern  Florida.  Never  before,  we  believe, 
have  so  many  distinguished  members  of  this  Board  been  re- 
moved in  the  same  brief  period.  The  dates  and  other  particu- 
lars of  the  lives  of  these  eminent  men  are  taken  from  the  re- 
port of  our  Vice-Chancellor. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Richard  Hooker  Wilmer,  Doctor  in  Divinity 
and  of  Laws,  member  of  a  family  which  from  our  colonial  days- 
has  been  distinguished  by  a  succession  of  men  of  light  and 
power  in  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  was  born  in  Alexandria, 
Virginia,  March  15,  1816,  and  died  at  his  home  at  Spring  Hill, 
Mobile  County,  Alabama,  June  14,  of  the  present  year.  Gradu- 
ated from  Yale  College  in  1836,  and  from  the  Alexandria  Sem- 
inary in  1839,  he  was  ordered  deacon  on  Easter  Day,  1839,  and 
advanced  to  the  priesthood  on  Easter  Day,  1840.  After  twenty- 
two  years'  service  in  the  priesthood,  mostly  in  his  native  State, 
he  was  consecrated  the  second  Bishop  of  Alabama,  March  6, 
1862,  being  the  only  Bishop  consecrated  in  the  South  under  the 
organization  of  the  "  Church  in  the  Confederate  States."     He 
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received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  from  Wil- 
liam and  Mary  College  in  1859,  and  from  the  University  of  the 
South  in  1878,  and  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  from  Cam- 
bridge University  in  1867,  and  from  the  University  of  Alabama 
in  1880.  Bishop  Wilmer  was  a  man  of  social  and  intellectual 
culture,  of  sound  learning,  and  of  unusual  eloquence  and  power 
as  a  public  speaker  and  preacher.  He  excelled  in  a  keen  and 
searching  humor  and  a  facility  of  epigrammatic  expression, 
which  have  carried  his  words  and  his  judgments  upon  men  and 
things  far  and  wide.  Hut  to  those  who  knew  him  he  was  very 
much  more  than  an  able  preacher  and  caustic  satirist.  He  was, 
first  and  before  all,  a  man  of  deep  personal  piety  and  of  a  pro- 
foundly earnest  and  reverent  spirit.  He  was  a  wise  and  sympa- 
thetic friend  and  counsellor,  a  man  of  convictions,  and  immova- 
ble in  his  loyalty  to  truth  and  duty;  a  Bishop  who  was  a  shep- 
herd of  souls  and  an  uncompromising  champion  of  the  truth. 
The  beginning  of  his  episcopate  was  marked  by  national  con- 
vulsions which  brought  special  trials  and  suffering  to  him.  The 
end  of  his  days  saw  sorrows  and  perplexities  of  many  kinds.  In 
all  he  bore  himself  as  a  good  soldier  of  Jesus  Christ.  The 
Church  in  the  South  has  had  few  nobler  characters.  He  rests 
in  peace. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Niles  Pierce,  Doctor  in  Divinity  and  of 
Laws,  first  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas,  was  born  in 
Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  October  19,  1820,  and  died  Septem- 
ber 5,  1899.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Brown  University  in  1842, 
and  had  his  degree  in  divinity  from  the  University  of  Alabama 
in  1862,  and  from  our  own  University  in  1878.  William  and 
Mary  made  him  Doctor  of  Laws  in  1869.  He  was  ordained 
deacon,  April  23,  1842,  and  priest,  January  3,  1849.  Before  the 
organization  of  the  Diocese  of  Arkansas  he  was  Missionary 
Bishop  of  Arkansas  and  the  Indian  Territory.  Bishop  Pierce 
was  a  man  of  extraordinary  intellectual  gifts  and  of  high  liter- 
ary culture,  but  was  a  thinker  and  philosopher  rather  than  an 
administrator  or  man  of  affairs.  The  remoteness  of  his  diocese 
made  his  visits  to  Sewanee  infrequent,  :,o  that  we  enjoyed  few 
opportunities  of  seeing  and  knowing  him 

The   Rt.   Rev.    Henry   Melville  Jackson,   Doctor   in    Divinity, 
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was  born  in  Leesburg,  Virginia,  July  28,  1849,  and  died  May  4, 
1900.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Alexandria  Seminary,  and  was 
ordained  deacon  in  1873,  and  priest  the  following  year.  After 
a  ministry  of  exceptional  brilliancy  and  popularity,  he  became 
Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Alabama  in  1891.  His  degree  in  divinity 
was  from  Randolph-Macon  College  in  188^,  and  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South  in  1891.  His  health  having  disabled  him 
from  the  performance  of  his  duties,  his  resignation  as  Bishop 
was  accepted  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  April  19,  1900,  only  a 
few  weeks  before  his  death.  Bishop  Jackson  was  a  preacher  of 
rare  power  and  attractiveness,  when  he  was  at  his  best,  and  the 
University  of  the  South  feels  that  it  has  suffered  along  with  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama  in  the  early  extinguishing  of  such  bright 
possibilities  of  usefulness  and  of  extended   influence  for  good. 

Judge  Eleazur  K.  Foster,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Southern 
Florida,  who  was  for  several  years  a  member  of  this  Board,  was 
born  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  October  31,  1841,  and -died 
December  8,  1899,  being  58  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
Judge  Foster  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1863,  went  to 
Florida  in  1864,  where  he  became  one  of  the  first  citizens  of  that 
State,  and  held  several  positions  of  public  trust,  as,  for  example 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Judge  of  the  Seventh 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  Division  Counsel  of  the  Plant  System  of 
Railways.  His  influence  and  wise  counsels  will  be  greatiy 
missed  in  the  Church  in  Florida  and  in  the  sessions  of  this 
Board.

IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DISCIPLINE  AND  ORDER- 

The  Committee  respectfully  report  that  without  having  gone 
as  thoroughly  into  the  subject  committed  to  them  as  the  inter- 
ests of  so  important  a  matter  might  demand,  that  nevertheless' 
they  have  taken  into  consideration  the  general  discipline  of  the 
students  of  this  University,  and  also  several  important  matters 
suggested  to  them. 

i.  We  would  note,  first  of  all,  several  statements  in  the  report 
of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  on  t  ie  subject  of  the  shrinkage  in  the 
Academic  Department  submitted  to  this  Board  as  a  part  of  the 
report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

After  expressing  its  opinion  that  the  difficulty  might  be 
traced  to  several  causes,  chief  among  which  was  the  "misman- 
agement of  the  Hoffman  Dormitory,  incident,  in  great  measure, 
to  the  fact  that  it  was  a  new  experiment,"  the  Committee  of 
the  Hebdomadal  Board  goes  on  to  say  in  clause: 

"(b)  The  discipline  at  the  dormitory  also  appears  to  have 
been  bad.  In  some  respects  it  was  too  severe,  and  in  others  in- 
sufficient." Corning  from  such  a  source,  we  feel  that  this  is  an 
accurate  statement  of  the  case,  as  one  of  the  causes  of  the  loss 
of  students  to  this  University. 

2.  Several  other  matters  have  come  before  your  Committee, 
largely,  it  is  true,  from  observation  and  hearsay,  and  without 
any  official  information  or  testimony,  p-.jr.,  the  prevalence,  to 
some  degree,  of  what  is  called  "  swipeing,"  and  also  of  drunk- 
enness among  the  students,  irreverence  on  the  part  of  students 
at  the  chapel  services,  and  their  neglect  of  the  required  attend- 
ance on  such  services,  noises  calculated  to  disturb  the  worship 
of  the  congregation  in  the  vicinity  of  the  chapel  during  the 
hours  of  service,  and   finally,  the  failure  of  the  professors  and 
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other  officers  of  the  University  to  attend  the  chapel  services, 
which  is  required,  under  conditions,  by  our  ordinances. 

Your  Committee,  recognizing  the  fact  that  breaches  of  dis- 
cipline must  inevitably  occur  whenever  large  bodies  of  students 
are  congregated,  and  also  the  difficulties  that  have  lain  in  the 
way  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  other  officers  of  the  University 
in  realizing  a  better  regulated  system  of  discipline,  neverthe- 
less, recommend  the  Board  to  urge  upon  them  the  necessity  of 
establishing  and  maintaining  a  proctorial  oversight  over  the 
students,  and  an  administration  of  discipline  as  just,  regular, 
and  efficient  as  the  conditions  require,  and  the  facilities  make 
possible.  Furthermore,  inasmuch  as  we  realize  that,  in  a  Uni- 
versity constituted  as  this  is,  laws  and  ordinances  will  be  of 
small  avail  without  the  mutual  enlistment  of  moral  sympathy 
and  interest  on  the  part  of  officers,  faculty,  and  students, 
we  would  suggest  that  this  consideration  be  especially  com- 
mended to  the  officers,  faculty,  and  students,  through  the  Heb- 
domadal Board  and  the  Deans  of  the  several  departments,  with 
the  object  of  securing  a  better  regard  for  discipline  by  a  reason- 
able, just,  and  Christian  recognition,  on  the  part  of  all,  of  the 
principles  upon  which  this  University  is  founded,  and  the  tra- 
ditions in  which  it  has  lived. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  sent  to  the  Vice- 
Chancellorand  also  to  the  Hebdomadal  Board.

Resolved,  That  this  Board  regrets  that  unavoidable  circum- 
stances have  prevented  the  presence  of  the  Chancellor  at  this 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  continued  interest  and  great  services  of  the  Chancellor  in 
the  past,  and  our  hope  that  nothing  will  prevent  his  being  with 
us  at  our  next  meeting. 

Following  is  the  supplemental  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Endowment,  authorized  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  to  be  here  inserted  as  part  of  the  report  of  said 
Committee  : 

Supplemental  IReport 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON   ENDOWMENT. 

We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee  on  Endow- 
ment, hereby  certify  that  we  have  examined  the  books,  receipts, 
and  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Endowment,  R. 
M.  DuBose,  a  list  of  which  is  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  En- 
dowment Committee  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  July  26,  1900, 
and  find  the  same  correct.  The  McCrosky  papers  are  with  the 
Maryland  Life  Insurance  Company,  the  Hubbard  Fund,  of 
.$20,000.00,  principal  and  interest  of  $20,000.00,  is  in  the  hands 
of  B.  L.  Wiggins,  Vice  Chancellor,  as  is  also  the  Bishop  Dudlev 
Fund,  of  $50,000.00,  in  Southern  Railway  bonds,  interest 
$2,^00.00  annually.      The  former  is  now  kept  at  Sewanee.  and 
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the  latter  at  the  American  National  Bank,  of  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee. The  interest  of  each  has  been  properly  distributed 
according  to  the  intention  of  the  donors.  Said  property  re- 
mains in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  until  the  Endow- 
ment Treasurer  files  his  bond  as  required  by  the  resolution  of 
this  Board  at  its  present  session,  when  the  Vice-Chancellor  will 
deliver  said  property  to  said  Treasurer.

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Bnnual  IReport 

OF  THE  VICE-CHANCELLOR,  1900. 

To  the    Trustees  of  the    University  of  the   South: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  Seventh  Annual  Report  as 
Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  the  South  for  the  aca- 
demic year  1899-1900. 

In  preparing  for  your  consideration  the  annual  report  of  the 
work  of  the  University,  my  duty  has  always  been  to  note  the 
changes  which  have  occurred  in  the  membership  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  of  the  several  faculties,  and  first  of  all,  such 
losses  as  have  come  to  us  through  death. 

DEATHS. 

Four  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  University 
have  died  within  the  academic  year:  the  Rt.  Rev.  Richard 
Hooker  Wilmer,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Alabama;  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Henry!Niles  Pierce,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Arkansas;  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Melville  Jackson,  D.D.,  Coadjutor  Bishop  of 
Alabama ;  and  Judge  Eleazur  K.  Foster,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Southern  Florida. 

Bishop  Wilmer  was  born  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  March  15,  1816, 
and  died  at  his  home  at  Spring  Hill,  Mobile  County,  Alabama, 
June  14,  1900.  He  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1836, 
and  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia  in  1839;  was 
ordained  deacon  on  Easter  Day,  March  31,  1839,  and  was  ad- 
vanced to  the  priesthood  on  the  following  Easter  Day.  He  was 
consecrated  the  Second  Bishop  of  Alabama  March  6,  1862.  He 
received   the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  in   Divinity   from  the 
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college  of  William  and  Mary  in  1859,  and  from  the  University 
of  the  South  in  1878;  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
from  Cambridge  University  in  1867,  and  from  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  1880. 

The  Bishop,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  in  the  eighty-fifth 
year  of  his  age,  the  sixty-second  of  his  ministry,  and  the  thirty- 
ninth  of  his  episcopate. 

He  was  the  Senior  Episcopal  member  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

Among  his  numerous  published  writings  are:  "The  Recent 
Past,  from  a  Southern  Standpoint";  "Reminiscences  of  a 
Grandfather"  (1887,);  and  a  "Guide  Book  for  Young  Church- 
men." 

Bishop  Pierce  was  born  in  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island,  October 
19,  1820,  and  was  thus  nearly  seventy-nine  years  old  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  He  was  graduated  from  Brown  University  in 
1842,  was  ordained  deacon  April  23,  1843,  and  was  advanced  to 
the  priesthood  January  3,  1849.  His  consecration  took  place  on 
January  25,  1870.  He  was  the  fourth  Missionary  Bishop  of 
Arkansas  and  the  Indian  Territory,  and  the  first  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  of   Arkansas. 

The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  the  University  of  Alabama  in  1862,  and  by  The 
University  of  the  South  in  1878,  and  that  of  Doctor  of  Laws  by 
the  college  of  William  and  Mary  in  1869.  He  died  in  the 
twenty-ninth  year  of  his  episcopate. 

Among  his  published  writings  are  numerous  occasional  ser- 
mons and  addresses,  and  a  volume  of  poetry  entitled,  "The  Ag- 
nostic, and  Other  Poems." 

Bishop   Jackson    was   born    in    Leesburg,    Virginia,   July    28.. 
1849;  was  giaduated  from  the  Virginia  Theological  Seminary 
in  1873;  ordained  deacon  in   1873;   ar>d  advanced  to  the  priest- 
hood in   1874.     He  was  consecrated   Bishop  Coadjutor  of  Ala- 
bama in  1891. 

The  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  in  Divinity  was  conferred 
upon  him  by  Randolph-Macon  College  in  1885,  and  by  the 
University  of  the  South  in  1891. 
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lie  was  editor  for  many  years  of  The  Southern  Pulpit,  af- 
terwards the  Pulpit  Treasury. 

His  resignation  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  was  accepted  by  the 
House  of  Bishops  on  April  19,  1900,  and  lie  died  May  3,  1900,  in 
the  fifty -first  year  of  his  age,  and  the  ninth  of  his  episcopate. 

Judge  Foster  was  born  in  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  October 
31,  1841,  and  died  December  8.  1899.  He  was,  therefore,  fifty- 
eight  years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

1  le  was  graduated  from  Yale  College  in  1863,  went  to  Florida 
in  1864,  where  he  held  several  positions  of  trust,  as,  for  exam- 
ple, Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  Judge  of  the  Seventh 
Judicial  Circuit,  and  Division  Counsel  of  the  Plant  System  of 
Railroads  and  Steamships. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  University 
for  the  years  1898  and  1899,  and  was  mo-t  active  and  helpful  in 
the  revision  of  our  statutes. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  record  here  the  death  of  Lieu- 
tenant John  Barbec  Galleher,  son  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Louisi- 
ana, who  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Laws  from  this 
University  in  1896.  He  served  as  adjutant  of  the  First  Ken- 
tucky during  the  Porto  Rican  campaign,  and  when  the  First 
Kentucky  was  mustered  out  he  became  a  first  lieutanant  in  the 
Fortieth  Volunteer  Infantry,  which  was  >oon  ordered  to  the 
Philippines.  There  he  met  his  death  like  a  soldier,  with  his 
face  to  the  foe.  He  was  twenty-six  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

It  seems  desirable,  also,  to  make  mention  here  of  the  death  of 
Col.  V.  D.  Walsh,  a  generous  benefactor,  who,  in  1890,  gave 
funds  for  erecting  the  Walsh  Memorial  Mall  in  memory  of  his 
daughter. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

I  submit  exhibit  "A,"  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Wm.  P.  Trent. 
Dean  of  the  Academic  Department  and  Professor  of  English. 

For  twelve  years  Dr.  Trent  has  held  the  Chair  of  English  in 
this  University,  and  for  six  years  the  office  of  Dean  of  the  Aca- 
demic Department.  He  resigns  to  accept  the  Chair  of  English 
in  Barnard  College  and  C"lujnl)ia  University'. 

To   Dr.  Trent  more  than  to   any   other   man,  the   University 
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owes  its  reputation  in  literary  studies.  He  made  his  school  of 
English  the  first  among  the  Southern  institutions  of  higher 
learning. 

As  editor  of  the  Seivatiee  Review,  and  as  author  of  the  '"  Life 
of  William  Gilmore  Simms,"  "Southern  Statesmen  of  the  Old 
Regime,"  "Authority  of  Criticism,"  and  other  publications, 
and  as  a  frequent  contributor  to  the  leading  journals  and  maga- 
zines, Dr.  Trent  has  spread  abroad  the  fame  of  the  University 
and  has  also  been  a  great  stimulus  to  literary  activity  on  the 
part  of  his  colleagues.  Dr.  Trent  has  been  so  long  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  University,  and  has  always  been  so  loyal,  time  and 
again  declining  more  lucrative  calls  in  consequence  of  his  de- 
votion to  Sewanee,  that  I  regard  his  leaving  with  a  sense  of 
genuine  sorrow. 

He  will  be  gratefully  remembered  by  Sewanee,  both,  for  his 
distinguished  ability  and  for  his  devoted  personal  service,  and 
his  name  will  be  inseparably  connected  with  the  University  to 
which  he  has  given  the  best  years  and  the  best  efforts  of  his 
life. 

Mr.  Samuel  Dwight  Wilcox,  my  private  secretary  and  Reg- 
istrar, severed  his  connection  with  the  University  at  the  begin- 
ning of  this  Lent  Term,  and  at  the  same  time  Mrs.  Wilcox 
tendered  her  resignation  as  Librarian,  although  she  did  not 
withdraw  from  service  until  some  weeks  Infer. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Wells  as  Professor 
of  Modern  Languages,  and  the  inability  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  fill  the  vacancy  at  once,  I  appointed  Mr.  Huger  Wil- 
kinson Jervey,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  French,  and  Mr.  Winfield 
Pinson  Woolf,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  German,  for  the  past  aca- 
demic year. 

I  also  appointed  Mr.  Jose  Martin  Selden,  C.E.,  M.S.,  assistant 
to  the  Professor  of  Engineering,  and  assistant  to  the  Professor 
of  Chemistry. 

The  following  additional  appointments  have  been  made 
within  the  academic  year.  Mr.  Luke  Lea,  B.A.,  and  Mr. 
Charles  Quintard   Gray,   B.A.,  University   Proctors,   Mr.  J.   H. 
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Rayhill,  Instructor  in  Elocution;  Miss  S.  A.  Wicks,  Private 
Secretary,  and  Miss  L.  B.  Gallehcr,  Librarian. 

Acting  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Dean  of  the  Medical 
Department,  I  appointed  Belno  A.  Brown,  Sc.M.,  M.D.,  Asso- 
ciate Professor  of  Anatomy.  Dr.  Brown  died  at  his  father's 
home  in  Kalamazoo,  Michigan,  May  12,  1900,  just  as  ue  was 
making  preparation  to  enter  upon  his  duties  here. 

Dr.  Wm.  H.  Johnson,  of  South  Carolina,  was  appointed  to  fill 
this  vacancy. 

THE    UNIVERSITY. 

Before  proceeding  to  a  consideration  of  the  several  depart- 
ments I  would  call  your  attention  to  matters  of  more  general 
interest,  affecting  the  University  as  a  whole  rather  than  any 
particular  department. 

One  of  the  most  important  measures  for  your  consideration 
is  the  proposed  change  of  terms  from  two  to  three  with  neces- 
sary modification  of  the  time  of  holding  Commencement,  etc. 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  you  requested  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  to  present  to  the  Executive  Committee  a  formulated 
plan  which  the  Committee,  after  examination,  would  print  and 
send  to  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  July  1,  1900. 
The  plan  recommended  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Committee  is  as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  present  dates  of  opening  in  March  and  closing  in 
December  be  preserved. 

2.  That  Commencement  Day  be  set  for  the  last  Thursday  in 
June,  and  that  the  new  scholastic  year  begin  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day in  July,  unless  that  be  on  the  Fourth,  when  the  year  will 
begin  on  the  third. 

3.  That  the  scholastic  year  be  divided  into  three  terms,  to  be 
known  as  Trinity,  Michaelmas,  and  Lent  Terms  respectively, 
and  to  run  as  follows: 

Trinity  Term  from  the  first  Thursday  in  July  to  the  last 
Thursday  in  September. 

Michaelmas  Term  from  the  Monday  following  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  September  to  the  Thursday  before  Christinas. 

Lent  Term  from  the  third  Thursday  in  March  to  the  last 
Thursday  in  June. 
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4.  That  examinations  he  so  arranged  as  to  occupy  in  Lent 
Term  the  week  (or,  at  mo,t,  the  ten  days)  preceding  the  third 
Thursday  in  June,  on  which  day  the  Trustees  will  meet,  and 
four  days,  including  the  last  day  of  the  other  terms,  provided 
that  in  Michaelmas  Term  the  faculties  may  move  the  examina- 
tions forward  by  three  da\-s  should  the  allotted  period  fall  too 
close  to  Christmas. 

5.  That  the  subjoined  assignment  of  studies  in  the  several 
schools  and  departments,  save  the  medical,  based  on  a  three- 
term  system,  be  accepted  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  that, 
on  the  approval  of  this  report  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  re- 
spective deans  be  authorized  to  promulgate  the  said  assignment 
of  ^udies,  and  that  it  be  printed  in  the  Calendar. 

I  earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  plan.  There  are 
certainly  many  advantages  which  will  result  from  this  adoption, 
and  I  can  see  no  disadvantages. 

Among  the  advantages  which  may  be  enumerated  are: 

1.  All  departments  of  the  University  would  open  on  the  first 
Thursday  in  July,  which  would  be  the  beginning  of  the  schol- 
astic year.  Although  at  present  the  Medical  Department 
opens  the  first  Thursday  in  July,  all  other  departments  open  the 
first  Thursday  in  August,  and  uniformity  in  this  respect  is 
greatly  to  be  desired. 

2.  We  would  attract  students  for  the  summer  session  who  are 
now  deterred  from  coming  by  the  break  caused  by  examina- 
tions and  the  Commencement  exercises  and  recess — an  inter- 
ruption of  more  than  three  weeks.  Furthermore,  a  student  en- 
tering under  present  conditions  for  the  summer  would  get  the 
end  of  one  course  of  lectures  and  the  beginning  of  another. 

3.  We  would  be  able  to  secure  the  services  of  professors  from 
other  institutions  who  would  be  glad  to  spend  the  summer 
here,  and  we  would  attract  school  teachers  who  would  be  glad 
to  avail  themselves  of  a  summer  course. 

4.  Our  faculty  would  be  able  to  cover  more  subjects,  or  sub- 
divisions of  subjects,  increase  the  number  of  working  days  per 
academic  year,  do  awav  with  the  necessity  for  quizzes,  and  put 
a  >t"p  to  the  demoralization  which  results  from  the  midsum- 
mer festivities. 
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5.  We  would  facilitate  the  change  to  the  continuous  session 
of  four  terms,  to  which  all  American  Universities  seem  to  be 
gravitating.  While  the  winter  vacation  suits  the  student  from 
the  further  South,  it  does  not  suit  the  student  of  the  North. 

It  goes  without  saying,  that  so  costly  and  so  useful  a  place  as 
the  University  ought  rot  to  be  idle  for  a  quarter  of  the  year. 

6.  We  would  increase  and  render  more  convenient  the  at- 
tendance of  the  Trustees,  and  we  would  have  less  difficulty  in 
securing  Commencement  orators  and  preachers. 

7.  We  would  make  the  calendar  year  our  catalogue  year  and 
our  fiscal  year.  The  heads  of  all  departments  would  have  the 
winter  vacation  to  review  the  past  year,  prepare  their  reports, 
and  submit  them  to  the  Vice  Chancellor,  who,  in  turn,  would 
have  ample  time  to  digest  these  reports  and  take  counsel  of  the 
Executive  Committee  in  the  preparation  of  his  own  report. 

As  the  year  under  review  is  the  last  of  the  century,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  summarize  the  history  of  the  University  during 
recent  years.  In  doing  so  I  shall  confine  the  review  to  the 
years  of  my  administration,  for  the  reason  that  I  am  more  fa- 
miliar with  the  history  of  this  period  and  have  ready  access  to 
facts  and  figures.  And  yet  I  am  always  mindful  that  the  Uni- 
versity's growth  is,  in  largest  measure,  due  to  others  to  whom 
due  recognition  has  been  given  from  time  to  time. 

In  this  interval  of  seven  years  the  Trustees  have  increased 
from  sixty-three  to  seventy-two,  the  officers  of  instruction  and 
government  from  forty-two  to  sixty-eight,  the  total  number  of 
students  from  two  hundred  and  seventy  to  four  hundred  and 
forty-five,  a  gain  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five.  This  in- 
crease, however,  has  been  confined  almost  wholly  to  the  Med- 
ical and  Grammar  School  Departments,  the  gain  in  the 
former  being  one  hundred  and  forty  one,  and  in  the  latter  sixty- 
five.  The  Law  Department  gains  three,  the  Theological  remains 
the  same,  but  the  Academic  shows  a  loss  of  thirty-four.  These 
statistics  include  the  registrations  from  August  to  August,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  the  Medical  Department,  which  opened 
July  5.  Heretofore  the  count  has  been  made  for  the  period 
from  August  to  August,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment this  is  misleading. 
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During  these  seven  years  we  have  received  more  than 
$125,000  in  cash,  and  have  added  to  our  material  resources  in 
buildings  and  equipments  not  less  than  $125,000.  The  material 
improvements  are  represented  in  a  large  measure  by  the 
Grammar  School  Dormitory  and  its  equipments,  the  Hoffman 
Memorial  Hall,  the  University  Supply  Store,  the  Hodgson 
Memorial  Infirmary,  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  (which  is  now 
in  process  of  construction),  the  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Laboratories,  dairy  and  truck  farm,  gymnasium  baths,  tele- 
phones, and  road  improvements. 

We  have  increased  our  library  facilities  and  have  a  reading 
room  supplied  with  the  best  current  literature. 

There  has  also  been  a  noteworthy  increase  in  the  intellectual 
activity  of  the  University,  both  on  the  part  of  its  officers  and  stu- 
dents. In  the  case  of  the  officers  we  have  as  evidence  numerous 
publications  in  Literature,  Theology,  Biography,  and  Science, 
and  The  Sezvanee  Review;  and  on  the  part  of  our  students  the 
excellence  of  their  college  publications — The  Cap  and  Gown, 
Sezvanee  Literary  Afagazing,  The  Seivanee  Purple,  and  their 
frequent  victories  in  intercollegiate  prize  examinations,  oratory, 
and  debate. 

Some  weeks  ago  there  appeared  an  article  in  the  Chicago 
Times- He  aid,  showing  that  the  gifts  to  American  colleges 
during  the  past  year  amounted  to  $17,000,000.  Subsequently 
there  appeared  an  editorial  in  the  Nezv  York  Sun  commenting 
upon  this  article,  and  this  University  was  specially  mentioned 
as  "that  admirable  institution  which  got  $68,000  and  ought  to 
have  twenty  times  as  much.  Its  professors  and  publications 
have  made  it  respected  among  scholars." 

In  my  last  report  I  called  your  attention  to  the  action  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  expressing  its  willing- 
ness to  consider  the  propriety  of  allying  itself  with  this  Univer- 
sity. Your  Board  passed  certain  resolutions,  which,  by  your 
instruction,  I  transmitted  to  the  authorities  of  the  diocese.  I 
now  submit  "  Exhibit  B,"  a  communication  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  stating  "  that  the 
convention  does  not  deem  it  expedient  at  this  time  to  form  the 
alliance  proposed." 
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The  following  table  of  statistics  for  the  past  year  will  prove 
interesting.

From  these  statistics  you  will  see  that  there  are  sixty-eighg 
officers  in  all  departments,  as  against  sixty-four  for  the  year 
1898-1899;  that  in  the  Academic  Department  one  hundred  and 
seven  students  have  registered,  as  against  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  last  year;  in  the  Theological  Department  nineteen,  as 
against  twenty-one ;  and  in  the  Law  Department  fourteen,  as 
against  fourteen;  in  the  Medical  Department  one  hundred  and 
sixty  five,  as  against  one  hundred  and  forty -six  for  the  corre- 
sponding date,  and  four  more  already  than  tor  the  entire  year 
ending  December,  1899,  and  in  the  Grammar  School  there  are 
one  hundred  and  forty,  as  against  one  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  sincere  regret  that  I  transmit  to  you 
the  last  report  of  Dr.  Trent,  as  Dean  of  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, Exhibit  "  C." 

The  Executive  Committee,  at  a  meeting  held  in  Atlanta, 
May  14,  elected  Dr.  John  Bell  Henneman  successor  to  Dr- 
Trent  in  the  chair  of  English. 

As  Dean  Trent  says  in  his  report,  "Dr.  Henneman's  primacy 
among  English  teachers  in  the  South  has  been,  to  my  mind, 
unquestionable,  and  I  think  the  University  greatly  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  securing  him." 

Dr.  Henneman  is  a  native  of  South  Carolina,  a  B.A.  graduate 
of  Wofford  College,  an  M.A.  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  and 
a  Ph.D.  of  the  University  of  Berlin.  For  the  last  seven  years 
he  has  been  Professor  of  English  in  the  University  of  Tennes- 
see. From  a  professional  point  of  view  he  is,  in  my  opinion, 
the  logical  successor  to  Dr.  Trent. 

At  this  same  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Prof. 
Eugene  H.  Babbitt  was  elected  Professor  of  Modern  Languages 
to  succeed  Dr.  Wells,  who  left  us  last  August. 
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Professor  Babbit  took  his  B. A.  degree  at  Harvard  University, 
graduating  with  highest  honors  in  Modern  Languages.  He  has 
studied  at  Berlin,  Copenhagen,  and  Paris,  and  has  taught  in 
Harvard  University,  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
and  Columbia  University. 

We  may  expect  the  same  high  standard  to  be  maintained  in 
the  Schools  of  English  and  Modern  Languages. 

I  also  recommend  that  Dr.  Bevan,  Professor  of  Metaphysics, 
be  paid  hereafter  the  salary  of  a  full  professor. 

I  nominate  as  dean,  Dr.  Cameron  Piggot,  senior  professor  of 
the  Academic  faculty,  a  man  in  whom  I  have  great  confidence. 

I  regret  to  report  a  diminution  in  the  number  of  students  in 
this  department.  The  enrollment  is  one  hundred  and  seven,  as 
against  one  hundred  and  fourteen  last  year,  whereas,  in  1893- 
1894,  we  had  one  hundred  and  forty-one  students,  a  loss  of 
thirty-four  in  seven  years. 

This  led  to  an  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board,  whose  findings  were  reported  to  you  last  year.  Another 
investigation  this  year  has  resulted  in  another  report,  which  is 
herewith  submitted  Exhibit  "  D."  This  last  report,  however, 
covers  no  ground  not  fully  covered  by  the  Committee  of  1899, 
the  report  of  which  was  duly  commented  upon  in  my  last  an- 
nual report. 

The  conclusions  of  both  of  these  reports  are  that  we  need 
cheaper  boarding  houses,  proper  scientific  and  library  equip- 
ment, and  affiliated  preparatory  schools.  I  desire  to  stress  as 
our  greatest  need  proper  scientific  and  library  equipment, 
without  which  we  cannot  hope  for  much  development  in  this 
department. 

I  may  add  that  the  numerical  loss  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  a 
measure  by  the  fact  that  seven  years  ago  the  Academic  and 
Grammar  School  Departments  were  not  differentiated.  Stu- 
dents in  the  one  department  attended  classes  in  the  other  and 
vice  versa. 

We  had  then  practically  no  entrance  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Academic  Department;  so,  although  then  we  had 
•one  hundred  and  forty-one  students  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, we  had  only  seventy  five  in  the  Grammar  School — a  total 
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of  two  hundred  and  sixteen  for  the  two  departments.  Now  we 
have  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  forty-seven  for  the  two  depart- 
ments, a  gain  of  thirty-one,  and  the  educational  results  are  un- 
questionably better. 

Our  students  have  taken  little  or  no  interest  this  year  in  the 
competition  for  the  prizes  offered  annually  by  the  Association 
for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  Church  Schools,  Colleges,  and 
Seminaries.  In  consequence  of  our  winter  vacation,  the  condi- 
tions of  the  competition  were  not  made  known  to  our  students 
until  the  beginning  of  the  Lent  Term,  March  15,  too  late  to 
make  the  necessary  preparation.  Then  again,  the  dissatisfac- 
tion over  last  year's  examinations  practically  destroyed  all  in- 
terest in  the  competition  on  the  part  of  our  students.  Student 
R.  C.  Hall  won  a  $50  prize  in  Senior  English  this  year. 
The  salaries  of  the  officers  of  this  department  for  the  year 

amounted  to .$10,440  00 

The  tuition  fees  collected $6,257  21 

The  tuition  fees  uncollected 474  80 —     6,732  01

As  the  Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  is  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  Junior  students  of  the  Academic  Department,  the  income 
from  this  source  is  credited  to  this  Department.  The  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  past  year  are  as  follows  :

If  we  deduct  this  amount,  $2,771.18,  from  the  deficit  on  ac- 
count of  salaries,  $3,707.99,  we  shall  have  as  deficit  on  account 
of  this  department,  $936.81. 
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If  the  number  of  Junior  students  boarding  in  Hoffman  Hall 
had  been  as  large  for  the  Lent  Term  as  for  the  Trinity  Term 
of  last  year,  there  would  have  been  no  deficit  to  report  for  this 
department. 

THEOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  in  this  Department  has  been 
nineteen,  which  is  two  less  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

As  the  dean  says  in  his  report,  Exhibit  "  E,"  there  is  always 
fluctuation  in  the  number  of  students — one  year  more,  and  an 
other  less.     There  is,  however,  every  prospect  of  a  large  class 
entering  in  August,  and  that  the  increase  will  be  permanent. 

There  is  unquestionably  a  general  and  urgent  demand  for 
our  graduates.  So  much  so  that  statements  and  appeals  were 
issued  from  the  department  in  behalf  of  greater  interest  and  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  the  clergy  t<>  recruit  the  ranks  of  the  minis- 
try with  "fit  persons"  to  discharge  its  functions.  The  depart- 
ment has  done  more  than  this — it  is  making  every  effort  to 
provide  support  for  such  persons.  This  is  being  accomplished 
through  S.  Luke's  Brotherhood,  which  is  deserving  of  your 
cordial  support  and  sympathy. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  quote  from  the  dean's  report 
that  "  Not  only  are  large  current  means  passing  through  our 
hands,  but  through  the  generosity  of  a  few  donors,  we  are  in- 
vesting funds  for  the  endowment  of  at  least  one  additional 
scholarship." 

The  departmeni  has  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
character  of  its  students  and  of  its  graduates. 

I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  second  annual  report, 
Exhibit  "  F,"  of  the  "Endowment  Fund"  of  the  Quintard  Pro- 
fessorship of  Dogmatic  Theology.  Entirely  through  the  pa- 
tient and  persistent  efforts  of  Professor  White  this  fund  has 
been  increased  during  the  year  from  $549.37  to  $1,056.06,  which 
amount  is  deposited  with  the  Morton  Trust  Company,  New 
York. 

Progress  in  raising  the  full  amount,  $25,000,  may  be  slow, 
but  Professor  White  generally  accomplishes  what  he  under- 
takes, and  we  may  expect  to  see   the  fulfilment  of  his  endeavor. 

Mrs.  Hodgson  is  completing  In  r  arrangements  for  the  build- 
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ing  of  a  chapel  in  connection  with  S.  Luke's  Hall,  to  be  erected 
in  memory  of  its  first  dean,  the  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D., 
LL.D. 

The  exterior  of  S.  Luke's  has  just  been  painted. 

You  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  the  Rev.  George  W.  Douglass, 
D.U.,  of  Tuxedo,  New  York,  delivered  during  the  month  of 
May  a  course  of  five  lectures  on  Christian  Apologetics.  These 
lectures  were  heard  with  great  interest  and  profit  by  students 
and  residents,  and  made  a  deep  impression. 

To  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  the  Department  is  most  grateful 
for  several  addresses  which  proved  a  great  stimulus  and  help  to 
the  life  of  the  department. 

As  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  I  submit,  here- 
with, my  report.  Exhibit  "EE,"  and  this  same  exhibit  will  also 
contain  a  statement  of  the  Hubbard  Fund.  The  securities  for 
this  fund  are  in  the  University  safe,  and  subject  to  your  inspec- 
tion.    .$2,000  is  in  the  bank  awaiting  investment. 

The  total  receipts  for  this  department  during  the  3-car 
amount  to  $5,479.50,  which  is  $645.28  more  than  for  the  preced- 
ing year.  And  the  total  disbursements  for  the  salaries  alone 
are  $5,473.50,  which  i-,  $890.00  more  than  for  the  preceding 
year.  Total  of  assessments  upon  the  several  dioceses  for  the 
present  year  is  $4,450.00,  of  which  $2,975.55  has  been  paid, 
which  is  $592.32  more  than  for  the  preceding  year,  and  if  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  which  has  never  failed  before,  had 
paid  it*  annual  assessment  of  $500.00,  the  payments  from  Dio- 
ceses for  this  year  would  have  been  $1,092.32,  more  than  ever 
before,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  University, 
we  would  have  been  able  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the  professors  in 
full  for  the  year.  I  am  informed  that  the  Diocese  of  South 
Carolina  has  recently  reinvested  ils  funds,  and  this  fact  will  ac- 
count for  its  failure  to  pay  its  assessment  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  There  is  no  doubt  that  this  payment 
will  be  made  in  a  short  time,  and  the  results  above  stated  may 
be  confidently  anticipated. 

There  is  still  due  the  professors  on  account  of  past  years, 
$4,i;26.9v  and  there  is  still  a  balance  on  the  Treasurer's  books 
on  account  of  unpaid  assessments,  amounting  to  $11,039.22.     I 
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would  advise  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  cancel  this 
balance,  which  represents  an  accumulation  of  unpaid  assess- 
ments that  can  never  be  collected,  and  an  annual  reminder  to 
Dioceses  of  their  unpaid  assessments  must  be  depressing. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
several  dioceses,  and  if  the  Trustees  will  only  make  provision 
for  the  unpaid  salaries  due  the  Professors  I  have  no  anxiety  for 
the  future. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  paid  by  the  dioceses,  the  Treasu- 
rer has  received  $1,500  from  interest  on  Tustin  loan,  $908.43 
from  the  Hubbard  Fund,  $70.52  from  the  Tustin  Memorial 
Fund,  and  a  donation  of  .$25.00. 

The  Dioceses  of  Arkansas,  Asheville,  Florida,  Southern  Flor- 
ida, Georgia,  Kentucky,  Tennessee  and  Western  Texas,  have 
paid  their  assessments  for  the  past  year  in  full.  The  other  Dio- 
ceses show  improvement. 

The  net  profits  from  the  boarding  department  of  St.  Luke's 
Hall,  for  the  past  year,  is  $254.03. 

MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  eighth  annual  session  of  this  Department  began  July  5th 
— just  three  weeks  ago.  And  yet  there  are  already  enrolled 
more  students  than  for  the  entire  session  of  last  year.  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  figures  for  the  past  seven  years:

The  present  session  has  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  do  more 
than  make  a  forecast,  and  yet  we  have  every  reason  to  be  en- 
couraged. There  are  already  enrolled  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
five  students,  and  we  may  reasonably  expect  that  the  number 
will  be  increased  to  two  hundred  before  the  end  of  the  present 
session. 


§2         Annual  Report  of  the   Vice- Chancellor. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  marked  improvement  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  present  class,  to  which  the  Dean  calls  attention  in 
his  report.  The  accommodations  of  the  Lecture  Hall  are  al- 
ready overtaxed,  and  further  accessions  will  cause  some  embar- 
rassment. 

The  great  need  of  this  Department,  a  hospital  for  clinical  ad- 
vantages, has  at  last  been  provided,  and  we  have  now  a  building 
which,  with  its  furniture  and  equipment,  represents  a  cost  of 
more  than  $20,000.  Several  interesting  operations  have  already 
been  performed,  and  the  dean  anticipates  little  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing the  necessary  clinical  material. 

There  are  private  wards  as  well  as  charity  wards,  and  it  is 
comforting  to  know  that  suitable  care  can  be  had  for  our  stu- 
dents in  cases  of  serious  illness. 

A  very  economical  arrangement  has  been  made  with  Dr.  W. 
T.  Ellison  and  his  wife  for  boarding  the  inmates  of  the  In- 
firmary. A  copy  of  the  agreement  with  Dr.  Ellison  is  filed  un- 
der Exhibit  "  G." 

I  submit,  herewith,  Exhibit  "  H",  the  report  of  the  Dean, 
and  also  his  financial  statement  for  the  session  of  1899-1900. 
This  statement  shows  that  the  total  cash  receipts  for  the  session 
amount  to $8,996  10 

Notes  payable,  considered  good 180  00 —  $9,176  10 

which  is  $3,501.08  more  than  for  the  preceding  session. 

The  salaries  of  the  professors  and  instructors  for  that  session 
amount  to  $4,325.50;  catalogues,  cadavers,  postage  and  inci- 
dentals, $1,349.52 ;  total,  $5,675.02,  leaving  a  credit  balance  of 
$3,501.08.  Of  this  amount  $426.80  was  expended  in  permanent 
improvements,  and  a  balance  of  $3,074.28  turned  over  to  the 
Treasurer  on  account  of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary.  Al- 
ready during  this  present  session  the  Dean  has  handed  the 
Treasurer  $2,500,  making  a  total  of  $5,574.28 already  paid  on  the 
Infirmary. 

LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

The  Law  Department  is  making  but  little,  if  any,  progress. 
While  the  enrollment  for  the  year,  fourteen,  is  the  same  as  for 
the  preceding  year,  the  income  is  $330.50  less. 
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The  better  class  of  students,  as  a  rule,  go  elsewhere  for  the 
study  of  law,  nor  are  we  likely  to  hold  our  own  graduates  until 
the  teaching  force  is  increased  and  the  department  is  better 
equipped.  At  present  we  have  only  one  professor,  who  gives 
instruction  in  the  Academic  Department  also. 

Speaking  candidly,  I  think  that  the  department  needs  a  more 
aggressive  policy,  and  that  with  better  direction  more  practical 
results  can  be  obtained  from  the  lectures  of  the  distinguished 
lawyers  who  have  so  generously  offered  their  services. 

I  agree  with  the  dean  that  the  proposed  three-term  system 
would  benefit  the  Law  Department  more  than  any  other,  and  I 
am  satisfied  that  an  appropriation  for  advertising  and  for  the 
expense  of  non-resident  lecturers  would  materially  increase  our 
numbers  for  the  coining  year.  The  conditions  for  building  up 
a  law  school  here  at  Sewanee  are  certainly  more  favorable  than 
for  the  building  up  of  a  medical  school,  and  yet  we  see  what 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  case  of  the  latter. 

I  would  recommend  that  every  effort  be  made  to  develop 
this  department  during  the  coming  year,  or  that  it  be  discon- 
tinued. 

The  tuition  receipts  for  the  year  amount  to  $551.00,  and  as 
$1,000  of  the  dean's  salary  is  met  by  the  receipts  of  this  depart- 
ment, there  is  a  deficit  of  $449.00.  The  report  of  the  dean  is 
Exhibit  '■  I." 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

The  year  just  ending  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  in  the 
history  of  the  Grammar  School.  The  enrollment  is  one  hun- 
dred and  forty,  as  against  one  hundred  and  twenty-six  for  the 
preceding  year,  a  gain  of  fourteen.  More  important,  however, 
than  the  numerical  gain  have  been  the  spirit  of  earnestness 
and  devotion  to  duty  which  have  characterized  the  work  of  the 
Head  Master  and  his  assistants. 

Our  Head  Master  has  had  for  his  assistants  young  men  of 
ability,  our  own  graduates,  but  with  little  or  no  experience  in 
teaching.  They  have  made  mistakes,  but  their  earnestness  and 
•efficiency  as  teachers  have  been  appreciated  by  the  students, 
who  have  applied  themselves  more  diligently  than  ever  before. 

The  Head  Master  has  frequently  expressed  disappointment  at 
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his  failure  to  attain  better  results,  but  to  one  who  has  watched 
the  school  for  many  years,  the  progress  of  the  past  year  gives 
much  encouragement,  and  I  have  faith  that  the  Head  Master 
will  in  due  time  attain  unto  his  ideals. 

As  the  Head  Master's  term  of  office  expires  on  August  2,  of 
this  year,  I  now  desire  to  nominate  the  present  incumbent,  Mr. 
Junius  E.  Leigh  for  the  unexpired  statutory  term. 

Mr.   Charles   B.  Colmore,    B.A.,  assistant    in   the  Grammar 
School,  resigns  at  the  end  of  this  term  in  order  to  enter  the 
Theological  Department.     Mr.  Colmore  has  been  an  assistant 
for  the  past  two  years,  and  has  been  a  most  faithful  and  efficient  ■ 
officer. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Head  Master,  I  have  ap- 
pointed Mr.  Huger  Wilkinson  Jervey,  M.A.,  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

For  several  years  we  have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  pro- 
curing arms  for  the  cadets.  The  State  kindly  furnished  us  sixty- 
four  guns  and  accoutrements,  but  when  our  demand  exceeded 
the  supply,  the  State  was  unable  to  furnish  more,  and  we  have 
been  seriously  embarrassed. 

The  United  States  Government  supplies  arms  only  to  schools 
which  have  secured  the  appointment  of  a  detailed  officer. 

Last  winter  I  visited  Washington  and  had  an  interview  with 
the  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  who  very  kindly  promised  to 
appoint,  with  full  pay,  any  officer  on  the  retired  list  whom  I 
might  name.  I  have  nominated  Maj.  W.  L.  Randall,  a  church- 
man recommended  by  the  Bishops  of  Georgia  and  Western 
Texas. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Jessie  Mai  Aydelott  College,  of  Tulla- 
homa,  has  kindly  loaned  us  one  hundred  guns  and  accoutre- 
ments, the  property  of  the  United  States  Government. 

Additional  furniture  for  the  Grammar  School  recitation 
rooms  has  been  supplied,  but  not  to  the  extent  which  your  res- 
olutions of  last  year  contemplated. 

I  felt  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  place  expensive  furniture  in 
our  present  temporary  buildings,  which  afford  little  or  no  pro- 
tection, and  that  it  would  be  better  to  postpone  action  in  this 
matter  until  the  completion  of  the  new  dormitory.  In  the 
meantime  I  have  supplied  such  furniture  as  the  Head  Master 
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deemed  essential,  and   I  trust  that  this  action  meets  with  your 
approval. 

The  completion  of  the  new  dormitory,  the  Quintard  Memor- 
ial Hall,  to  which  reference  will  be  made  later,  is  promised  for 
the  opening  of  the  next  Lent  Term,  and  it  will  supply  the 
greatest  need  of  the  corporation.  Our  present  dormitory  is 
inadequate  and  unsuited  for  our  purposes.

ATHLETIC    DEPARTMENT. 

Sewanee's  successes  in  athletics  during  this  past  j'ear  would 
justly  entitle  her  to  the  same  leadership  in  Southern  athletics 
which  she  maintained  during  the  preceding  year.  Our  record 
in  football  la^t  fall  was  unprecedented.  We  were  victorious  in 
every  one  of  the  twelve  games  played  with  the  twelve  leading 
Southern  colleges,  and  in  only  a  single  game  were  we  even 
scored  against. 
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Our  record  in  baseball  this  spring  was  not  quite  so  brilliant, 
although  we  won  the  majority  of  the  games,  and  were  consid- 
ered to  have  the  strongest  team. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  H. 
M.  Suter,  a  graduate  of  Princeton  University,  as  coach  for  our 
baseball  and  football  teams.  Mr.  Suter  is  a  man  of  fine  charac- 
ter, and  apart  from  his  expert  services  as  a  coach,  his  personal 
influence  has  been  wholly  for  good. 

The  principal  difficulties  to  be  contended  with  in  college  ath- 
letics spring  from  the  intercollegiate  character  of  such  sports, 
and  yet,  located  as  we  are,  in  a  small  isolated  town,  we  are  al- 
most wholly  dependent  upon  intercollegiate  contests. 

We  must  always  bear  in  mind  that  our  students  have  none  of 
the  diversifying  amusements  of  city  life,  and  unless  we  furnish 
them  legitimate  amusements  they  are  apt  to  seek  the  illegiti- 
mate. 

In  order  to  limit  the  tendencies  to  abuse  in  connection  with 
athletic  sports,  a  committee  on  athletics  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Hebdomadal  Board,  consisting  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  De- 
partment, the  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  and  the 
Health  Officer. 

For  many  years  the  student-;  have  elected  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor a  member  of  their  Athletic  Executive  Committee,  so  the 
authorities  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  conduct  of  athletics  at 
Sewanee.  The  system  allows  abundant  initiative  to  the  stu- 
dents, but  it  frankly  admits  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the 
authorities  whose  desire  it  is  to  check  the  abuses  and  develop 
the  good  points  of  college  athletics. 

The  spirit  in  which  intercollegiate  sports  are  conducted  has 
improved  of  late,  but  there  is  ample  room  for  further  improve- 
ment. Some  players  and  colleges  still  seem  to  think  at  times 
that  they  have  something  to  gain  from  victory  in  sports  which 
will  compensate  for  the  discredit  of  violating  rules  or  taking 
unfair  advantages. 

But  I  fully  agree  with  President  Low,  that,  despite  the  disad- 
vantages of  intercollegiate  athletics,  they  are  undoubtedly  ben- 
eficial in  many  ways.  Such  sports  make  men  of  temperate 
lives  the  students'  heroes;   they  help  large  numbers  of  men  to 
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pass  safely  through  the  critical  years  of  young  manhood  ;  they 
develop  self-restraint,  self-discipline,  courage,  staying  power 
and  many  of  the  qualities  that  tell  powerfully  in  the  battle  of 
life;  they  afford  to  the  educator  an  instrument  whose  training 
value  no  wise  man  will  neglect.  I  desire  to  say  that  the  influ- 
ence of  the  University  will  be  thrown  as  strongly  as  possible  in 
favor  of  accenting  in  every  way  the  amateur  character  of  all 
athletic  competitions,  and  if  other  universities  and  colleges  will 
take  the  same  stand,  it  ought  to  be  easy  to  put  an  end  to  many 
of  the  evils  which  have  marred  intercollegiate  athletics  in  the 
past. 

So  long  as  it  appears  that  athletics  at  Sewanee  are,  as  I  be- 
lieve they  can  be,  a  valuable  agencv  in  the  training  of  men,  1 
shall  be  glad  to  give  ihem  my  hearty  support. 

The  interest  in  golf  and  tennis  is  growing,  but  we  are  de- 
barred from  any  participation  in  track  athletics,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  our  athletic  field  is  not  provided  with  a  track. 

I  renew  my  appeal  for  the  gift  ol  .$2,000.00  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  remind  you  that  our  present  gymnasium 
is  very  much  overcrowded,  and  that  our  baths  are  wholly  inad- 
equate. 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  receipts  from  Gymna- 
sium fees  and  the  salary  of  the  Director:

PRIXTrXG     DEPARTMENT. 

No  effort  is  being  made  to  operate  the  printing  office  to  its 
full  capacity.  Without  the  expenditure  of  considerable  money 
for  increased  facilities,  we  are  not  justified,  from  an  economical 
point  of  view,  in  doing  even  our  own  book  work.  The  report  of 
the  Superintendent,  Exhibit  "  K  ",  will  show  that  he  has  done 
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considerable  job  work  for  the  University  and  for  others,  and 
that  the  net  profit  has  been  $179.61.  This  pays  for  interest  on 
the  amount  invested  and  lor  insurance  on  the  property.  The 
profit  would  doubtless  have  been  considerably  more  had  it  not 
been  for  the  illness  of  the  Superintendent  during  the  Trinity 
Term.  Isolated  as  we  are,  a  printing  office  is  almost  a  ne- 
cessity. 

SUPPLY    DEPARTMENT. 

I  submit  herewith  a  statement  of  the  management  of  the 
Supply  Store  for  the  year  ending  February  16th,  1900,  Exhibit 
"  L  ':.  This  statement  will  show  that  our  gross  assets  amount 
to  $10,551.08,  and  our  liabilities  $1,975.05;  net  assets,  £8,576.03. 

You  will  recollect  that  the  old  Supply  Store  was  burned 
April  21st,  1899,  and  that  the  new  Supply  Store  was  not  opened 
until  early  in  August.  A  statement  was  rendered  you  last  year 
showing  that  the  net  assets,  after  the  burning  of  the  old  store, 
amounted  to  $7,389.14.  There  was  of  course  little  business 
done  during  this  transition  period,  trom  April  21st  to  August 
1st,  and  theretore  the  profit  for  the  year  1899  was  practically 
for  the  period  from  August  1st,  to  February  16th,  1900.  The 
months  of  August,  September  and  October,  are  regarded  as 
good  months  from  a  business  point  of  view,  but  from  Novem- 
ber 1st  to  February  16th  there  is  little,  if  anj',  profit  made.  The 
statement  shows  a  profit,  however,  of  $  ,186.89  f°r  tne  Past 
year,  or  rather  for  the  past  half  year.  We  are  carrying  at  pres- 
ent insurance  to  the  amount  of  $1 1,500  upon  the  building,  fix- 
tures and  siock,  and  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the 
profits  for  this  year  will  be  greater  than  ever  before. 

Mr.  G.  E.  McLaurine,  Manager  of  the  Supply  Store,  re 
signed  January  1st,  1900,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  IlifF  Con- 
ger, who  had  been  our  former  Manager  for  a  period  of  four 
years. 

LIBRARY. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian.  Exhibit  "  M  ",  shows  that  there 
have  been  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  five 
hundred  and  thirty-one  bound  volumes,  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
two  unbound,  and  four  pamphlets.  The  total  number  of  bound 
volumes  in  the  Library  is  twenty-one  thousand  and  twenty,  un- 
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bound  volumes  and  pamphlets  twenty-one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred  and  sixteen. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  gives  a  full  list  of  our  benefac- 
tors and  their  benefactions. 

Our  reading  room  serves  for  a  Library  also,  and  is  wholly  in- 
adequate for  this  purpose.  Fully  three-fourths  of  our  books 
are  stored  in  Convocation  Hall  and  are  not  accessible  to  the 
students.  The  reading  room  is  well  supplied  with  current  liter- 
ature. You  will  find  on  the  tables  twenty-six  monthlies,  six- 
teen weeklies,  six  quarterlies,  and  four  dailies.  The  increased 
use  of  the  Library  is  the  best  indication  of  the  noteworthy  in- 
crease of  the  intellectual  activity  of  the  University.  Here  of 
late  there  has  been  a  great  change  in  the  method  of  teaching, 
the  new  method  sending  students  more  and  more,  both  for  in- 
formation and  for  investigation,  to  the  library. 

The  importance  of  the  Library  as  a  factor  in  the  modern  ed- 
ucation of  students  cannot  be  overestimated.  A  well  equipped 
library  is  the  best  agency  for  attracting  and  retaining  the  serv- 
ices of  able  professors. 

Miss  L.  Ii.  Galleher  succeeded  Mrs.  S.  D.  Wilcox  as  Li- 
brarian. 

THE    UNIVERSITY    CHAPLAIN. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Chaplain,  Ex- 
hibit "  N,"  that  he  has  presented  for  confirmation,  during  the 
year,  twenty-six  persons,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  for  the  past  seven  years.  The  number  for  this  year 
is,  therefore,  in  excess  of  the  annual  average. 

The  choir  has  very  much  improved  under  the  management 
of  our  faithful  and  efficient  organist,  Mr.  S.  Moylan  Bird. 
Scholarships  granting  free  tuition  and  board  were  awarded  two 
boys,  who  had  good  voices,  and  the  result  has  justified  our  lib- 
erality. I  heartily  indorse  the  efforts  of  the  Chaplain  to  make 
the  services  more  attractive,  and  in  effecting  this  he  has  secured 
better  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  students,  and  greater  interest, 
especially  in  the  "  Twilight  Services,"  when  all  the  students 
join  in  the  congregational  singing. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  time  has  not  come,  and  perhaps  never 
will  come,  when  it  will  be  wise  to  depart  from  our  present  pol- 
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icy  of  requiring  Grammar  School  students  to  attend  services 
in  the  University  Chapel. 

I  renew  the  appeal  for  the  gift  of  a  suitable  chapel  building, 
without  which  the  religious  life  of  the  University  cannot  have 
adequate  expression.  We  are  likely  soon  to  outgrow  the  ac- 
commodations of  the  present  chapel,  and  I  earnestly  hope  that 
some  one  may  be  moved  in  the  near  future  to  strengthen  the 
life  of  the  University  in  this  important  way. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  Chaplain's 
loyal  devotion  to  Sewanee,  in  declining  calls  to  several  of  the 
leading  parishes. 

HEALTH    DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  Exhibit  "  O  ",  shows  that 
the  year  has  been  in  many  respects  free  from  illness  of  a  serious 
nature.  There  were  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  one  originating 
here,  and  the  other  developing  after  the  student  had  been  at 
Sewanee  for  ten  days  only.  A  student  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, Sylas  John  Howell,  of  Texas,  died  of  dysentery,  and  the 
Health  Officer  is  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  surroundings,  gen- 
eral nursing  and  nutrition,  had  been  better,  death  might  have 
been  avoided.  Medical  students  do  not  pay  a  medical  fee  to  the 
University,  and  do  not  place  themselves  under  the  care  of  the 
Health  Officer.  In  this  case  the  Health  Officer  was  not  called 
in  until  serious  complications  had  developed,  and  it  is  such  a 
case  as  this  that  emphasizes  the  need  of  an  institution  like  the 
Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary. 

The  scavenger  work  is  continued  under  the  direction  of  the 
University,  and  is  systematically  and  carefully  done. 

The  extension  of  our  water  works  system  renders  it  impera- 
tive that  we  provide  at  once  proper  sewerage,  and  I  beg  that 
your  Board  will  give  this  matter  most  careful  consideration. 
Having  only  surface  drainage  at  present  we  exercise  more  dili- 
gence in  keeping  the  drains  open  so  as  to  allow  uninterrupted 
flow  of  water.  During  very  dry  weather,  however,  we  have 
more  or  less  trouble  with  our  drainage. 

HONORARY    DEGREES. 

Applications  for  honorary  degrees  are  submitted  under  Ex- 
hibit   "P."     One    of    these   applications    is    for    the    degree  of 
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Mr.  Parker  will  place  a  first  class  sawmill  here  at  Sewanee, 
which  will  not  only  supply  the  local  demand  for  lumber  at  a 
more  reasonable  rate,  but  will  also  give  employment  to  our  la- 
boring class. 

It  is  estimated  that  we  have  about  seven  million  feet  of  mer- 
chantable timber,  and  Mr.  Price  advises  the  cutting  of  about 
seven  hundred  thousand  feet  per  annum.  He  estimates  that  the 
net  receipts  from  this  year's  cutting  will  amount  to  $3,161.15, 
but  we  will  be  more  likely  to  realize  a  sum  less  than  $2,000.00. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Schenck,  the  University  has 
procured  fifteen  thousand  white  pines  from  Germany  which 
have  been  planted  in  beds,  and  after  a  year  or  two  are  to  be 
transplanted,  thus  adding  much  to  our  landscape  in  the  winter 
season. 

Mr.  Jose  Martin  Selden,  C.E.,  M.S.,  one  of  our  own  gradu- 
ates, has  carefully  prepared  a  map  of  the  University  domain, 
which  is  submitted  as  Exhibit  "  R."  The  map  is  complete  and 
accurate,  showing  the  location  of  all  leased  lots,  roads,  avenues, 
springs,  and  views.  It  is  a  valuable  piece  of  work  and  reflects 
great  credit  upon  Mr.  Selden  and  the  School  of  Engineering. 

At  some  expense  South  Carolina  Avenue,  which  leads  from 
University  Avenue  to  the  Infirmary,  and  which  was  almost  im- 
passable, has  been  put  in  good  condition.  Other  roads  have 
also  been  improved  to  such  an  extent  as  our  limited  means 
would  allow,  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the 
grounds  about  the  buildings.  It  is  good  policy  to  make  Sewa- 
nee attractive  and  desirable  for  residence. 

BUILDINGS. 

At  your  last  annual  meeting  your  Board  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee consisting  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  the  Dean  of  the  Med- 
ical Department,  and  Mr.  R.  L.  Colmore  to  consider  the 
question  of  a  new  hospital  building.  The  Committee  was  au- 
thorized, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  use  all  of  the  profits  of  the  Medical  Department  for  the  two 
years,  1899  ar)d  1900,  to  erect  and  equip  a  suitable  hospital 
building.  It  was  estimated  that  the  profits  from  the  Medical 
Department  for  1899  would  be  about  $4,000.00,  and  we  had 
every  reason  to  feel  that  they  would  be  no  less  for  igoo.    Of  one 
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Musical  Doctor,  in  behalf  of  one  who  is  doubtless  a  worthy 
candidate.  However,  I  beg  that  your  Board  will  never  again 
confer  this  degree  until  we  have  created  a  faculty  of  music^ 
The  annoyance  resulting  from  the  conferring  of  this  degree  in 
1887  still  continues. 

LANDS. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  discussed  at  some  length  the  elab- 
orate plan  for  harvesting  the  forest  crop,  and  reproducing 
the  forest  on  the  land  of  the  University.  This  plan  was  pre- 
pared by  Dr.  C.  A.  Schenck  and  his  assistants,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  and  was  carefully  considered  by 
a  committee  of  your  Board  last  summer. 

In  forwarding  the  plan  to  Mr.  Gifford  Finchot,  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Forestry,  for  final  revision  and  approval,  I  objected 
to  certain  items  of  expense  which  seemed  unnecessary  and 
would  consume  almost  the  entire  profit  from  the  sale  of  timber. 
Dr.  Schenck  recommended  that  about  $2,000.00  be  expended 
annually  for  the  services  of  a  forester  and  fire  watchers,  for 
wire  fencing,  the  building  of  roads,  sylvicultural  operations  on 
the  plateau  and  in  the  coves,  and  for  incidentals. 

Mr.  Pinchot  recognized  the  fact  that  wire  fencing  and  fire 
watchers  were  calculated  to  provoke  trespass  rather  than  pre- 
vent it,  that  the  building  of  roads  would  not  facilitate  the  trans- 
portation of  logs  to  such  an  extent  as  to  justify  the  large  appro- 
priation, and  that  the  inspector  who  would  be  stationed  here  by 
the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  without  expense  to  the  University, 
would  be  sufficient.  Mr.  Overton  W.  Price  was  appointed  suc- 
cessor to  Dr.  Schenck,  and  we  should  be  grateful  to  him  for  his 
personal  and  practical  interest  in  this  matter. 

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  "  QJ\  several  letters  from  Mr. 
Price  which  will  make  known  to  you  his  plans. 

With  the  aid  of  his  assistants,  Mr.  Price  has  marked  about 
six  hundred  thousand  feet  of  merchantable  timber  to  be  cut  at 
once.  Acting  under  his  advice  I  have  contracted  with  Mr.  J. 
H.  Collins  for  cutting  and  delivering  logs  at  or  near  the  rail- 
way station  at  a  cost  of  $6.50  per  thousand  feet.  And  I  have 
contracted  with  Mr.  Harry  Parker,  of  Tullahoma,  for  the  pur- 
chase of  this  year's  cuttings  at  prices  set  forth  in  the  contract,  a 
■copy  of  which  is  submitted  under  this  same  exhibit. 
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tiling  we  were  quite  sure — that  a  hospital  was  necessary  to  the 
continued  existence  of  the  Medical  Department. 

Your  Hoard  had  given  Mrs.  Hodgson  permission  to  tear 
down  the  Hodgson  Library  building  and  use  the  material  in  the 
construction  of  a  chapel  which  she  proposed  to  build  for  S. 
Luke's  Hall.  At  the  request  of  the  Chancellor  and  others, 
Mrs.  Hodgson  finally  consented  to  allow  the  library  building 
to  remain  undisturbed  and  form  a  part  of  the  proposed  hospital, 
provided  the  University  would  allow  her,  for  the  construction 
of  t.ie  proposed  chapel,  the  net  value  of  the  material  in  the 
library  building,  which  would  be  available  for  the  construction 
of  the  chapel.  The  committee  accepted  the  library  building 
upon  these  terms,  had  plans  made  for  the  necessary  alterations 
and  for  the  construction  of  a  building  which  would  join  the 
library,  and  together  with  it  form  a  handsome  structure.  The 
location  and  plans  were  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  early  in  June  the  hospital  was  formally  dedicated  and 
ready  to  receive  patients.  Total  cost  of  the  building  and  its 
equipment  will  be  about  $8,000.00,  and  the  amount  can  be  met 
in  the  manner  authorized  by  your  Board. 

I  submit  herewith,  Exhibit  "S",  the  plans,  specifications,  and 
contract  for  the  building  of  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall, 
which  is  designed  as  a  dormitory  for  the  Grammar  School 
students.  The  building  is  over  two  hundred  feet  long  by  forty 
deep,  three  stories  and  basement.  It  will  accommodate  about 
one  hundred  persons  and  will  be  our  handsomest  building. 
The  architect  is  Mr.  R.  II.  Hunt,  of  New  York,  and  the  contract- 
ors, the  Edgefield  &  Nashville  Manufacturing  Company.  The 
contract  requires  that  the  building  shall  be  completed  March 
1,  1901,  in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  Lent  Term.  The  build- 
ing, when  completed,  will  cost  about  $50,000.00.  The  exercises 
for  laving  the  corner-stone  have  been  appointed  for  Saturday, 
the  28th  i list.,  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  total  insurance  on  the  b.iildings  and  other  propertv  of 
the  University  is  ^207  ooo.oo,  and  is  covered  by  a  five  years'  pol- 
icy. 

IlKNEFACTION'S. 

In    accordance    with    your    resolutions    of    last    summer,   the 
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Chancellor,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor 
spent  a  few  days  in  New  York  City  last  winter,  endeavoring  to 
raise  funds  for  the  University,  and  something  was  accomplished. 
Mr.  George  W.  Qiiintard  had  on  several  occasions  expressed 
his  intention  of  building  a  chapel  as  a  memorial  to  his  brother, 
fie  late  Bishop  of  Tennessee.  Bishop  Gailor  had  an  interview 
with  Mr.  Qiiintard  and  urged  him  to  build  a  Grammar  School 
Dormitory,  on  the  ground  that  Sewanee  needed  endowment  or 
additional  source  of  income,  and  that  such  a  dormitory  would 
not  only  supply  an  educational  need,  but  would  also  yield  a 
large  revenue  to  the  University.  We  are  most  grateful  to  Mr. 
Quintard  for  his  benefaction,  and  to  Bishop  Gailor  for  securing 
it.  It  was  mv  privilege  to  be  present  when  the  Bishop  made 
his  earnest  and  effective  appeal.  Some  weeks  later  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Knight  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  made  another  hurried 
trip  to  New  York  and  secured  the  following  donations:

We  are  also  promised  other  donations  during  the  coming  fall. 

The  experience  of  the  past  winter  convinces  me  that  we 
should  begin  at  once  and  continue  a  systemm  itic  effort  for  en- 
dowment, and  we  trust  that  your  Board  will  make  provision  for 
this  work. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Richmond,  of  Chattanooga,  has  given  .$400.00  to 
endow  a  prize  for  studies  in  Political  Science.  The  bequest 
of  the  Rev.  Edmond  D.  Cooper,  D.D.,  of  Long  Island,  to 
which  reference  was  made  in  my  last  annual  report,  was  paid 
into  the  treasury  in  the  spring  of  this  year.  That  is,  $4,375.00 
were  paid  in,  while  .$625.00  went  to  pay  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary expenses  of  the  United  States  Government,  to  which  the 
University  has  contributed  on   former  occasions 

On  June  3,  the  Rev.  George  Wm  Douglass,  D.D..  of  Tuxedo, 
N.  Y.,  handed  me  a  check  for  $2,500.00  to  cover  tiie  cost  of  the 
tower  clock  and  peal  of  bells,  which  were  placed  in  the  Breslin 
Tower  last  March. 

Bishop  Gailor  has  handed  me  a  check  for   $.00.00  from   an 
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anonymous  source  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library-. 
Mrs.  N.  E.  Bayliss,  of  New  York,  made  her  annual  contribution 
to  the  Theological  Department,  the  amount  this  year  being 
$25.00. 

I  reported  last  year  that  the  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  of 
Belair,  Maryland,  had  given  to  the  University  two  paintings 
which  were  designed  to  illustrate  and  make  conspicuous  the 
unity  of  all  God's  dealings  with  man,  and  the  grand  harmony  of 
His  plan  of  redemption.  The  third  picture  of  the  series  has 
been  completed  and  now  hangs  on  the  east  wall  of  the  Convo- 
cation Hall. 

Dr.  Oertel  has  given  to  the  University,  altogether,  five  paint- 
ings, which  represent  the  best  fruits  of  his  lifework,  and  will 
cause  him  to  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  this  Univer- 
sity. I  beg  that  your  Board  will  pass  resolutions  expres>ive  of 
our  appreciation. 

Grateful  thanks  of  the  University  are  extended  to  all  benefac- 
tors; Irom  her  who  has  given  "two  mites"  unto  him  who  gave 
of  his  abundance. 

CHARTER    AND    BYLAWS. 

Ever  since  the  beginning  of  mv  administration  I  felt  in  doubt 
as  to  certain  privileges  granted  the  University  by  the  original 
charter,  January  6,  1858,  and  by  the  amended  charter,  January 
19,  :86o,  and  also  by  a  turther  amendment  of  the  charter  made 
by  the  Chancery  Court  of  Franklin  County,  in  1871.  As  the 
questions  involved  were  of  considerable  importance,  I  sought 
an  interview  with  Mr.  John  J.  Vertrees,  an  attorney  of  Nashville, 
Tennessee,  placed  all  the  facts  before  him,  and  requested  his 
written  opinion.  I  now  submit  to  jou  Exhibit"!",  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Vertrees,  under  date  of  September  8,  1899,  which  I 
will  request  you  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Statutes  for  their  consideration. 

The  printing  of  the  revised  ordinances,  which  your  Board  au- 
thorized last  summer,  will  be  done  as  soon  as  practicable. 

The  merchants  of  the  village  have  frequently  complained  that 
the  student  agencies  have  interfered  very  seriously  with  their 
business,  and  that  the  University  ought  t  >  furnish  them  protec- 
tion.    According  to  the  laws  of  your  Board   no  business  of  any 
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description  is  allowed  above  what  is  known  as  the  Wadham's 
Line.  It  is  easy  enough  to  prevent  the  students  from  selling 
goods  such  as  shoes,  hats,  and  ready  made  clothing  from  stock, 
but  1  must  confess  that  it  is  not  clear  to  me  how  they  can  rea- 
sonably  be  prevented  from  selling  bv  sample.  I  submit,  here- 
with, Exhibit  "  U  ",  two  letters,  one  from  Major  Fairbanks  and 
the  other  from  Captain  McNeal,  written  in  response  to  letters 
from  me  asking  for  an  expression  of  opinion  on  their  part.  I 
beg  that  you  will  consider  this  matter  and  advise  me. 

FINANCES. 

If  the  proposed  three-term  system  is  adopted,  and  the  calen- 
dar year  is  made  the  fiscal  year,  the  Vice  Chancellor  will  be 
able,  at  his  leisure,  to  examine  carefully  the  reports  of  all  offi- 
cers, and  especially  of  the  Treasurer,  and  make  a  more  complete 
and  satisfactory  review  of  the  affairs  of  the  University  than  is 
possible  under  the  present  conditions. 

Reports  of  all  officers  were  not  handed  in  until  three  days 
ago,  and  there  are  so  many  exacting  duties  at  this  season,  that 
it  is  necessary  to  prepare  my  own  report  under  great  pressure. 
At  present,  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Medical  Department  and  of 
the  Supply  Store  is  the  calendar  year,  but  in  the  case  of  all  the 
other  departments,  the  fiscal  year  is  from  July  20  to  July  20. 
Apart  from  the  difficulty  of  preparing  the  reports  within  the 
allotted  period,  which,  under  the  new  system,  would  cover  the 
winter  vacation,  this  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  fiscal  year  cre- 
ates confusion. 

The  most  serious  question  for  the  consideration  of  your 
Board  is  always  the  financial  one,  and  this  year  is  not  an  excep- 
tion. However,  when  I  become  worried  over  our  finances,  I 
find  some  comfort  in  reading  the  published  reports  of  the 
presidents  of  the  leading  universities.  President  Low,  in  his 
last  annual  report,  cta ted  th.it  the  net  debt  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, as  well  as  he  could  then  judge,  was  a  trifle  less  than 
$3,7 >o. 000.00,  and  that  by  net  debt  he  meant  debt  not  offset  by- 
assets  which  might  be  used  for  its  extinguishnn  nt  without  re- 
ducing the  endowments  upon  which  the  educational  work  de- 
pended. 

We  are   not  so  badly  off  in   the   matter  of  debt,  but   it  is  also 
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true  that  we  are  not  so  well  off  in  the  matter  of  endowment,  and 
we  should  resolve  to  secure  every  year,  by  gifts  and  bequests 
and  through  co-operation  of  various  sorts,  a  steady  reduction 
of  our  outstanding  indebtedness.  In  the  meantime,  notwith- 
standing the  increase  of  our  indebtedness,  so  long  as  we  are 
able  to  increase  our  sources  of  income  in  greater  proportion,  I 
feel  no  alarm. 

Our  sources  of  income  have  certainly  very  much  increased 
during  the  past  few  years,  and  the  following  statement  based 
npon  this  year's  results  will  serve  as  a  forecast.

which  is  $2,167.18  in  excess  of  the  liabilities  above  mentioned. 

Unless,  therefore,  we  continue  to  expend  our  income  on  per- 
manent improvements,  just  as  during  this  past  year  we  spent 
$8,000.00  on  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  there  appears  to 
be  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  current  work  of  the  University, 
in  all  departments,  can  be  maintained  with  customary  vigor 
notwithstanding  the  heavy  interest  charge  on  account  of  our 
outstanding  indebtedness.  At  the  same  time,  the  growth  of 
the  University  is  necessarily  checked  until  this  incubus  is  re- 
moved. 

As  the  present  century  draws  to  a  close,  we  find  other  re- 
ligious bodies  making  extraordinary  efforts  Jo  establish  great 
Universities,  or  to  strengthen  existing  ones.  What  shall  the 
attitude  of  the  Church  be?  Shall  it  absolve  itself  from  all  re- 
sponsibility and  abandon  the  field  of  higher  education  to  secu- 
larism, which  means  the  teaching  of  no  positive  religion,  or  to 
sectarianism,  which  means  the  teaching  of  partial  religion?  In 
the  words  of  our  own  Dr.  DuBose,  "  What  is  to  be  substituted 
for  sectarianism — that  is,  for  partial  religion  in  the  University 
— is  not  no  religion  but  whole  religion.  The  University  must 
have  its  proper  religious  environment  and  atmosphere,  its  own 
natural  spiritual  tone  and  expression,  else  it  is  itself  abnormal 
and  one  sided.  What  shall  this  religious  tone  and  atmosphere 
of  the  University  be?  Shall  it  be  a  composite  of  all  the  voices 
and  all  the  features  of  all  the  sects  taken  simultaneously  or  in 
rotation,  or  shall  we  not  rather  say,  Let  it  be,  if  possible,  not  a 
mixture  of  all  the  colors  of  the  rainbow,  but  itself  that  original 
white  light  which  contains  and  combines  in  itself,  in  a  divine 
and  mysterious  harmony  and  unity,  the  infinite  variety  and 
beauty  of  all  the  hues." 

We  have  many  evidences  that  there  is  an  awakening  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  Church  in  matters  of  education,  just  as  there 
has  been  in  the  work  of  missions. 
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In  1895,  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  General 
Convention  on  Christian  Education  reads:  "The  Church's  ed- 
ucational work  in  the  highest  domain  of  scholarship  has  been 
the  glory  of  the  Church  of  our  fathers  in  the  upbuilding  of  the 
civilization  of  the  Anglo  Saxon  race, and  this  American  Church 
should  not  be  unworthy  of  her  great  inheritance." 

Although  the  Church  University  Board  of  Regents  accom- 
plished very  little  of  a  material  nature,  they  gave  expression  to 
the  following  statesmanlike  conception  of  a  Church  University, 
which  should  be  to  us  an  inspiration  for  all  time. 

"The  breadth  that  we  Americans  desire  in  our  higher  insti- 
tutions of  learning  is  not  the  breadth  that  comes  from  a  neglect 
of  all  positive  religion,  and  such  consequent  toleration  as 
springs  from  an  indifference  born  of  ignorance.  The  breadth 
that  comes  from  the  sum  total  of  the  various  positive  schools 
of  thought,  acting,  however,  under  a  common  organization,  and 
more  in  sympathy  with  the  whole  than  out  of  sympathy  with 
each  other,  is  the  breadth  that  we  desire,  and  it  is  to  be  secured 
only  in  a  great  university  linked  to  a  positive  religion,  and  yet 
not  chained  to  schools  or  parties.  It  is  scarcely  too  much  to 
say  that  if  America  is  to  be  aided  by  such  a  university,  it  will 
find  no  better  type  of  religion  than  that  of  this  Church;  a  reli- 
gion positive  but  tolerant,  intensive  but  broad,*with  play^for 
the  friction  of  divergent  schools  of  thought,  and  governed  ex- 
clusively by  no  single  one,  and  unflinchingly  loyal  to  the  [his- 
toric faith.  Nor  need  we  make  the  least  apology  for  venturing 
to  assert  that  such  a  university  would  be  of  even  greater  service 
to  the  national  life  than  to  the  Church  itself.  The  part  which 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  play  in  Parliament,  on  the  exchange,  in 
social  life,  and  in  the  press,  seems  as  great,  and  some  claim  that 
now  it  is  even  greater  than  that  which  they  perform°,'in  the 
Church.  Oxford  and  Cambridge  would  not  be  themselves  if 
their  libraries,  colleges,  laboratories,  and  museums  were  en- 
riched tenfold,  had  they  not  their  chapels,  churches,  potent 
pulpits,  and  attractive  services.  There  is  a  breadth  and  depth 
of  culture  which  can  come  to  any  national  life  only  when  its 
great  universities  are  pervaded  with  a  spirit  of  religion  and 
faith,  as  well  as  with  that  of  research." 

Believing,  as  we  do,  that  Sewanee  may  be  made  to  mean  all 
this  to  the  Church  and  to  the  nation,  let  us  have  faith  and  con- 
tinue to  labor  for  the  fulfilment  of  our  dream.

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  of  that  sum,  $7,884.62  has  been 
paid  out  for  the  new  Hodgson  Infirmary,  which,  while  not 
available  for  present  needs,  is  a  permanent  asset,  and  accord- 
ingly, reduces  our  general  liabilities. 
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Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose,  as  Endowment  Treasurer,  has  submitted 
his  report,  which  shows  that  he  has  received  from  sundry  en- 
dowments (not  including  the  Bishop  Dudley  Fund,  of  $50,000.00, 
nor  Hubbard  Fund,  of  $20,000.00),  an  income  of  $5,322.73,  and 
that  this  money  has  been  paid  out  to  students  for  their  support 
except  $900.00,  interest  for  Hill  legacy,  to  Maryland  Life  Insur- 
ance Company,  and  $163.40  for  Waldburg  Scholarship,  for 
taxes,  etc. 

Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose,  as  Treasurer  of  the  new  Grammar  School 
fund,  reports  the  receipt  of  $10,000.00  from  Mr.  G.  W.  Quintard, 
and  its  disbursement  in  building.

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  June  20,  1901. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  inaugurated  its  annual  meeting  by  a  service  in 
St.  Augustine's  Chapel  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  The  Holy 
Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky, 
Chancellor  of  the  University,  assisted  by  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee  and  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  Chancellor, 
delivered  the  Address  of  Welcome  to  the  Trustees.

Rule  i.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  Board,  and  of  all  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  whose  elec- 
tion has  been  duly  certified  and  which  certificates  are  in  form 
and  substance  evidence  of  their  election;  who  shall  thereupon 
be  seated. 

Any  informal  or  insufficient  certificates,  or  any  claim  to  a 
seat  in  the  Board  in  reference  to  which  there  is  any  question, 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials  to  report 
thereon. 

Mr.  Henry  H.  Ingersoll  asked  the  reference  of  the 
following  resolution  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution 
and  Ordinances,  and  it  was  so  referred : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  meeting  of  this  Board  be  held 
at  Sewanee,  on  Saturday  next  before  the  Annual  Commence- 
ment of  the  University.

The  Rev.  W.  M.  Pettis,  D.D.,  was  introduced  to 
the  Board,  and  addressed  the  Board  on  the  subject  of 
the  Church  Endowment  Society,  in  connection  with 
the  endowment  of  the  University. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Powers,  which,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Ingersoll,  was  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee of  three : 

Whereas,  The  Church  Endowment  Society  has  been  or- 
ganized and  is  being  operated  to  give  financial  aid  to  such 
religious  and  educational  institutions  as  may  need  its  help; 
and, 

Whereas,  This  Society  is  under  the  control  and  patronage 
of  the  Presiding  Bishop  and  other  Bishops  of  the  Church,  and 
some  of  its  leading  clergy  and  laymen ;    and, 

Whereas,  All  contracts  made  by  this  Society  are  guaran- 
teed by  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company  of  New  York; 

Be  it  resolved,  That  this  Board  does  most  cordially  approve 
the  plan  adopted  by  this   Society  as  eminently  practical  and 
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calculated  to  be  of  great  help  to  the  various  Funds  and  Insti- 
tutions of  the  Church ;    and,  furthermore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  governing 
this  University  of  the  South,  and  interested  in  the  success  of 
its  financial  condition,  we  gladly  accept  the  offer  of  this 
Society  to  help  in  the  work  of  securing  an  endowment  for  this 
institution,  and  agree  to  cooperate  with  it  to  this  end ;  and  we 
cordially  commend  the  work  of  this  Society  to  all  who  may 
love  and  desire  to  help  the  University  of  the  South.

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  carried,  and  the  committee  appointed 
consisted  of  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida,  the  Rev.

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  three  (one  from  each 
order)  be  appointed  to  take  suitable  action  with  reference  to 
the  death  of  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Martin,  D.D.,  late  Clerical  Trustee 
from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee. 

The  Endowment  Committee  of  this  Board  presented 
its  report  through  its  chairman,  the  Bishop  of  North 
Carolina. 

The  report  was,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes- 
see, recommitted  for  further  information. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported,  in  behalf  of 
the  special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  resolu- 
tion offered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Powers,  with  reference  to 
the  Church  Endowment  Society.  The  report  is  as 
follows : 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  preamble 
and  resolutions  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  Church  Endowment 
Society,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee  recognize  the  importance  of  endowment 
for  the  University,  and  would  gladly  further  any  plan  which 
gave  promise  of  endowment  without  exposing  the  University 
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to  adverse  criticism  or  liability  to  censure  for  experiment. 
But,  not  being  satisfied,  from  a  careful  consideration  of  the 
proposition,  that  this  body  should  accept  the  offer  of  the  En- 
dowment Society,  and  commit  itself  to  the  plan  for  endowing 
the  University  proposed  by  it,  and  feeling  apprehension  iest 
the  experiment  suggested  may  not  result  in  attaining  the  end 
desired,  they  are  constrained  to  withhold  their  approval,  and 
for  the  present,  at  least,  to  decline  to  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  preamble  and  resolutions.

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Right  Reverend  Chancellor  be,  and  is 
hereby,  requested  to  convey  to  the  Bishop  of  Missouri  the 
hope  of  this  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  Diocese  of  Missouri 
will  see  its  way  clear  to  uniting  with  the  Southern  Dioceses 
in  the  control  and  support  of  the  University  of  the  South,  and 
that  the  Chancellor  give  all  the  necessary  information  as  to 
the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  the  related  Dioceses. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  submitted  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department. 

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  rest  of  the  report, 
which  was,  on  motion,  recommitted,  until  this  commit- 
tee had  had  further  conference  with  the  Committee  on 
the  Academic  Department. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  in  behalf  of  the  committee 
appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  E.

The  Committee  charged  with  preparing  a  memorial  of  the 
Rev.  Joseph  E.  Martin,  LL.D.,  late  Clerical  Trustee  of  the 
University  from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  report  as  follows: 

Dr.  Martin,  before  taking  Holy  Orders  in  the  Church,  was 
a  Methodist  minister.  Throughout  the  war  between  the 
States,  he  was  a  Chaplain  in  Stonewall  Jackson's  army. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  Deaconate  and  to  the  Priesthood, 
about  1866  and  1867. 

During  his  long  ministry  of  more  than  thirty  years  at  the 
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altars   of  the   Church,   he   was   in  charge  of  parishes   in   the 
Dioceses  of  Indiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  and  Tennessee. 

At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  rector  of  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Jackson,  Tenn.,  where  he  had  been  for  about  twelve 
years. 

As  a  Priest,  he  was  earnest  and  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  his  sacred  duties,  and  enjoyed  the  general  esteem  of  the 
community  in  which  he  lived. 

As  a  preacher,  he  expounded  the  Word  with  exceptional 
force  and  power. 

As  a  Trustee,  which  position  he  held  for  about  six  years, 
he  was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  University,  and  ever 
ready  to  cooperate  in  any  movement  for  the  promotion  of  its 
welfare.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Ingersoll,  the  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  cast  the  ballot  of  this  Board  for  Mr.  Rob'tM. 
DuBose  as  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Committee. 
The  ballot  was  so  cast,  and  Mr.  DuBose  declared  duly 
elected. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  certificate  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Associate  Alumni  had  been  received, 
the  names  corresponding  to  the  names  already  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Credentials.

Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Chair  submitted  the  following  memorial  to  ihe 
Board,  and  it  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Propositions  and  Grievances : 

flDemorial 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
Sewanee,  Tennessee. 

The  undersigned  merchants,  doing  business  in  the  village 
of  Sewanee,  respectfully  represent  that  said  village  was  laid 
out  by  the  University  as  the  business  portion  of  the  domain, 
in  which  merchandizing  and  trades,  mechanical  and  otherwise, 
could  be  carried  on.  A  price  for  leasing  lots  was  affixed, 
higher  than  was  proportionally  charged  in  other  portions  of 
the  domain,  and   in  order  to  encourage  the  establishment  of 
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merchandizing  in  that  locality  and  to  avoid  competition  of 
persons  doing  business  nearer  to  the  boarding  houses  and 
residences  of  the  University,  it  was  established  by  ordinance, 
in  1870,  and  has  been  the  law  of  the  University,  "That  all 
storehouses  and  workshops  of  every  description  shall  be  con- 
fined to  that  locality,"  viz. :  the  depot  village,  the  northern 
boundary  of  which  was  placed  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the 
Wadhams  lot,  no  village  lots  having  ever  been  laid  out  or 
leased  north  of  that  point. 

Your  memorialists  represent  that  under  these  conditions 
they  have  leased  lots  in  Sewanee  village,  and  have  supplied 
stocks  of  merchandise  suitable  to  the  wants  of  the  community, 
and  have  paid  their  rents  to  the  University  for  such  use  and 
occupation. 

That  within  a  few  years  past  the  University  has  established 
for  its  own  use  and  convenience  a  Supply  Store,  which,  it  was 
understood,  was  to  supply  the  school  demands  for  medicines, 
stationery,  books,  and  such  articles  as  are  usually  kept  in 
drug  stores.  It  was  also  understood  that  through  its  agency 
supplies  needed  by  the  Halls  carried  on  by  the  University  itself 
might  be  obtained  and  that  as  regarded  all  other  business  and 
merchandise,  it  was  not  to  be  allowed  to  come  in  competition 
and  take  trade  from  the  merchants  in  Sewanee  village.  We 
understand  that  in  the  year  1884,  the  relations  between  the 
drug  and  stationery  store,  then  carried  on  by  W.  S.  Lovell, 
and  the  University  and  the  community,  was  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  through  a  committee,  consisting  of  Bishop 
Quintard,  Rev.  F.  A.  Shoup,  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson,  Dr. 
Jno.  B.  Elliott,  and  A.  T.  McNeal,  Esq..  and  a  settlement  was 
made  in  writing  covering  the  points  at  issue  as  to  the  limita- 
tions of  such  drug  and  stationery  store,  of  which  the  present 
Supply  Store  is  the  successor. 

Your  memorialists  are  credibly  informed,  and  believe  it  is 
now  generally  understood,  that  the  Supply  Store  will  sell  with- 
out discrimination,  groceries  of  all  kinds,  and  many  other 
articles,  such  as  canned  goods  and  merchandise,  except  dry 
goods,  which  are  dealt  in  by  us  as  merchants  at  the  village  of 
Sewanee. 

We  respectfully  represent  that  this  indiscriminate   sale  of 
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merchandise  to  outsiders  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  purpose 
of  your  Board,  and  as  groceries  constitute  the  larger  amount 
of  business  with  us  at  the  village,  which  we  sell  at  reasonable 
prices,  and  are  fully  prepared  to  meet  all  demands  of  the 
community,  we  respectfully  ask  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  limit 
the  Supply  Store  to  the  sale  of  drugs,  stationery,  etc.,  and  such 
articles  as  are  usually  sold  in  a  drug  store,  and  to  direct  that 
the  Supply  Store  shall  not  carry  on  a  retail  trade  in  groceries 
or  articles  of  merchandise  kept  and  supplied  by  the  merchants 
at  Sewanee  village,  and  that  the  public  be  notified  accordingly. 
We  deem  this  a  just  and  reasonable  request,  and  that  this  will 
be  acted  on  favorably  by  the  Board.  We  have  been  officially 
promised  on  two  occasions  that  the  Supply  Store  would  not 
sell  the  housekeepers,  and  that  such  statement  so  far  has  been 
disregarded  by  the  Supply  Store.

the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  empow- 
ered to  act  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  regarding  such  modifications  in  courses  of  study,  in 
order  that  the  same  may  be  published  in  the  next  catalogue."

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Mr.  Fairbanks  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  was 
necessary  to  elect  successors  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese, 
D.D.,  and  Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal,  whose  term  of  office 
expired  with  the  present  year. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powers  nominated  the  said  three 
members  to  succeed  themselves,  and  the  Secretary  was, 
on  motion,  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Board  for 
the  nominees.  The  ballot  was  so  cast,  and  the  Rt.  Rev. 
C.  K.  Nelson,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.,  and 
Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal,  were  declared  elected  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  serve  for  three  years. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School,  through  its 
Secretary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck,  presented  its  report. 
The  resolution  appended  thereto  was,  on  motion,  re- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Committee,  with  instructions 
to  report  on  it  to-morrow  morning. 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  submitted  its 
report,  through  Dr.  Van  Bergen. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  recommitted. 

The  Rev.  H.  H.  Sneed  rendered  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Medical  Department.  On  motion, 
it  was  received,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

The  report  reads  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

Having  heard  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  hav- 
ing visited  the  building  occupied  by  the  Medical  Department, 
we  take  great  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  flourishing 
condition  of  this  department  of  the  University. 

The  attendance  the  last  year  is  greater  than  at  any  time 
before,  and  the  students  that  have  been  graduated  bear  favor- 
able comparison  with  the  graduates  of  any  of  the  Medical 
Colleges  in  the  South,  with  the  exception  of  the  University  of 
Virginia. 
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The  completion  of  the  new  quarters  have  added  increased 
facilities  for  the  work  of  this  department,  and  provided  accom- 
modation for  two  hundred  and  fifty  students. 

Your  Committee  would  take  this  opportunity  of  saying 
that  as  each  graduate  of  this  department  goes  out  from  Se- 
wanee  to  practice  his  profession,  and  represents  this  Univer- 
sity as  one  of  her  Graduates  in  Medicine,  that  it  is  very  essen- 
tial that  the  standard  of  the  Medical  Department  should  not 
only  be  equal  to  but  higher  than  any  in  the  South.  With  this 
end  in  view,  your  Committee  recommend  that  every  assistance 
should  be  afforded  to  the  Medical  Department  commensurate 
with  the  ability  of  the  Board  and  the  growing  importance  of 
this  branch  of  the  University ;    therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  this  Board  heartily  endorse  the  efforts 
of  the  Dean  to  uphold  the  educational  standard  of  the  students 
admitted  to  this  department.

Resolved,  That  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Greenough  White 
be  and  is  hereby  accepted,  and  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be 
instructed  forthwith  to  make  settlement  with  him  of  the  bal- 
ance due  him  from  the  University. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances 
submitted,  through  Mr.  H.  H.  Ingersoll,  the  following 
report,  and  the  resolution  appended  thereto  was,  on 
motion,  carried : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  having 
inquired,  as  directed  by  resolution  of  this  Board,  as  to  sug- 
gested changes  in  the  Revisal  before  printing,  find  that  the 
contemplated  amendments  have  not  been  duly  formulated, 
and,  therefore,  it  is  not  feasible  to  make  the  report  of  amend- 
ments to  the  present  session  of  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  being  persuaded  that  the  suggested 
changes  contain  matters  of  interest  and  probable  importance 
to  the  Board,  which  should  receive  the  careful  and  deliberate 
consideration  of  a  Special  Committee  sitting  interim,  and  be 
submitted  in  a  finished  form  to  the  Board,  respectfully  submit 
the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  former  Committee  of  Revision,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Fairbanks  and  McNeal  and  Vice-Chancellor 
Wiggins,  be  reconstituted,  and  the  whole  subject  of  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinances,  together  with  all  proposals  of'  amend- 
ment, now  or  hereafter  suggested,  be  referred  to  it,  and  that 
an  amended  Revisal  be  submitted  by  it  to  the  Board  at  its 
next  annual  meeting,  to  the  end  that  the  laws  of  the  University 
may  be  published  for  the  instruction  and  guidance  of  the  Board 
and  all  others  interested  therein.

Discussion  was  resumed  on  the  resolution  submitted 
by  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances. 
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After  considerable  discussion,  a  motion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Ingersoll  to  recommit  the  report,  with  its  ap- 
pended resolution.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to 
recommit.  Division  was  called  for,  and  the  motion 
carried  by  a  vote  of  13  to  9. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions, which  were  adopted.      [See  MSS.  Minutes.] 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures,  to  whom  was 
recommitted  the  report  presented  yesterday,  submitted 
the  following  report.  The  motion  to  adopt  the  resolu- 
tion appended  thereto  was  lost.  The  report  reads  as 
follows : 

IReport 

OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON  SANITARY  MEASURES. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  look  into  sanitary  measures 
begs  to  state  that  they  have  examined  the  Health  Officer's 
report  and  agree  with  him  in  finding  the  general  health  of  the 
University  very  good.  It  might  be  advisable  to  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  cases  of  malaria  reported  by  him  are  not 
surprising  when  it  is  considered  that  many  of  the  students 
come  from  malarial  States,  and  that  the  cases  could  not  have 
had  their  origin  here. 

We  further  feel  that  we  can  not  too  strongly  urge  the 
necessity  of  laying  a  thorough  system  of  drainage  throughout 
the  University  settlement  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  financial 
outlay  it  will  require  ought  to  have  the  immediate  attention  of 
this  Board. 

We  present  the  following  resolution : 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  University  would  be  served  if  the  position 
of  Health  Officer  was  filled  by  a  physician  who  is  not  con- 
nected with  the  educational  department  of  the  University,  and 
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the  Vice-Chancellor  is  strongly  urged  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  soon  as  practicable."

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  reported,  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Theological  Department,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department  beg  to 
present  the  following  report,  viz. : 

The  Committee  find  the  Theological  Department  in  a  con- 
dition only  fairly  satisfactory,  owing  to  the  ill  health  and 
enforced  absence  of  one  of  its  professors,  and  also  on  account 
of  the  deplorable  deficit  in  salaries,  due  in  part  to  the  failure 
of  some  of  the  Dioceses  to  meet  their  obligations. 

Your  Committee  present  herewith  the  statement  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  with  the  names  of 
the  Dioceses  and  the  amounts  contributed,  and  beg  leave  to 
offer  the  following  resolutions  : 

"Resolved,  i.  That  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Starr, 
D.D.,  be  and  is  hereby  accepted,  and  that  the  Board  desires  to 
express  to  Dr.  Starr  its  high  appreciation  of  the  able  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  conducted  the  work  of  his 
classes,  and  of  the  dignity  and  importance  which  he  has  given 
to  the  Chair  of  Dogmatic  Theology  in  the  University. 

"Resolved,  2.  That  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Brent,  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  be  elected  Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology, 
with  the  understanding  that  he  is  to  give  instructions  in  Meta- 
physics in  the  Academic  Department. 

"Resolved,  3.  That  the  Rev.  W.  H.  DuBose,  M.A.,  be  c-nd 
is  hereby  elected  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department. 

"Resolved,  4.  That  the  Board,  highly  appreciating  the  good 
work  done  by  Mr.  Du  Bose  as  Associate  Professor  of  Old 
and  New  Testament  Exegesis,  fixes  the  salary  of  the  position 
at  $300  per  year. 

"Resolved,  5.  That  the  Dean  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, in  conference  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Bishops 
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on  the  Executive  Committee,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
secure  the  services  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  as  Instructor 
in  the  Theological  Department,  without  salary. 

"Resolved,  6.  That  the  resolution  ordering  the  payment  of 
the  Chaplain's  salary  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Theological 
Department,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  be  directed  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  Chaplain  of  the 
University,  and  all  University  expenses  not  specifically  in- 
curred by  the  Theological  Department,  out  of  the  general 
funds  of  the  University,  and  that  all  money  due  to  the  Theo- 
logical Department  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
that  Department. 

"Resolved,  7.  The  Committee  recommend  the  repeal  of  all 
resolutions  making  the  University  Corporation  responsible  for 
the  support  of  the  Theological  Department." 

Resolution  No.  1  had  already  been  reported  and 
adopted  at  a  previous  session  of  the  Board. 

Resolutions  Nos.  2,  3  and  5  were,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee. 

Resolutions  Nos.  4, 6  and  7  were,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  was  called  to  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Ingersoll  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  is  of  opinion  that  there  is  merit 
in  the  complaint  of  the  memorialists  Brooks,  Hoge,  and  others, 
and  that  the  Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances  should 
give  favorable  consideration  to  the  same  on  recommittal  here- 
tofore ordered,  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  limiting  the  trade  of 
the  Supply  Store  to  its  proper  bounds. 

The  Chair  was  asked  to  rule  upon  the  question  as  to 
whether  it  was  within  the  power  of  this  Board  to  in- 
struct a  committee  as  to  the  character  of  the  report 
which  they  are  expected  to  make  to  the  Board. 
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The  Chair  decided  that  the  Board  was  entirely  com- 
petent to  instruct  its  committee. 

The  vote  being  taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion offered  by  Mr.  Ingersoll,  the  resolution  was  lost. 

Rev.  Mr.  Stuck  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Propositions  and  Grievances : 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  does  not  view  with  satisfaction 
the  prospect  of  the  destruction  of  the  independent  business 
men  of  the  village  of  Sewanee  by  the  competition  of  the  Supply 
Store,  and  does  hereby  express  itself  that  no  dealings  in  staple 
groceries  and  other  similar  merchandise  with  the  general 
public  should  be  engaged  in  by  the  Supply  Store. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  submitted  the  following  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  which  was  received  by  the  Board. 

On  motion  being  made  to  adopt  the  resolution  ap- 
pended to  the  reports,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck  asked  that 
action  be  deferred,  and  that  the  matter  be  made  the 
special  order  of  business  on  the  reassembling  of  the 
Board  at  the  afternoon  session. 

It  was  so  ordered. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powers  submitted  the  following  partial 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  requested  to 
formulate  such  modifications  and  suggest  such  readjustment 
in  the  courses  of  University  studies  as  are  made  necessary  by 
the  change  of  the  scholastic  year  from  two  to  three  terms,  and 
report  the  same  to  this  Board  at  its  session  in  1902. 
Respectfully  submitted, 

W.  Dudley  Powers,  Secretary. 

The  balance  of  the  report  was  withdrawn  for  further 
consideration  and  modification. 
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On  motion  of  Rev.  Dr.  Reese,  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  was  made  the  special  order  of  the 
day  following  the  order  already  determined  on  for  the 
afternoon  session. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported, 
through  its  Secretary,  Mr.  Fairbanks.  The  report  was 
received,  and  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were,  on 
motion,  adopted,  being  considered  separately.  The 
report  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  report : 
That  there  has  been  added  to  the  Library  during  the  past 
year  875  bound  volumes  and  434  unbound,  which,  added  to 
the  number  previously  reported,  makes  about  22.000  bound 
volumes  and  about  the  same  number  of  unbound  volumes, 
exclusive  of  duplicates,  now  in  the  University  Library.  A 
reading  room  with  all  the  principal  current  publications  of  the 
day  has  supplied  our  needs  in  that  respect. 

It  has  been  the  province  of  this  Committee,  for  very  many 
years  past,  to  express  its  regret  at  the  want  of  suitable  pro- 
vision for  accommodating  our  valuable  library,  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees  has  passed  repeated  resolutions  looking  to  the 
removal  of  the  Gymnasium  from  Convocation  Hall  and  the 
installation  in  a  suitable  manner  of  the  entire  University 
Library  therein.  It  therefore  gives  the  Committee  very  great 
gratification  to  be  informed  that  at  last  this  desirable  end  is  to 
be  accomplished  through  the  generous  benefaction  of  six  thou- 
sand dollars  by  an  alumnus  of  the  University  for  the  purpose 
of  preparing  in  a  suitable  manner  and  installing  the  Library  in 
its  proper  and  beautiful  home,  and  in  this  connection  the 
Committee  have  also  to  express  their  pleasure  at  the  gift  of  six 
thousand  dollars  from  alumni  of  the  University  for  the  pur- 
pose of  commencing  the  construction  of  a  suitable  and  well 
appointed  Gymnasium,  which  we  have  so  long  needed.  The 
larger  part  of  this  gift  has  come  from  one  of  our  alumni 
greatly  interested  in  physical  education,  and  we  have  no  doubt 
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but  that  the  necessary  amount  to  complete  the  Gymnasium 
will  be  forthcoming  at  an  early  day. 

The  addition  to  Thompson  Hall  for  the  use  of  the  Medical 
Department,  authorized  by  the  Board,  has  been  completed 
during  the  last  year,  and  has  added  greatly  to  the  convenience 
and  use,  as  well  as  to  the  symmetry  of  that  building.  No 
doubt  a  similar  addition  to  the  south  end  of  Thompson  Hall 
will  be  required  by  the  rapid  enlargement  of  this  department. 

The  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  the  corner-stone  of  which 
was  laid  at  our  last  annual  meeting,  has  been  constructed  ac- 
cording to  the  plans  adopted,  and  presents  to  our  view  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  structures  on  the  Mountain,  a  worthy 
memorial  of  the  noble  Bishop  to  whose  labors,  on  behalf  of 
the  University,  we  owe  so  much  love  and  veneration.  Two 
hundred  feet  in  length,  four  stories  in  height,  crowning  one 
of  our  most  beautiful  natural  sites,  it  will  be  a  most  admirable 
and  well-appointed  home  for  our  training  school  when  com- 
pleted and  ready  for  occupation,  as  we  trust  it  will  be  in  the 
course  of  the  current  scholastic  year.  We  now  need  its  imme- 
diate use,  and  hope  that  its  occupation  will  not  be  long  delayed. 

Our  buildings  are  well  insured,  and  are  generally  in  good 
condition.  The  tile  roof  on  Walsh  Memorial  Hall  has  not 
proved  a  success,  and  will  have  to  be  replaced  with  slate  at  an 
early  day,  and  we  recommend  that  this  be  done  at  as  early  a 
day  as  practicable. 

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  officers  of  the  Forestry  Divi- 
sion of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  put 
into  effect  during  the  past  year  has  realized  the  expectations 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  we  have  realized  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years  some  substantial  benefits  from  the  forests  on 
our  domain.  We  have  hitherto  lost  many  thousands  of 
dollars  through  depradations,  but  we  have  now,  under  our 
present  scheme,  a  prospect  of  profit  by  the  removal  of  useless 
timber  and  the  rehabilitation  of  our  forest  growth.  For 
these  valuable  results  we  owe  a  grateful  recognition  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture. 

There  does  not  seem  to  have  been  much,  if  any,  increase 
in  the  number  of  new  leases  during  the  past  year.  We  think 
every  facility  should  be  given  to  persons  desiring  to  establish 
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summer  homes  or  permanent  homes  on  the  domain.  We 
have  now  nearly  all  the  conveniences  and  luxuries  of  cities, 
and  with  our  frequent  mails,  telegraph  communication,  local 
and  long-distance  telephone  communication,  we  are  placed  in 
touch  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  To  these  we  have  added 
water  supply  and  steam  laundry  conveniences,  with  a  well 
supplied  market  from  the  surrounding  country.  Sewanee  is, 
therefore,  a  very  convenient  place  to  live  in,  apart  from  its 
high  elevation,  freestone  and  chalybeate  springs,  with  very 
superior  advantages  for  education.  It  seems  to  us  that  these 
manifold  advantages,  with  freedom  from  taxation,  ought  to 
attract  to  Sewanee  many  refined  and  cultivated  Church  fam- 
ilies as  permanent  residents. 

Some  progress'  has  already  been  made  in  making  good 
roads  and  pleasant  drives.  Two  or  three  vistas  cut  from  the 
central  buildings  to  the  brow  of  the  mountain  would  furnish 
a  beautiful  conception  of  our  location  and  connect  the  view  of 
mountain  and  plain  to  the  eye.  The  possibilities  of  making 
our  domain  a  beautiful  wooded  park,  possessing  almost  every 
natural  feature  of  beauty,  are  unbounded,  and  should  always 
be  kept  in  view.  It  is  also  desirable  to  improve  Manigault, 
Elliott  and  Polk  Parks,  and  the  grounds  immediately  sur- 
rounding Hoffman  Hall  and  Quintard  Memorial  Hall.  Beau- 
tiful grounds  are  the  necessary  adjuncts  of  beautiful  buildirgs. 
These  adjuncts  can  not  well  be  had  in  a  city,  but  here,  where 
we  possess  many  thousands  of  acres,  we  have  every  oppor- 
tunity for  beautiful  grounds. 

Resolved,  That  th:  thanks  of  this  Board  be  tendered  to  the 
liberal  donors  for  gifts  of  valuable  books  to  the  University 
Library. 

Resolved,  That  we  express  our  great  gratification  for  the 
benefaction  of  a  liberal  amount  for  the  instalment  of  the  Uni- 
versity Library  in  Convocation  Hall,  and  our  thanks  to  the 
generous  alumnus  who  has  enabled  us  to  accomplish  this  de- 
sirable end. 

Resolved,  That  the  building  heretofore  called  Convocation 
Hall  be  henceforth  called  and  known  as  "The  University 
Library." 
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Resolved,  That  we  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  gen- 
erous donors  of  a  fund  to  be  employed  in  the  construction  of 
a  Gymnasium  Building,  and  especially  to  John  D.  Shaffer, 
Esq.,  for  the  very  liberal  gift  made  by  him  for  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  have 
the  necessary  repairs  or  recovering  of  the  roof  of  Walsh 
Memorial  Hall  so  soon  as  he  shall  be  in  funds  for  that  purpose. 
Resolved,  That  Prof.  J.  B.  Henneman  be  requested  to  assist 
in  the  distribution  and  arrangement  of  the  Library  when 
placed  in  the  Library  Building.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  moved  the  reference  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  to  the  Finance  Committee.  The 
motion  was  carried,  and  the  resolution  so  referred : 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  to 
consider  the  practicability  and  advisability  of  endeavoring  to 
raise  a  portion,  at  least,  of  the  salary  of  the  Chaplain  of  the 
University  from  voluntary  contributions  of  the  students  and 
residents,  and  to  report  if,  in  their  judgment,  expedient,  a  plan 
to  secure  the  attainment  of  this  result. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  the  resolution  on 
page  44,  Proceedings  of  the  Board  for  1900,  with  ref- 
erence to  Degree  hoods,  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Degrees,  with  the  request  that  they  confer  with  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  connection  therewith. 
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The  order  of  the  day,  which  was  the  consideration 
of  the  resolution  presented  by  the  Executive  Committee 
with  reference  to  the  election  of  Head  Master  of  the 
Grammar  School,  was  called  for,  and,  on  motion,  the 
resolution  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  presented 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese.  It  was  received  by  the  Board, 
and,  on  motion,  the  resolutions  appended  thereto  were 
adopted.       [See  Appendix  III.] 

The  Bishop  of  Asheville  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Propositions  and  Grievances.  It  was 
moved  that  the  resolution  contained  in  the  report  be 
adopted.  On  a  vote  being  taken,  division  was  called 
for,  and  the  resolution  adopted  by  a  vote  of  13  to  8. 

The  report  reads  as  follows :

OF   COMMITTEE    ON    PROPOSITIONS    AND 
GRIEVANCES. 

Your  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  memorial  from 
certain  merchants  in  the  village  of  Sewanee  begs  leave  to 
report  that  it  has  examined  carefully  the  text  of  agreement 
referred  to  in  said  memorial,  and  finds  nothing  therein  bear- 
ing upon  the  rights  of  persons  holding  leases  in  the  village  to 
sell  goods,  to  the  exclusion  of  competition  on  the  part  of  the 
University  Supply  Store.  Your  Committee  thinks  this 
Board  should  not  recognize  any  right  on  the  part  of  merchants 
in  the  village  to  claim  that  any  obligation  rests  upon  this 
Board  to  restrict  the  Supply  Store  to  any  specific  lines  of 
merchandise ;  still,  these  merchants  should  be  treated  with 
respect  and  consideration,  and  everything  should  be  done  con- 
sistent with  the  welfare  of  the  University  to  keep  and  foster 
their  good  will ;  therefore,  your  Committee  recommends  the 
following  resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  memorialists,  Messrs.  P.  S.  Brooks, 
Jos.  H.  Fisher,  and  others,  be  informed  that  their  memorial 
has  been  respectfully  considered  by  this  Board,  and  that  noth- 
ing is  found  in  the  agreement  referred  to  therein  or  elsewhere, 
that  places  this  Board  under  obligation  to  restrict  the  Univer- 
sity Supply  Store  in  the  sale  of  drugs,  goods,  or  merchandise 
of  any  kind.

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  9  o'clock  10- 
morrow  morning.

The  Board'  met,  and  the  proceedings  were  opened 
with  prayer  by  the  Chancellor. 

The  minutes  of  the  fifth  day's  proceedings  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  its  Secretary, 
Mr.  Fairbanks,  submitted  a  report,  the  consideration  of 
which,  by  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  was  post- 
poned. 
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The  Executive  Committee  also  submitted  the  follow- 
ing additional  report,  through  Mr.  Fairbanks,  and  the 
report  was,  on  motion,  adopted : 

The  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolu- 
tion found  on  page  56  of  Proceedings  of  1900,  requesting  them 
to  consider  the  position,  responsibility,  and  authority  of  the 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
their  sub-committee,  report  that  the  whole  matter  of  the 
revision  of  the  Ordinances  having  been  by  a  resolution  of  this 
Board  at  the  present  meeting  deferred  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board,  and  a  Committee  having  been  intrusted  with  the 
whole  subject,  your  Committee  believing  that  the  existing 
legislation  is  sufficient  for  the  present,  deem  it  unnecessary  to 
report  any  ordinances  at  this  time.

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported,  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department.  Pending  the 
discussion  of  the  resolution  contained  therein,  a  motion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Ruth  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  re- 
quested to  be  present,  and  give  such  information  on 
the  subject  as  may  be  desired. 

The  Committee  appended  to  the  report  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  reorganization  of  the  Law  Department 
should  be  effected  in  order  that  it  may  receive  that  support 
which  is  necessary  to  secure  its  continuance  and  its  usefulness 
in  the  work  of  the  University. 

On  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  the  Bishop 
of  North  Carolina,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board,  with- 
drew temporarily  the  report,  in  order  that  the  Bishop 
of  Tennessee  might  move  the  reconsideration  of  Reso- 
lutions Nos.  3,  6  and  7,  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
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on  the  Theological  Department,  which  were  adopted  in 
yesterday's  session. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  were  reconsidered. 

Pending  the  reconsideration,  the  Vice-Chancellor 
was  invited  to  be  present  and  address  the  Board. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Powers  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Academic  Department,  the  consideration 
of  which  was  deferred. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  appeared,  and  gave  such  coun- 
sel and  information  as  was  desired  by  the  Board. 

On  his  retirement  from  the  Board,  the  Bishop  of 
North  Carolina  called  for  the  consideration  of  the  reso- 
lution submitted  by  the  Committee  on  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

The  resolution  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  then  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution,  which  was  carried : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  be 
requested  to  consider,  investigate,  and  report  at  this  session 
upon  the  details  of  reorganization  and  the  feasibility  of  accom- 
plishing it  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  offered  the  following  reso- 
lutions, as  substitutes  for  Resolutions  Nos.  3,  6  and  7, 
referred  to  above. 

They  were  considered  separately,  and,  on  motion, 
adopted. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Department  be.  and  is  hereby,  abolished,  and  that  all 
money  due  to  the  Theological  Department  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University  Corporation. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  Corpo- 
ration be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  pay  the  salaries  of  the 
Professors    and    Instructors    of    the    Theological    Department 
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monthly,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  regularity,  as 
the  salaries  of  Academic  Professors,  the  Corporation  making 
itself  responsible. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  asked  to  withdraw  the  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  the  consideration  of  which  had 
been  deferred,  in  order  that  he  might  make  certain 
changes  in  said  report,  rendered  necessary  by  this  action 
of  the  Board.     The  request  was  granted. 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  asked 
leave  to  submit  its  report,  through  Dr.  Powers.  The 
following  is  the  report :

COMMITTEE   ON    ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

Your  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  has  consid- 
ered those  matters  relating  to  this  department  of  the  Univer- 
sity referred  to  it,  and  beg  to  offer  the  following  resolutions 
and  recommend  their  adoption  : 

Resolved,  i.  That  the  Rev.  W.  Lloyd  Bevan,  Ph.D.,  be 
elected  Professor  of  History  in  the  University,  including  both 
the  Academic  and  Theological  Departments. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Vice-Chancellor,  in  consultation  with 
the  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  make  provision  for 
instruction  in  Philosophy  and  Political  Science,  until  some 
permanent  provision  shall  be  made  therefor  by  this  Board, 
and  he  shall  be  authorized  to  expend  for  that  purpose  such 
amount  as  he  may  think  necessary. 

Resolved,  4.  That,  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  this  Board  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200,  to 
be  used  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  securing  such  assistance  in 
the  School  of  Greek  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  the  appoint- 
ment of  Adjunct  Professor  to  be  made  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Respectfully  submitted,

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On  motion,  Resolution  No.  I  was  referred  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee ;  Resolutions  Nos.  2  and  4  were 
adopted;  No.  3  had  been  previously  reported  and 
adopted  at  the  session  of  the  Board  yesterday. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  reported,  for  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, in  reference  to  the  resolution  referred  to  them, 
and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  appended  to 
their  report,  as  follows : 

Resolution  No.  1  being-  put  upon  its  passage,  the 
motion  to  adopt  was  lost,  whereupon  the  Committee 
asked,  and  obtained  leave,  to  withdraw  the  rest  of  the 
resolutions.

The  Committee  having  also  considered  the  nomination  of 
Rev.  W.  Lloyd  Bevan,  Ph.D.,  as  Professor  of  History  in  the 
University,  including  the  Academic  and  Theological  Depart- 
ments, recommend  the  election  of  Professor  Bevan  to  such 
Chair.  G.   R.   Fairbanks,  Secretary. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  4  o'clock. 
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4. 15  o'clock  P.  M. 
The  Board  reassembled,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 
The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  the  follow- 
ing memorandum : 

The  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  report  that,  in 
response  to  the  instructions  given  to  the  Committee  this  fore- 
noon, by  the  resolution  of  Bishop  Gailor,  your  Committee  had 
a  conference  with  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Department,  and  that 
he  declares  himself  ready  to  resign  the  office  of  Dean,  and  to 
accept  in  lieu  thereof  a  professorship  in  the  Department, 
should  the  authorities  find  it  necessary  to  make  such  a  reor- 
ganization.

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department,  moved  the  ref- 
erence of  the  following  resolutions  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  they  were  so  referred : 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Law  Department 
moved : 

1.  That  the  resignation  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Department 
be  accepted. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Mr.  Albert  T.  McNeal  be  appointed 
Dean  of  the  Law  Department. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Professor  Ramage  be  elected  Professor 
in  the  Law  Department,  with  such  instruction  in  the  Academic 
Department  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Vice-chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  also  moved  that,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  the  matter  just  referred  to, 
the  Rule  requiring  five  (5)  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee  to  form  a  quorum  be  suspended,  and  that 
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four  (4)  members  of  said  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.       The  motion  was  carried. 

The  Bishop  of  Southern  Florida  moved,  and  it  was 
carried,  that  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
report,  if  possible,  upon  this  matter  before  the  final  ad- 
journment of  this  Board. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  forward  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  David  H. 
Greer,  a  copy  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  this  Board  of  Trustees 
are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Rev.  David  H.  Greer,  D.D.,  for  the 
helpful  and  inspiring  Commencement  Sermon  preached  before 
the  University  on  last  Sunday. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved,  and  the  motion  was 
carried,  that  Mr.  Silas  McBee,  editor  of  the  Churchman, 
be  requested  to  bear  in  person  to  the  Rev.  Chas.

Brent,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  the  notification  of  his  election 
as  Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology  in  the  University 
of  the  South. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  moved  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  carried : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  gratefully 
tendered  to  the  citizens  of  Sewanee  for  the  generous  hospital- 
ity and  delightful  entertainment  which  they  have  extended  to 
its  members  at  this  session  of  the  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  moved  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution,  and  it  was  carried : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Digest  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Ordinances  be  instructed  to  formulate  and  incorporate 
in  the  Digest  an  Ordinance  providing  that  no  resolution  appro- 
priating money  for  any  object  shall  be  finally  adopted  without 
reference  to  the  Finance  Committee. 
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The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  reported,  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Degrees,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  resolu- 
tion relative  to  the  hoods  of  the  Degrees,  the  following 
resolution,  and  moved  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  University  of  the  South  is  ready  to 
unite  with  the  Intercollegiate  Association  in  the  proposed 
scheme  for  hoods  and  other  Academic  costume,  and  that  a 
committee  of  three,  including  the  Chancellor  and  Vice-Chan- 
cellor of  the  University,  be  appointed  to  correspond  with 
Cottrell  &  Leonard,  and  report  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
meeting  the  details  of  costume  hereafter  to  be  used. 

The  resolution  was  adopted,  and  the  Chair  ap- 
pointed the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  as  the  third  member 
of  the  Committee. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  for  thirty  minutes,  in 
order  to  allow  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Board  reassembled. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  moved  that  this  Board 
accept  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Ramage  as  Dean  of  the 
Law  Department.       The  motion  was  carried. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  submitted  the  following  report  of  the 
Executive  Committee : 

The  Executive  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  nom- 
ination of  A.  T.  McNeal  Esq.,  as  Dean  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment and  Professor  in  that  Department,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  their  concurrence  in  said  nomination,  and 
recommend  that  A.  T.  McNeal,  Esq..  be  elected  as  Dean  of  the 
Law  Department  and  Professor  in  that  Department. 

The  Committee  also  recommend  that  Professor  Burr  J. 
Ramage  be  elected  a  Professor  in  the  Law  Department,  to 
give  such  additional  instruction  in  the  Academic  Department 
as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.

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The  resolutions  of  the  Committee  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck  nominated  Mr.  Jacob  A.  Riis  as 
Commencement  Orator  for  1902.  The  Bishop  of  Ten- 
nessee nominated  the  Hon.  John  Hay,  Secretary  of 
State.  On  motion,  Mr.  Jacob  A.  Riis  was  elected 
Orator,  and  the  Hon.  John  Hay  alternate. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  nominated  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  of  Albany  as  the  Commencement  Preacher  for 
1902.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sneed  nominated  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  of  Southern  Virginia.  On  motion,  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Bishop  of  Albany  was  elected  Preacher,  with  the  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  of  Southern  Virginia  alternate. 

Mr.  Hampton  moved  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  paid  $100 

for   his   services   at   this    session,  and   the   Vice-Chancellor   is 

hereby    authorized    to    issue    his  warrant    on    the    Treasurer 
therefor. 

Mr.  Hampton  also  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was,  on  motion,  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  Bishop  Gailor  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  be 
appointed  a  committee  to  revise  the  Secretary's  minutes  rnd 
attend  the  publication  of  the  same. 

Resolved,  further,  That  two  hundred  copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Board  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form  and  that  a 
copy  thereof  be  sent  to  each  member  of  this  Board  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor. 

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Chancellor  for  the  uni- 
formly courteous  and  patient  hearing  accorded  the 
members  during  the  sessions  of  this  Board. 
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On  motion,  adjournment  was  had  until  after  the  ex- 
ercises of  Commencement  Day. 


SEVENTH   DAY. 


June  27,  1901,  12  o'clock. 

The  Board  met  in  the  University  Library  immedi- 
ately after  the  services  of  Commencement  Day  in  the 
Chapel,  the  Chancellor  in  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  sixth  day's  proceedings  were 
read  and  adopted. 

Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese 
was  appointed  a  Committee  of  One  to  secure,  if  pos- 
sible, the  amount  of  money  rendered  necessary  by  the 
payment  of  the  arrears  of  salary  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  White 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Starr. 

The  Chancellor  asked  that  he  be  added  to  this  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal  announced  that  he  would  accept 
his  election  as  Dean  of  the  Law  Department,  and  re- 
signed, therefore,  his  membership  on  the  Executive 
Committee. 

On  motion,  his  resignation  was  accepted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  nominated  Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer 
for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal,  on  the 
Executive  Committee. 

It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  Secretary  cast  the 
ballot  of  this  Board  for  Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  for  said  unexpired 
term.  The  ballot  was  so  cast,  and  Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer 
was  declared  duly  elected. 
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Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Chancellor  is  unable  to  remain 
at  Sewanee  a  sufficient  period  to  sign  the  minutes,  he  be  re- 
quested to  authorize  some  person  to  affix  his  signature  to  the 
recorded  minutes  when  completed. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  that  after  the  min- 
utes of  this  session  were  read  and  approved,  this  Board 
adjourn  sine  die.      Carried. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

After  the  benediction  by  the  Chancellor,  the  Board 
adjourned  sine  die.

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IReport 

OF   THE   VICE-CHANCELLOR,  1901. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  eighth  annual  report  as 
Vice-Chancellor. 

You  will  recall  that  at  your  last  Annual  Meeting  you 
decided  to  make  the  University's  fiscal  year  synchronize  with 
the  calendar  year,  and  inasmuch  as  my  seventh  annual  report 
covered  the  period  ending  July  25,  1900,  this  report  is  for  the 
Trinity  Term  only,  and  no  reference  will  be  made  to  the  work 
and  fortunes  of  the  University  during  this  Lent  Term,  except 
in  so  far  as  my  recommendations  for  the  coming  year's  work 
seem  to  necessitate. 

The  half-year  ending  January  1,  1901,  covered  by  this  re- 
port, was  the  most  prosperous  in  the  history  of  the  University. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

On  May  28,  1901,  the  Rev.  Reginald  Heber  Starr,  M.A., 
D.D.,  tendered  his  resignation  of  the  Chair  of  Dogmatic 
Theology,  to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  the  current  term. 

Dr.  Starr  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  University  since 
the  beginning  of  the  Lent  Term,  1895 ;  a  period  of  six  y^ars 
and  three  months.  He  is  endowed  with  a  clear  and  well- 
trained  mind,  and  possesses  a  practical  knowledge  of  the 
requisites  and  methods  of  successful  teaching.  It  will  be 
difficult  to  find  a  successor  who  will  maintain  the  same  high 
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standard  of  instruction.  Your  Board  will  be  able  to  appre- 
ciate and  sympathize  with  the  causes  which  induced  his  resig- 
nation, submitted  herewith  under  Exhibit  "A." 

Mr.  Junius  E.  Leigh,  Head-Master  of  the  Grammar  School, 
forwarded  his  resignation  under  date  March  6,  1901,  express- 
ing the  desire  to  be  relieved  from  duty  at  once.  When  the 
Executive  Committee  met  in  Atlanta,  January  8,  1901,  the 
Rev.  Peter  G.  Sears,  M.A.,  Rector  of  Saint  Andrew's  Church, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  was,  upon  my  nomination,  elected  to  succeed 
Mr.  Leigh  at  the  beginning  of  the  Trinity  Term.  I  imme- 
diately notified  both  Mr.  Leigh  and  Mr.  Sears  of  this  action. 
In  reply,  Mr.  Leigh  stated  that  he  would  return  to  Sewanee 
and  remain  until  the  expiration  of  the  scholastic  year,  the 
period  for  which  he  had  been  elected.  Just  a  few  days,  how- 
ever, before  the  opening  of  the  Lent  Term,  I  received  his 
resignation,  which  is  submitted  herewith  —  Exhibit  "B." 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
progress  of  the  school  under  Mr.  Leigh's  administration,  and 
to  the  spirit  of  earnestness  and  devotion  to  duty  which  had 
characterized  the  work  of  the  Head-Master  and  his  assistants. 

It  was  with  sincere  regret  that  I  realized  the  necessity  for 
a  change  of  administration. 


APPOINTMENTS. 

Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Leigh,  I  appointed  Mr.  Henry 
Goldthwaite  Seibels,  B.A.,  Head-Master  for  the  current  term, 
and  Mr.  Jose  Martin  Selden,  C.E.,  M.S.,  and  Mr.  Henry 
Disbro  Phillips,  Assistant  Masters. 

Mr.  Homer  Worthington  Starr,  B.A.,  and  Mr.  Walter 
Mitchell,  were  appointed  University  Proctors  for  the  current 
year,  and  Mr.  J.  Q.  Adams  Instructor  in  Elocution. 

Mr.  George  Clinton  Ballard,  M.A.,  M.D.,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Associate  Professor  of  General  Anatomy. 

STATISTICS    OF   TEACHERS    AND    STUDENTS. 

The  number  of  Professors,  Lecturers,  and  Instructors  is  62, 
and  of  other  officers  11,  making  a  total  of  73. 
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There  were  registered  at  the  University  during  the  calendar 
year  of  1900,  518  students,  as  against  444  for  1899  —  a  gain  of 
74.  Eight  years  ago  there  were  only  270  students,  so  there 
has  been  a  gain  of  248  during  this  period.

From  this  table,  we  learn  that  thirty  States  and  four  foreign 
countries  are  represented.  Columbia  University,  New  York, 
was  represented  last  year  by  only  twenty-four  States  and  four 
foreign  countries,  and  Vanderbilt  University  by  twenty-eight 
States  and  five  foreign  countries.  So  Sewanee  may  fairly  be 
considered  as  a  more  representative  institution  than  either 
Columbia  or  Vanderbilt. 

It  is  further  significant  that  we  have  students  from  fourteen 
Southern  States,  while  the  sixteen  other  States  represented 
are  distributed  over  the  rest  of  the  Union,  thus  establishing 
the  fact  that  Sewanee  is  in  no  sense  a  sectional  institution. 

There  were  441  students  from  the  Southern  States,  70  from 
the  other  States  of  the  Union,  and  7  from  foreign  countries, 
among  which  latter  I  include  Cuba.  Tennessee  leads,  with 
102  students,  then  follows  Georgia  with  50,  Mississippi  with 
46;  Louisiana,  42;  Texas,  40;  Alabama,  37;  South  Carolina, 
35;    Florida,  28,  etc. 
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ACADEMIC   DEPARTMENT. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  in  the  internal  admin- 
istration of  the  University  was  the  establishment  of  the  office 
of  Dean  seven  years  ago.  This  has  been  a  measure  of  great 
benefit  to  all  departments,  for  it  has  not  only  assisted  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  in  the  growing  mass  of  administrative  detail,  but 
it  has  correlated  the  various  Departments  and  tends  to  ensure 
a  permanent  administrative  policy.  Executive  powers  should 
never  be  delegated  to  a  legislative  and  teaching  body.  That 
body  may  change  with  changing  circumstances  or  changing 
membership.  The  only  guarantee  of  permanence  is  the  as- 
sumption of  executive  duties  by  executive  officers,  clothed 
with  authority  and  held  responsible  for  its  exercise.  Dr. 
Piggot  has  performed  the  duties  of  this  office  with  firmness, 
discretion,  and  sympathy.  His  methods  seemed  at  first  some- 
what rigorous,  but  they  have  been  amply  justified  by  achieved 
results,  and  he  enjoys  the  confidence  and  regard  of  faculty  and 
students.       The  discipline  has  never  been  so  good. 

You  authorized  last  year  the  appointment  of  an  Instructor 
in  Greek  with  a  salary  of  $1,000.  For  pecuniary  reasons,  I 
did  not  avail  myself  of  this  assistance,  but  I  now  feel  that  the 
best  interests  of  the  University  require  that  provision  be  made 
for  the  Chair  of  Greek  in  order  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  may 
devote  his  entire  time  to  administrative  duties. 

A  new  chemical  laboratory  has  long  been  a  desideratum. 
The  recent  addition  to  Thompson  Hall  will  assist  the  School 
somewhat,  but  the  need  remains.  The  applications  of  chem- 
istry in  modern  industry  are  every  year  becoming  more  various 
and  important,  and  a  new  laboratory  would  be  of  great  value 
to  the  University. 

There  were  registered  109  students  during  the  Trinity 
Term,  as  against  83  for  the  Lent  Term,  1900  —  a  gain  of  26. 
The  total  enrollment  for  1900  was  142  —  a  gain  of  20  over  the 
preceding  year. 

The  salaries  of  the  officers  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  Trinity  Term  amounted  to $5,400  00

The  deficit  for  the  preceding  year  was  $936.81  and  eight 

years  ago  it  was  $3,181.56,  although  the  salary  account  was 

$825  less.

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Twenty-two  students  were  registered  in  this  Department 
for  the  Trinity  Term,  and  twenty-seven  for  the  year  1900  —  a 
gain  of  one  over  the  preceding  year.  But,  however  small  in 
numbers,  the  theological  students  are  a  power  in  the  making 
of  character  for  the  whole  University.  Their  influence  on 
the  student  body  is  of  great  value,  participating,  as  they  do,  in 
every  feature  of  University  life. 

The  financial  condition,  however,  is  the  source  of  grave 
apprehension.  The  salaries  of  the  Professors  are  suppo=ed 
to  be  met  by  the  assessments  against  the  several  Dioceses, 
which,  if  paid,  would  be  more  than  sufficient.  The  balance 
due  the  Professors  January  1,  1901,  was  $5,601.95.  The  bal- 
ance of  unpaid  assessments  reported  at  your  last  meeting  was 
$11,039.22,  and,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  I  was  directed 
to  charge  off  as  uncollectible  the  balance  due  prior  to  August 
1,  1899,  there  was  still  due,  on  January  1,  1901,  from  the  va- 
rious Dioceses  and  Missionary  Jurisdictions,  the  sum  of 
$3,010.59.       I  am  glad  to  say  that  since  January  our  liabilities 
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have  been  reduced  from  $5,601.95  to  $4,601.95,  although  the 
balance  of  unpaid  assessments  has  in  the  meanwhile  increased 
from  $3,010.59  to  $3,616.26. 

My  report  as  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Departmenr  is 
submitted  herewith,  Exhibit  "D." 

This  same  Exhibit  also  contains  a  letter  from  the  Morton 
Trust  Company,  New  York,  showing  that  the  amount  to  the 
credit  of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Quintard  Professorship 
of  Dogmatic  Theology  is  $1,258.82. 

Associate  Professor  DuBose  has  received  no  compensation 
for  his  services  during  the  past  three  years.  He  deserves 
recognition,  and  I  commend  him  to  your  consideration. 

Eight  years  ago,  the  Corporation  acknowledged  by  resolu- 
tion its  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  the  theo- 
logical professors,  who  up  to  that  time  had  generously  can- 
celled all  unpaid  balances  at  the  end  of  each  year.  They  have 
since  that  time  suffered  deferred  payments  with  more  or  less 
equanimity.  But  now  Dr.  Starr  demands  the  payment  of  the 
balance  due  him,  $996,  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  pay  Mr. 
White's  balance,  $1,291.70,  without  further  delay.  Dr.  DuBose 
never  complains,  but  the  balance  due  him  is  $1,994.20,  and 
should  be  paid.  We  owe  Mr.  Guerry  $320.05.  There  is  a 
balance  of  $436  due  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Manning  since  Trinity 
Term,  1894. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  can  not  recommend  the  filling 
of  the  vacancies  created  by  Dr.  Starr's  resignation  and  by  Mr. 
White's  absence.  It  is  more  important  that  we  should  free  our- 
selves of  this  burden  of  indebtedness  and  not  incur  further  lia- 
bility until  this  has  been  accomplished.  I  therefore  advise  that 
Dr.  Bevan  be  requested  to  give  instruction  in  Ecclesiastical 
History  in  addition  to  his  duties  in  the  Academic  Department, 
as  he  has  been  doing  this  term. 

Dr.  DuBose  has  kindly  consented  to  take  the  Intermediate 
and  Senior  Classes  in  Dogmatic  Theology,  and  Mr.  Guerry 
may  be  induced  to  take  the  Junior  Class.  If  this  arrangement 
be  continued  for  the  rest  of  the  calendar  year,  we  will  have 
ample  opportunity  to  find  a  suitable  person  for  the  Chair  of 
Dogmatic  Theology,  and  will  also  be  able  to  reduce  our  indebt- 
edness. 
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The  Department  regrets  that  the  Rev.  George  William 
Douglass,  D.D.,  of  Tuxedo,  N.  Y.,  was  unable  to  continue  this 
year  his  interesting  course  of  lectures  on  Christian  Apologetics. 

During  my  brief  absence  last  November,  on  account  of 
illness,  Professor  White  manifested  symptoms  of  serious 
mental  disorder.  Dr.  Piggot,  acting  Vice-Chancellor,  by  the 
exercise  of  firmness  and  tact,  induced  Mr.  White  to  leave 
Sewanee  and  stay  away  until  the  close  of  the  Trinity  Term. 
Mr.  White  then  returned  and  remained  here  until  April  23, 
when  he  set  out  on  an  extended  trip  through  the  Northwest, 
leaving  with  me  an  application  for  an  indefinite  leave  of  ab- 
sence, which  I  herewith  submit,  Exhibit  "E."  In  this  same 
exhibit  are  several  letters  which  bear  upon  the  case. 

At  your  convenience,  I  will  be  glad  to  appear  before  your 
Board,  state  all  the  facts,  and  recommend  a  course  of  action. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  "F." 

LAW  DEPARTMENT. 

The  development  of  legal  education  within  recent  decades 
has  reached  clearness  regarding  two  conditions  of  the  efficient 
teaching  of  law :  first,  a  law  school  must  stand  in  close  connec- 
tion with  a  University  as  one  of  the  departments,  and  especially 
must  work  in  cooperation  with  related  departments,  such  as 
those  of  History  and  Political  Science.  Second,  the  teachers 
of  the  law  must  be  trained  teachers  as  well  as  lawyers,  and 
must  give  their  chief  attention  to  the  work  as  teachers.  The 
best  place  for  a  Law  School  is  a  university  seat ;  this  the  expe- 
rience of  Harvard,  Columbia,  and  the  University  of  Virginia 
amply  demonstrates.  Our  School  of  History  and  Political 
Science  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  South,  but  for  the  develop- 
ment of  our  Law  Department  we  must  provide  at  once  an 
additional  instructor,  and  a  law  library  as  a  department  of  the 
University  Library. 

As  authorized  by  your  Board,  I  have  engaged  Professor 
William  Ephraim  Mikell,  LL.B.  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, for  a  course  of  daily  lectures  during  the  Trinity  Term. 
I  have  also  arranged  for  occasional  lectures  from  other  mem- 
bers of  the  legal  profession. 
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The   Summer  course  has   been   extensively   advertised,   as 
follows: 

(i)   2,500  copies  of  the  University  Calendar. 

(2)  2,000   special   circulars,    addressed   to   students   in   the 

Senior  Classes  of  our  leading  colleges. 

(3)  10,000  copies  of  an  illustrated  edition  of  the  Scwanee 

Purple. 

(4)  A  one-inch  insertion  in  eleven  of  the  leading  Southern 

newspapers,  weekly  edition,  for  a  period  of  one 
montrK 

We  may  reasonably  expect  an  increase  of  students  for  the 
Trinity  Term. 

During  the  Trinity  Term,  1900,  there  were  six  students 
enrolled,  a  total  of  eleven  for  the  calendar  year.  The  receipts 
from  tuition  fees  for  that  term  amounted  to  $342.50,  and  the 
salary  to  $500,  leaving  a  deficit  of  $157.50,  which  is  $67  less 
than  for  the  corresponding  half-year  of  1899. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  "G." 

MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Medicine  is  requiring  more  and  more  every  day  the  exact- 
ness of  a  science,  and  greater  demands  are  being  made  upon 
instructors  as  well  as  upon  students.  The  science  of  biology, 
chemistry,  physics,  and  mathematics  are  becoming  more  and 
more  every  day  indispensable  auxiliaries  to  medicine.  There 
has  been  a  rapid  advance  in  the  fundamental  branches  of 
medicine  —  anatomy,  including  histology,  physiology,  medical 
chemistry,  and  bacteriology  —  which,  from  the  nature  ;md 
relations  to  other  subjects  of  the  medical  curriculum,  should 
be  taught  early  in  the  course,  rendering  it  imperative  that 
four  years  should  be  devoted  to  medical  studies.  And  so  we 
offer  now,  along  with  other  reputable  medical  colleges,  four 
annual  courses  of  instruction  of  six  months  each,  not  including 
the  preliminary  terms  of  six  weeks  each. 

The  signal  advances  in  medical  science  and  instruction, 
which  have  been  accomplished  in  recent  years,  are  due  in  great 
part  to  the  introduction  into  medical  schools  of  the  laboratory 
idea.       Physiology.    Pathology,    and    Pharmacology,    for    the 
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proper  instruction  of  which,  only  a  few  years  ago,  didactic 
lectures  were  considered  all-sufficient,  are  now,  in  large  part, 
taught  by  means  of  practical  work  carried  out  by  the  student 
himself.  By  this  method,  knowledge  becomes  a  living  thing; 
while  the  student  learns  the  meaning  and  use  of  instruments 
of  precision,  and  becomes  skilled  in  logical  reasoning. 

In  order  to  provide  for  these  pressing  necessities  in  our  own 
school,  increased  accommodation  and  facilities  were  urgently 
demanded.  The  Executive  Committee  authorized  the  expend- 
iture of  $4,000  for  this  purpose,  and  with  tjjjs  amount  we  were 
able  to  make  an  addition  to  Thompson  Hall  26  by  49  feet,  three 
stories  high,  thus  providing  a  lecture  hall  and  office  for  the 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  and  doubling  the  size  of  the  chem- 
ical laboratory,  enlarging  the  auditorium  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  250  students  and  providing  a  dissecting  room,  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  and  double  the  size  of  the  old  one.  We 
have  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  chemical,  pharmaceutical, 
and  bacteriological  laboratories,  materially  strengthening  our 
scientific  department.  Before  cold  weather,  the  entire  build- 
ing will  be  steam  heated. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary 
furnished  considerable  clinical  material  for  the  Medical  De- 
partment. It  made  practicable  the  treatment  of  59  patients 
by  the  best  methods  and  under  the  safest  conditions.  There 
were  a  few  pay  patients,  but  the  large  majority  were  charity 
patients,  and  yet  the  net  expense  to  the  University  was  incon- 
siderable —  less  than  the  amount  paid  by  other  medical  schools 
for  hospital  privileges. 

The  tendency  of  medical  education  is  to  require  a  greater 
amount  of  practical  work,  and  for  this  there  must  be  more 
clinical  material.  We  must  bear  in  mind  that  clinical  instruc- 
t'on  is  accompanied  with  the  very  best  care  of  patients.  A 
distinct  effort  must  be  made  to  secure  endowments  of  free 
beds  and  gifts  for  current  expenses,  if  the  Infirmary  is  to  be 
maintained  with  efficiency.  It  deserves  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  all  who  feel  compassion  for  the  sick  and  suffering  to  whom 
it  ministers. 

There  were  207  students  registered  in  this  department  last 
year  —  a  gain  of  46  over  the  preceding  year.       The  numbers 
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have  increased  from  24  in  1894  to  207  in  1900.  This  depart- 
ment is  a  monument  of  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  its  Dean,  Dr. 
John  S.  Cain,  who  merits  the  sympathy  and  gratitude  of  us  all. 
The  department  has  its  limitations,  but  I  am  convinced  that  no 
medical  school  in  the  South  does  more  thorough  work,  unless, 
perhaps,  the  University  of  Virginia. 

I  submit  herewith  the  report  of  the  Dean,  Exhibit  "H," 
which  also  contains  the  financial  statement  and  copy  of  the 
agreement  with  Mrs.  Lily  Murray,  housekeeper  at  the  In- 
firmary.

which  is  $4,742.72  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
operating  expenses,  including  salaries  for  Professors  and  In- 
structors and  all  incidentals  for  the  college  and  infirmary, 
amounted  to  $8,009.09,  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,907.73.  Of 
this  amount,  $575  was  expended  for  apparatus,  leaving  a  net 
balance  of  $5,332.73,  which  is  $2,258.45  more  than  for  the 
preceding  year. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Leigh's  resignation  as  Head  Master  just  a  few  days 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  Lent  Term  threatened  considerable 
embarrassment.  I  at  once  wrote  Mr.  Sears,  to  ascertain  if 
he  could  possibly  come  to  us  for  the  Lent  Term,  and  when  he 
replied  in  the  negative,  I  appointed  Mr.  Seibers.  The  dis- 
cipline of  the  school  during  the  Trinity  Term  was  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  the  fact  that  Mr.  Seibels  was  able  to  restore 
order,  create  a  healthy  moral  tone,  banish  smoking  almost 
entirely,  and  win  the  regard  and  affection  of  the  students,  is 
a  testimony  to  his  character  and  qualifications.  I  have  re- 
ceived a  petition,  signed  by  every  Grammar  School  student, 
requesting  that  Mr.  Seibels  be  retained  as  permanent  Head- 
Master. 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  I  note  for  your  especial 
attention  the  zeal  and  efficiency  with  which  Mr.  Seibels  and  his 
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assistants  took  up  and  bore  forward  the  work  under  conditions 
so  perplexing. 

It  was  not  until  June  12th  that  I  received  Mr.  Sears'  de- 
cision, declining  the  election  to  the  Head-Mastership.  I 
submit  his  letter  as  Exhibit  "I."  I  prefer  not  to  consider  Mr. 
Sears'  decision  as  final,  and  I  am  encouraged  to  believe  that 
negotiations  may  be  renewed  in  the  near  future.  I  therefore 
recommend  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Seibels  as  Head-Master, 
pending  the  final  determination  of  the  matter. 

Twenty  new  desks,  wall  maps  and  books,  have  been  sup- 
plied to  the  Grammar  School  this  term.  The  dormitory  has 
been  repainted  and  kalsomined.  The  guns  and  accoutrements, 
property  of  the  United  States  Government,  were  inspected  by 
Colonel  Simon  Snider,  of  the  United  States  Army,  a  few  days 
ago.  He  pronounced  them  to  be  in  better  condition  than  any 
that  had  been  inspected  by  him.  We  had  expected  to  occupy 
the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  at  the  opening  of  the  approaching 
Trinity  Term,  but  the  completion  has  been  delayed  by  com- 
plications which  could  not  have  been  foreseen,  and  for  which 
the  University  was  in  no  wise  responsible. 

There  were  registered  during  the  Trinity  Term,  1900,  119 
students,  a  total  of  169  for  the  calendar  year,  and  a  gain  of  25 
over  the  preceding  year.  Eight  years  ago,  the  annual  regis- 
tration was  only  75  —  a  gain  of  94  during  this  period,  or  more 
than  125  per  cent.

ATHLETIC   DEPARTMENT. 

The  University  has  taken  a  firm  attitude  in  regard  to  the 
purity  of  athletics.  Whatever  the  past  may  have  been  —  and 
on  that  there  is  room  for  difference  of  opinion  —  at  present 
there  is  no  college  in  the  country  whose  sport  is  cleaner  than 
ours.  Professionalism  will  not  be  tolerated  by  the  faculty, 
neither  is  it  desired  by  the  students.  Moreover,  no  man  can 
represent  the  University  on  any  team  unless  he  stands  well  in 
his  classes.  The  effect  is  wholesome.  The  men  feel  them- 
selves stronger  for  any  contest  because  they  know  that  every 
man  with  whom  they  are  associated  is  scholar  and  gentleman 
as  well  as  athlete.  Mr.  H.  M.  Suter,  a  Princeton  graduate, 
who  has  been  our  coach  for  three  years,  has  contributed  largely 
to  this  result. 

The  Vanderbilt  Hustler  expresses  the  warmest  appreciation 
of  Sewanee  hospitality  on  the  occasion  of  a  recent  contest,  and 
says,  among  other  pleasant  things : 

"The  treatment  received  by  the  team  on  this  trip  is  another 
evidence  of  the  fact  that,  while  the  rivalry  between  Vanderbilt 
and  Sewanee  is  as  keen  as  ever,  all  unfriendliness  has  died  out 
and  given  way  to  a  true  sportsmanly  spirit. 

"In  meeting  Sewanee  on  the  athletic  field,  Vanderbilt  has 
always  known  that  she  had  against  her  only  bona  fide  students, 
a  statement  which,  up  to  the  present  year,  could  not  be  made 
of  a  single  other  leading  college  in  the  South. 

"Sewanee,  too,  has  the  strongest  college  spirit  of  any  of 
Vanderbilt's  rivals,  and  her  teams  are  noted  for  their  never- 
say-die  style  of  play." 
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Our  football  team  sustained  its  reputation  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding years,  suffering  not  a  single  defeat  except  at  the  hands 
of  the  University  of  Virginia.  The  baseball  team  this  spring 
was  less  fortunate. 

Our  golf  grounds  have  been  much  improved,  the  Univers;ty 
sharing  the  expense  with  the  students. 

The  report  of  the  Physical  Director  is  Exhibit  "K." 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  receipts  from  gymna- 
sium fees  and  the  salary  of  the  Director  for  the  Trinity  Term :

as  against  $18.35  for  the  whole  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  whole  University  rejoices  in  the  prospect  of  a  new 
gymnasium,  for  which  $5,800  has  already  been  subscribed. 
Less  than  two  weeks  ago,  I  issued  an  appeal,  and  an  alumnus, 
who  prefers  that  his  name  shall  not  be  made  public,  sent  a 
subscription  of  $5,000.  I  can  not  refrain  from  expressing  my 
great  happiness  over  the  receipt  of  this  gift.  Other  alumni 
have  subscribed  thus  far  $550,  and  our  Chancellor  $250. 

It  is  almost  grotesque  that  a  University  of  our  rank  should 
be  practically  without  opportunities  for  physical  education ; 
that  is,  that  education  of  the  body,  without  which  so  many  of 
our  best  young  men  fail  in  achieving  success.  The  sum  of 
$25,000  will  be  needed  for  the  completion  of  our  gymnasium, 
and  it  will  come  to  us  in  time. 


PRINTING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  is  submitted,  Exhibit  "L." 
The  net  profit  for  the  Trinity  Term  is  $103.86.  We  have 
recently  purchased  some  new  fonts  of  type. 
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SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  past  winter,  the  basement  of  the  Supply  Store 
was  further  excavated  in  order  to  accommodate  additional 
stock. 

The  report  of  the  Manager,  Exhibit  "M,"  shows  that  on 
January  19,  1901,  the  gross  assets  amounted  to  $15,027.80,  and 
the  liabilities,  including  capital  stock  of  $5,000,  to  $7,204.15, 
making  the  net  assets  $7,823.65.  As  the  net  assets  on  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1900,  were  $5,076.03,  the  profits  for  the  eleven 
months,  February  16,  1900,  to  January  19,  1901,  are  $2,543.89. 
We  carry  insurance  to  the  amount  of  $12,000. 

I  submit  Exhibit  "N,"  a  copy  of  the  agreement  with  the 
E.  Q.  B.  Club,  which  occupies  the  second  floor  of  the  building. 

HEALTH   DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer,  Exhibit  "O,"  is  for  the 
Trinity  Term  only.  His  tabulated  statement  shows  quite  a 
large  number  of  cases  treated,  although  few  were  of  a  serious 
nature.  Two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  with  medical 
students,  but  both  were  easily  traced  to  a  polluted  well  down 
in  the  village.  The  patients  were  carried  to  the  Infirmary, 
where,  under  proper  care  and  nursing,  they  soon  convalesced. 

I  regret  to  report  the  death  of  Charles  Francis  Pochin 
Orchard,  of  Mandarin,  Fla.,  a  student  of  the  Grammar  School. 
He  died  May  24,  1901.  I  refer  you  to  the  Health  Officer's 
report  for  the  particulars  of  this  case. 

We  are  gradually  extending  our  system  of  drainage,  as  our 
finances  will  permit.  Sewerage  for  the  entire  residence  por- 
tion of  the  domain  can  not  be  much  longer  deferred. 

THE  UNIVERSITY  CHAPLAIN. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain,  Exhibit  "P,"  informs  us  that 
he  has  presented  for  confirmation  during  the  scholastic  year, 
28  persons.  Of  this  number,  21  were  from  the  Grammar 
School,  2  from  the  Academic  Department,  2  from  the  Law 
Department,  and  3  the  daughters  of  University  officers. 

This  makes  a  total  of  170  during  the  eight  years'  tenure  of 
our  present  Chaplain. 
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I  invite  your  attention  to  the  Chaplain's  report  of  the  re- 
ligious instruction  in  the  several  departments ;  of  the  increased 
opportunities  for  parochial  work  on  account  of  the  Hodgson 
Memorial  Infirmary,  and  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  services 
of  the  Choirmaster  and  Organist,  Mr.  S.  M.  Bird. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  quote  from  the  Chaplain's  report 
that  "the  moral  tone  of  the  University  has  been  better  this 
past  term  than  I  have  known  it  in  eight  years,"  and  to  learn 
that  this  statement  is  endorsed  by  the  Dean  of  the  Theological 
Department. 

During  the  winter  vacation,  the  Chaplain  traveled  through- 
out the  West  in  the  interest  of  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

THE   UNIVERSITY    LIBRARY. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  Exhibit  "Q,"  shows  that  there 
was  presented  to  the  Library  during  the  Trinity  Term,  1900, 
875  bound  volumes  and  434  unbound ;  that  21  volumes  were 
acquired  by  purchase,  making  the  number  of  volumes  in  the 
Library,  21,839  bound  and  21.950  unbound,  or  a  grand  total  of 
43,789,  exclusive  of  duplicates. 

In  the  way  of  current  literature,  the  Library  provides  35 
monthlies,  27  weeklies,  11  quarterlies,  3  dailies  —  a  total  of  76 
publications. 

The  Library  is  kept  open  daily,  except  Sunday,  from  9  a.  m. 
to  1  p.  m.,  and  from  2  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

But  the  one  great  need  which  has  been  most  keenly  felt  by 
all  departments  is  a  suitable  library  building.  At  present, 
several  thousand  volumes  are  stored  in  the  upper  part  of  Con- 
vocation Hall,  several  thousand  on  the  first  floor,  several  thou- 
sand theological  works  in  St.  Luke's  Hall,  a  number  of  law 
books  in  the  Walsh,  in  the  room  adjoining  the  law  lecture 
room,  and  about  7,000  volumes  in  the  Assembly  Hall  of  the 
Walsh,  which  is  also  used  for  a  reading  room.  You  will 
readily  see  that  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  our  Library  is 
practically  useless. 

It  was,  therefore,  a  cause  for  great  rejoicing  when,  a  few 
weeks  ago,  an  alumnus  handed  me  his  obligation  for  $6,000, 
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"to  be  used  for  altering,  equipping  and  furnishing  Convocation 
Hall  as  a  University  Library."  He  stipulated  that  his  name 
should  not  be  published,  but  it  is  known  to  me,  and  some  day 
it  will  be  known  to  you.  He  will  be  held  in  grateful  remem- 
brance by  us  all,  as  will  that  alumnus  who  subscribed  $5,000 
for  the  gymnasium,  and  those  others  who  gave  according  to 
their  ability. 

I  must  also  make  grateful  acknowledgments  of  a  few  gifts 
of  small  sums  of  money  for  special  sets  of  books  that  were 
very  much  needed  for  specific  work  with  certain  classes,  and 
which  perceptibly  increased  the  effectiveness  of  that  work. 

The  use  of  Convocation  Hall  as  a  University  Library  was 
long  ago  authorized  by  your  Board,  but  no  funds  were  avail- 
able for  the  purpose.  This  noble  gift  of  $6,000  from  an  alum- 
nus will  provide  the  most  effective  library  building  in  the 
Southern  portion  of  our  country.  The  forward  half  of  Con- 
vocation Hall,  together  with  Breslin  Tower,  can  be  splendidly 
used  for  the  stacks  for  books,  capable  of  holding  at  once,  it  is 
believed,  not  less  than  100,000  volumes.  The  other  part  now 
occupied  as  a  temporary  gymnasium  can  be  made  into  an  ample 
reading  and  consulting  room,  where  will  be  placed  works  of 
general  reference.  In  the  very  heart  of  the  University  Budd- 
ings, and  easily  accessible  to  students  of  any  department,  the 
realization  of  this  long-felt  want  for  a  fit  storehouse  for  books 
and  ample  facility  for  getting  at  them  practically,  must  revo- 
lutionize all  University  life  and  make  it  at  once  deeper  and 
more  vital. 

Of  course  an  adequate  library  building  will  again  bring 
home  the  need  of  a  permanent  library  endowment,  in  order  to 
obtain  very  necessary  books,  and  Sewanee  again  has  faith  that 
her  alumni  and  friends  will  help  us  here.  A  fixed  income, 
either  from  endowment  or  annual  contributions,  or  both,  is 
one  of  the  first  conditions  for  the  growth  of  the  Library  of  the 
University  in  due  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the  University, 
and  all  of  the  departments. 

There  can  be  no  better  memorial  than  a  long  and  steadily 
growing  list  of  benefactions  of  this  kind  to  the  Library,  for  it 
will  be  used  every  day  by  a  largely  increasing  number  of  stu- 
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dents  and  teachers  of  the  University,  in  ever-growing  propor- 
tion, and  with  steadily  advancing  facilities. 

The  efficiency  of  all  of  the  departments  is  dependent  upon 
the  Library,  whether  regarded  from  the  standpoint  of  student 
or  professor.  The  isolation  of  Sewanee  from  the  centers 
where  great  collections  have  accumulated  makes  it  peculiarly 
incumbent  that  here  a  great  library  should  be  founded  and 
maintained  as  a  citadel  and  refuge  for  the  creative  scholarship 
of  the  South.  With  it  we  can  have  here  a  University  and 
maintain  the  national  standards  of  scholarship ;  without  it,  we 
can  not. 

As  our  library  facilities  are  to-day,  a  professor  who  under- 
takes a  work  of  value  in  the  field  of  humanistic  scholarship, 
and  especially  in  the  field  of  natural  science,  finds  it  necessary 
to  spend  his  winter  vacation  at  the  seat  of  an  Eastern  library. 

This  represents  an  obstacle  and  handicap  which  we  should 
not  impose  upon  our  professors  —  which  we,  indeed,  can  not 
impose  if  we  aspire  to  obtain  and  hold  for  our  professional 
chairs  the  best  men  the  profession  affords. 

What  our  library  is  to-day  is  due  largely  to  individual  gifts 
of  books;  and  what  it  may  become  and  what  it  ought  to  be 
to  hold  its  proper  place  among  university  libraries  might  well 
commend  it  to  the  generosity  of  those  who  desire  to  be  enrolled 
among  our  great  benefactors. 

Dr.  Henneman,  who  has  manifested  such  a  deep  and  active 
interest  in  the  Library,  thus  expresses  himself  in  reference  to 
the  use  of  Convocation  Hall  as  a  library: 

"One  Other  Feature  of  the  Library." 

"However,  even  more  than  a  Library  should  be  contem- 
plated in  this  working  over  of  Convocation  Hall.  Situated 
in  the  center  of  the  University  buildings,  even  as  a  Library  it 
must  become  the  center  of  a  real  University  life.  But  we 
wish  it  to  have  regard  for  our  past,  as  well  as  be  representa- 
tive of  our  present  and  prophetic  of  our  future.  As  a  building, 
practically  fire-proof,  we  wish  it  to  be  the  general  receptacle 
\  for  valuable  books  and  papers  and  documents  and  relics  of 
\     our    founders  —  Bishops    Polk,    Elliott,    Otey,    Green,    Gregg, 
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Quintard,  and  all  the  rest.  Here  should  be  collected  books  I 
not  only  relative  to  the  history  and  literature  and  life  of  eicch  \ 
of  our  several  States,  and  the  rest  of  the  country,  but  the 
portrait's  —  with  memorials  of  every  sort  —  of  those  connected 
with  the  history  of  the  University.  A  small  beginning  has  i 
already  been  made  in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  office.  But  this 
larger  building,  capable  of  indefinite  extensions  in  the  future, 
as  demanded,  should  become  our  Memorial  Hall  and  West- 
minster Abbey,  as  it  were,  as  well  as  Library,  and  should 
grow  so  as  to  become  of  conspicuous  interest  to  every  South- 
erner and  American.  We  wish  the  families  and  friends  of 
our  departed  heroes  to  become  interested  in  our  University 
idea  and  ideals,  and  we  wish  every  Southerner  and  American 
to  feel  that,  in  building  these  foundations  for  the  future,  we 
are  seeking  to  strike  roots  deep  down  in  the  soil,  and  in  reality 
create  what  can  become,  in  the  spirit  of  our  founders,  with  the 
cooperation  of  our  Board,  and  through  the  magnanimity  and 
munificence  of  our  alumni  and  our  friends,  a  Church  Univer- 
sity which  can  at  the  same  time  be  truly  National."

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT. 

It  was  stated  in  my  last  report  that  the  merchantable  timber 
marked  by  the  Bureau  of  Forestry,  Washington,  D.  C,  for 
cutting  this  year,  amounted  to  about  600,000  feet.  I  estimated 
the  income  for  this  year  from  the  Forestry  Department  at 
$1,500,  which  has  been  exceeded  already,  as  the  following 
statement  will  show : 
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By  sale  of  logs,  437,722  feet $4,091  56 

To  expenses,  cutting  and  delivering  logs. 2,691  04 

Net  profit. $1,400  52 

Net  from  sale  of  cross-ties  166  05 

Total  profit. $1,566  57 


Of  this  year's  markings,  there  is  still  to  be  cut  about  100,000 
feet,  perhaps  more. 

The  Bureau  of  Forestry  estimates  that  our  annual  cuttings 
for  the  next  ten  years  will  be  about  the  same  as  this  year, 
although  the  profits  will  vary  in  proportion  to  the  distance  of 
hauling  and  the  condition  of  the  market. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  we  have  an  annual  income 
assured  us  from  our  timber  for  the  next  decade,  and  as  we 
are  working  under  the  intelligent  direction  of  the  Bureau  of 
Forestry,  the  cutting  is  being  done  on  scientific  principles  said 
with  .1  view  to  propagation. 

At  a  slight  expense,  we  have  been  able  to  protect  our  do- 
main from  the  ravages  of  fire. 


BUILDINGS. 

I  have  elsewhere  referred  to  the  building  of  the  three-story 
addition  to  Thompson  Hall,  at  a  cost  of  about  $4,000. 

Work  on  the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  has  suffered  an 
interruption,  which  will,  I  trust,  prove  only  temporary.  Mr. 
Quintard  has  paid  to  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $40,000.  The 
amount  promised  was  $50,000,  and  the  additional  $10,000  is 
needed  for  the  completion.  We  must  then  provide  furniture, 
which  will  cost  about  $5,000.  I  have  hesitated  to  make  an 
effort  to  get  the  money  elsewhere,  through  consideration  of 
Mr.  Quintard,  whose  ill  health  is  responsible  for  the  complica- 
tion. 

We  carry  $239,950  insurance  on  University  property.  All 
the  buildings  are  in  good  repair.

FINANCES. 

Acting  under  the  resolution  passed  at  your  last  annual 
meeting,  "That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
directed  to  employ  at  a  reasonable  charge,  an  expert  account- 
ant to  examine  and  audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  other 
departments  of  the  University,  from  July  20,  1899,  to  January 
1,  1901,  and  that  the  certificates  of  said  accountant  covering 
the  said  period,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  various  departments, 
be  made  a  part  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  Annual  Report  to  the 
Board  at  its  meeting,"  I  desire  to  say  that  I  secured  the  serv- 
ices of  Mr.  V.  S.  Tupper  as  Auditor,  and  his  report  is  here- 
with submitted,  Exhibit  "S."       Mr.  Tupper's  fee  was  $117.50. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  United  States  Government 
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has  refunded  the  National  inheritance  tax  of  the  "Goodwyn 
Legacy,"  but  at  a  cost  to  the  University  of  twenty-five  per  cent 
attorney's  fee.  The  corpus  has  been  credited  with  $1,000,  the 
tax  returned,  and  is  now  $10,000,  as  originally  devised  by  Mr. 
Goodwyn.  The  income  has  been  charged  with  the  amount 
paid  attorney,  $250. 

The  Government  has  also  refunded  the  National  inherit- 
ance tax  of  the  "Cooper  Legacy,"  amounting  to  $408,  which, 
added  to  the  corpus,  $4,375,  makes  the  sum  of  $4,783.  I  rec- 
ommend that  a  portion  of  the  income  be  applied  so  as  to  make 
the  amount  $5,000,  as  originally  devised. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the 
case  of  the  "Cooper  Legacy,"  and  the  State  of  Tennessee,  in 
the  case  of  the  "Goodwyn  Legacy,"  were  not  as  magnan- 
imous as  the  United  States  Government. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  Exhibit  "T," 
for  the  Trinity  Term,  1900,  shows  that  the  following  depart- 
ments are  to  be  credited  with  a  profit:

I  submit  for  your  consideration  Exhibit  "U,"  communica- 
tions from  the  Rev.  William  M.  Pettis,  in  reference  to  the 
Church  Endowment  Society.  Dr.  Pettis  expects  to  visit 
Sewanee  during  the  session  of  your  Board,  and  I  beg  that  you 
will  invite  him  to  address  you  on  this  subject. 

******** 

It  is  my  firm  conviction,  and  I  believe  that  any  one  ac- 
quainted with  University  education  at  large  would  admit  it, 
that  there  is  no  place  in  the  world  where  money  could  be  to- 
day applied  for  educational  purposes,  where  dollar  for  dollar 
it  would  do  so  much  good  and  be  so  much  appreciated,  as  at 
Sewanee.  The  time  must  come  —  I  almost  feel  like  saying 
has  come  —  when  the  rightful  claims  of  this  institution  will 
be  recognized  and  met. 

Great  possibilities  now  open  before  us.  But  to  realize 
these  possibilities,  we  must  keep  in  vital  touch  with  every 
living  graduate  and  in  sympathetic  relation  with  our  entire 
environment.  We  must  realize  that  wherever  an  alumnus 
lives,  there  the  University  lives  in  him  and  speaks  through 
him.  There  are  alumni  residing  in  almost  all  the  important 
centers  of  the  United  States,  but  they  have  never  been  grouped 
together  in  alumni  organizations,  except  in  one  or  two  in- 
stances. The  matter  of  a  complete  organization  of  all  alumni, 
with  means  of  intercommunication,  seems  to  me  one  of  ihe 
most  important  of  our  internal  affairs.  I  am  now  having 
carefully  prepared  a  card  index  file  of  all  old  students,  and  I 
hope  to  visit  Southern  cities  this  winter  and  aid  in  the  organ- 
ization of  branch  associations. 

Another  important  matter  is  the  relation  of  the  University 
to  the  secondary  schools,  and  especially  to  such  as  are  cur 
feeders. 

No  University  can  perform  its  proper  function  unless  it  is 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  schools  from  which  its  students 
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come,  and  has  secured  the  cordial  cooperation  of  those  schools 
in  working  toward  a  common  end. 

Then,  again,  our  Southern  people  must  be  made  to  realize 
that  the  responsibility  for  the  development  of  this  University 
rests  upon  them.  We  are  not  without  evidence  that  feelings 
of  pride  and  affection  in  our  alumni  are  being  aroused,  and  I 
know  of  several  instances  in  which  others  have  made  provision 
for  substantial  bequests  to  this  University. 

I  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  unanimous  and  constant 
cooperation  of  all  members  of  the  Faculty  in  carrying  on  the 
responsible  work  entrusted  to  us,  and  especially  would  I 
record  here  my  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  serv- 
ices of  our  Commissary,  Mr.  R.  L.  Colmore,  and  of  my  secre- 
tary, Miss  S.  A.  Wicks,  who,  during  my  brief  absence  last 
November,  and  my  more  prolonged  absence  during  the  winter 
vacation,  carried  on  successfully  the  work  of  administration. 
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A  careful  reading  of  this  report  will  certainly  reveal  the 
fact  that  the  University  closes  the  last  year  of  the  century  in  a 
comparatively  prosperous  condition.  Its  financial  condition  is 
less  bad  than  ever  before ;  its  numbers  were  never  so  large,  its 
prestige  never  greater.  It  approaches  the  opportunities  and 
duties  of  a  new  century  full  of  courage,  full  of  aspiration,  and 
full  of  hope,  with  a  high  determination  to  strive  with  all  its 
power  to  realize  here  at  Sewanee  the  conception  of  our  ten 
Southern  Bishops  in  1856,  a  University  "for  the  promotion  of 
sound  learning,  social  order,  civil  justice,  and  Christian  truth."

OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that  the 
Committee  met  in  Convocation  Hall,  on  August  2,  1900. 
Present :  The  Bishop  of  Florida,  ex  officio,  Acting  Chancellor ; 
the  Bishops  of  Louisiana,  Georgia,  and  Tennessee ;  Rev.  F.  F. 
Reese,  D.D. ;  A.  T.  McNeal,  and  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  being  a 
quorum  of  the  Committee. 

It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  that  the 
office  of  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department  had  become  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  Prof.  W.  P.  Trent,  and  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor having  recommended  to  the  Board  the  appointment  of 
Prof.  Camerfin  Piggot,  M.D.,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Prof. 
Trent  as  Dean  of  the  Academic  Department,  which  failed  to 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  Prof.  Cameron  Piggot,  M.D.,  be  appointed 
Dean  of  the  Academic  Department  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Prof.  W.  P.  Trent. 

It  having  been  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  to  pre- 
pare and  report  to  the  Board  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  an 
ordinance  or  ordinances,  for  the  discipline,  government,  etc.,  of 
the  Grammar  School,  Messrs.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  Z.  D.  Harrison, 
and  A.  T.  McNeal  were  appointed  a  sub-committee  for  such 
purpose. 

A  communication  from  citizens  of  Tullahoma,  Tenn.,  rela- 
tive to  placing  the  Jessie  May  Aydelott  College  under  charge 
of  the  University,  under  certain  conditions,  having  been  consid- 
ered, the  subject  was  deferred  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 
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A  communication  having  been  received  from  Mrs.  Henri 
Weber,  relative  to  obtaining  the  use  of  a  house  at  Morgan's 
Steep  for  Rev.  J.  A.  Oertel,  D.D.,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  it  would  be  most  gratifying  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  make  the  recognition  of  Rev.  Dr.  Oertel's  gifts 
of  labor  and  love  to  the  University  as  suggested  in  the  com- 
munication to  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  Mrs.  Henri  Weber,  the 
Committee  regretfully  recognizes  that  there  are  no  means  at 
their  disposal  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  the  suggestion. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  transmitted  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  to  Mrs.  Weber. 

The  Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  desira- 
bility of  connecting  with  the  University  work  in  some  one  of 
its  departments  a  distinguished  educator  now  a  resident  of 
Memphis, 

Resolved,  That  there  be  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  Sewanee  on  the  20th  day  of  December,  next,  of  which 
notice  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  all  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee thirty  days  previously. 

It  having  been  ascertained  that  an  error  had  been  committed 
in  placing  the  day  of  Commencement  in  the  ordinance  reported 
to  the  Board  in  reference  thereto,  the  following  preamble  snd 
resolution  were  sent  to  all  the  members  of  the  Committee 
accessible,  viz. : 

Whereas,  By  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees relative  to  the  three-term  system,  it  was  provided  that 
Commencement  should  occur  on  the  last  Thursday  in  June,  and 
by  an  error  of  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances, 
an  ordinance  was  adopted  fixing  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  the  last  Thursday  in  June,  which  would  conflict 
with  Commencement  Day,  as  arranged  in  the  scheme  proposed 
by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  it  being  intended  by  the  Board  and 
the  Committee  that  the  Board  should  meet  one  week  before 
Commencement  Day,  the  resolution  of  the  Board  and  the 
ordinance  being  in  conflict ;  now,  therefore,  we,  the  under- 
signed members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  avoid  the 
trouble  of  such  conflict,  do  agree  to  the  following  resolution, 
viz. :

The  Vice-Chancellor  having  exhibited  to  the  Committee 
the  plans  of  a  proposed  addition  to  Thompson  Hall,  occupied 
by  the  Medical  Department,  and  having  explained  the  cost  of 
such  addition,  and  that  the  funds  from  same  would  be  received 
from  the  income  of  the  Medical  Department. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  erection  of  the  proposed  addition  to  Thompson 
Hall,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars. 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chancelior 
that  the  amount  allowed  to  non-resident  Professors  of  the 
Mediial  School  of  $15  per  visit  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  $25 
per  visit,  including  traveling  expenses,  be  concurred  in.

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  P.  G.  Sears  be  elected  Head- 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  to  take  effect  at  the  beginning 
of  Trinity  Term,  1901. 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  the  compensation  of  the 
Head-Master  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee,  consisting  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor and  Z.  D.  Harrison,  Esq.,  be  appointed  with  authority 
to  renew  the  loan- of  $15,000  made  by  the  Maryland  Life  Insur- 
ance Co.  to  the  University,  or  to  procure  a  loan  for  a  Ike 
amount  from  others,  and  to  pledge  as  collateral  security  there- 
for, whatever  securities  of  the  University  may  be  available  for 
that  purpose,  or  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  it  be- 
comes expedient  to  do  so,  it  may  cause  a  note  of  the  corpora- 
tion to  be  made  and  delivered  to  the  Endowment  Committee  for 
the  sum  of  $15,000,  on  account  of  the  Hill  legacy,  should  it 
become  necessary  to  pay  the  Maryland  Life  Insurance  Co.,  and 
it  be  not  practicable  to  procure  a  loan  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  authorized  to  secure 
the  services  of  some  suitable  person  to  canvass  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  University  for  such  period  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient.

Your  Committee,  realizing  that  the  change  in  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  University  to  January  1st  was  of  the  nature  of  an 
experiment,  and  having  consulted  with  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
are  led  to  believe  that  a  still  further  change,  making  the  fiscal 
year  to  end  on  March  1st,  will  be  expedient.  This  change  will 
enable  the  several  Treasurers  to  make  more  complete  collection 
on  account  of  the  previous  year's  business,  and  will  bring  the 
close  of  the  year's  accounts  two  months  nearer  to  the  time  of 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees.     A  resolution  is  appended. 

A  resolution  is  also  appended  providing  for  an  annual 
auditing  of  all  accounts  by  an  expert  accountant,  and  they 
recommend  its  adoption. 
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Your  Committee,  while  recognizing  gratefully  that  during 
the  past  year  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  borrow  any  money 
for  current  expenses,  can  not  fail  to  perceive  that  we  are  run- 
ning en  a  very  close  margin.  By  the  change  in  the  fiscal  year, 
we  can  not  this  year  give  a  complete  review  of  the  financial 
condition  of  the  University  at  the  present  date.  They  there- 
fore feel  the  grave  necessity  for  extreme  caution  in  estimating 
that  condition  and  in  making  appropriations  for  the  coming 
year.  There  still  remain  outstanding,  among  other  obligations, 
notes  of  the  University  due  the  Bank  of  Winchester  for  $6,000, 
for  which  they  see  no  alternative  except  to  renew  and  carry 
longer. 

The  necessity  which  has  led  the  Board  to  authorize  the 
borrowing  of  over  $2,000  still  further  emphasizes  the  necessity 
for  the  closest  economy. 

Resolved,  That  the  fiscal  year  of  the  University,  in  all  de- 
partments, shall  close  hereafter  on  the  last  day  of  February  of 
each  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  employ  an  expert  accountant  to  examine  and 
audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  other  departments  of  the

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
The  committee,  having  been  completed  at  the  regular 
session  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  on  June  24,  1901,  by  the  re 
election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  D.D.;  the  Rev.  Fred- 
erick F.  Reese,  D.D.;  and  Mr.  John  D.  Shaffer,  to  fill  the 
place  of  A.  T.  McNeal,  Esq.,  resigned,  reorganized  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  Board  and  appointed  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  to  be  held  at  Sewanee,  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  the  Board,  on  December  18,  1901. 

Sewanee,  December  18,  1901. 
The  Executive  Committee  met  pursuant  to  such  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  this  day.  Present:  The  Bishops  of  Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana,  Georgia,  and  Tennessee;  the  Rev.  F.  F. 
Reese,  D.D.;  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight;  and  Mr.  Z.  D.  Harri- 
son. 
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In  the  absence  of  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  the  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D.,  was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tern. 

The  Chair  announced  that  the  first  business  would  be 
the  filling  of  the  vacancy  in  the  professorship  of  Dogmatic 
Theology. 

After  the  reading  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  testimonials 
of  several  clergymen,  the  Rev.  Philip  M.  Rhinelander,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Washington,  was,  upon  the  nomination  of 
Bishop  Sessums,  elected  Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Nelson,  the  Vice  Chancellor  was 
authorized  to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  provide  for  any  emergency  that  may  arise. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  called  the  attention  of  the  commit- 
tee to  the  following  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  its  last  meeting  (see  Minutes  of  1901),  and 
stated  that  in  order  to  make  the  changes  contemplated 
immediately  effective  they  should  be  printed  in  the  forth- 
coming catalogue,  which  was  already  in  print: 

Resolved,  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  requested  to 
formulate  such  modifications  in  the  course  of  University 
studies  as  are  made  necessary  by  the  change  of  the  scholas- 
tic year  from  two  to  three  terms,  and  to  report  the  same 
to  the  Board  at  its  session  in  1902. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  presented  the  suggested  modifica- 
tions and  readjustment  requested;  and,  on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  readjustment  in  the  course  of  Uni- 
versity studies  rendered  necessary  by  the  change  of  the 
scholastic  year  from  two  to  three  terms,  as  recommended 
by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  be  approved,  and  that  the  Vice 
Chancellor  be  authorized  to  print  the  same  in  the  forth- 
coming calendar. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Gailor,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  minister  in  charge  of  Otey  Memorial 
Church  be  authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor, to  select  a  suitable  site  near  the  parish  church  for 
the  erection  of  a  parish  house.

From  the  report  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  Dean  the 
present  year  of  this  department  will  be  nearly,  if  not  quite, 
as  successful  as  the  last  year,  in  spite  of  the  additional  cost 
of  running  the  department  for  a  longer  term  than  the 
previous  years.  G.  H.  Kinsolving,

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Bishop  of 
Georgia : 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  notified  that  the 
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resolution  of  this  Board  on  August  2,  1900,  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  coca-cola  in  the  Supply  Store,  has  not  been  com- 
plied with,  and  that  he  be  informed  of  the  reiteration  of 
that  order  of  this  Board  and  the  insistence  of  the  Board 
upon  this  requirement. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved,  as  a  substitute  for 
this  resolution,  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  two  members  of  the 
Board  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  interview  the  Vice 
Chancellor  and  ascertain  why  the  resolution  passed  two 
years  ago,  forbidding  the  sale  of  coca-cola  at  the  Supply 
Store,  seems  to  have  been  disregarded. 

The  substitute  was,  on  motion,  adopted ;  and  the  Bish- 
ops of  Georgia  and  Tennessee  were  appointed  on  the 
committee  to  interview  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  reported  as  follows  for  the 
Committee  on  Costumes  and  Badges : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  COSTUMES  AND 
BADGES. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of 
determining  the  principle  upon  which  the  costumes  and 
badges  of  the  University,  indicative  of  the  various  honors 
and  degrees,  should  be  made,  respectfully  present  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  University  of  the  South  hereby 
adopts  the  principle  for  the  uniform  manufacture  of  caps, 
gowns,  and  hoods  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Intercolle- 
giate Commission,  which  met  at  Columbia  University  in 
May,  1895,  and  set  forth  by  Messrs.  Cottrell  &  Leonard, 
of  New  York. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  gowns  worn  in  the  University  shall 
be  patterned  as  follows:  Undergraduates,  of  black  stuff, 
round  or  pointed  sleeves;  Bachelors,  of  black  stuff,  with 
long,  pointed  sleeve;  Masters,  of  silk  preferably,  and  long, 
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closed  sleeve,  with  a  slit  near  the  upper  part  for  the  arm; 
Doctors,  of  silk  preferably,  with  round,  bell  sleeve,  gown 
faced  down  the  fronts  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with 
black  velvet  or  velvet  wholly  or  in  part  of  the  degree  color. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  hoods  of  the  various  degrees  shall 
be  of  the  same  material  as  the  gowns,  lined  with  silk, 
showing  the  official  colors  of  the  University,  and  trimmed 
with  velvet  of  the  color  distinctive  of  the  faculty  to  which 
the  degree  pertains — viz.:  Arts  and  Letters,  white;  The- 
ology, scarlet;  Laws,  purple;  Philosophy,  blue;  Science, 
gold-yellow;  Fine  Arts,  brown;  Medicine,  green;  Music, 
pink;  Pharmacy,  olive;  Dentistry,  lilac;  Veterinary  Sci- 
ence, gray;  Forestry,  russet. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  committee  be  continued. 

The  report  was  received  and,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was,  on  motion,  adopted  by  a  unanimous 
vote  of  the  Board : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  hereby  expresses  its  thanks  to 
the  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  D.D.,  for  the  last  of  the  series 
of  allegorical  paintings  presented  to  the  University  by  him 
and  its  appreciation  of  the  instructive  and  reverent  inter- 
pretation of  the  same  as  made  in  his  address  delivered  this 
morning  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  this  Board  and 
others,  coupling  with  it  the  hope  that  the  labor  and  sacri- 
fice involved  in  these  gifts  may  prove  a  stimulus  to  others 
to  furnish  the  University  with  the  products  of  reverent  and 
edifying  art. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow morning. 
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THIED  DAY. 

Tuesday,  June  24,  1902. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  10  A.M.  by  the 
Chairman,  and  the  proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  presented 
by  its  Secretary,  and  the  preamble  and  resolutions  con- 
tained therein  were  taken  under  consideration.  The  re- 
port is  as  follows : 

The  Executive  Committee  further  report  that  the  com- 
mittee met  at  Sewanee  on  June  19,  a  quorum  being  present. 

The  "Vice  Chancellor  informed  the  committee  that  the 
ReT.  P.  M.  Rhinelander  had  declined  to  accept  the  election 
as  Professor  of  Dogmatic  Theology.  After  discussion  and 
the  reading  of  sundry  testimonials  of  persons  who  had  been 
named  to  fill  such  vacancy,  it  was  decided,  in  view  of  the 
near  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  take  no  action 
thereon. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  having  reported  to  the  committee 
his  desire  to  employ  in  the  Grammar  School  an  assistant 
of  more  advanced  experience,  with  a  view  to  greater  per- 
manency, on  motion,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  ob- 
tain such  assistant  at  such  salary  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  his  services. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Nelson,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee — consisting  of  A.  T.  Mc- 
Neal,  Esq.;  Mr.  W.  W.  Hampton;  and  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight- 
be  appointed  to  draft  and  report  to  this  committee  at  the 
earliest  time  possible  a  resolution  or  resolutions  such  as 
they  shall  deem  necessary  and  sufficient  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  University  to  fund  its  entire  outstanding  in- 
debtedness. 

Thereupon  the  committee  took  a  recess,  and  the  Secre- 
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tary  communicated  the  foregoing  resolution  to  the  special 
committee  above  named.  This  committee  wished  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  to  state  to  them  the  particulars  desired 
to  be  embodied  in  such  resolutions;  and  the  Executive 
Committee,  having  carefully  considered  the  same  and  indi- 
cated the  particular  provisions  desired  to  be  embraced  in 
such  plan  for  funding  such  indebtedness  (which  was  fur- 
nished to  said  special  committee  by  their  Secretary),  ad- 
journed to  June  23  to  receive  from  said  special  committee 
their  report. 

The  Executive  Committee  having  again  met  at  8  P.M. 
on  June  23,  and  there  being  present  the  Bishops  of  Louisi- 
ana and  Tennessee,  Rev.  Drs.  Murdoch  and  Reese,  Rev. 
A.  W.  Knight,  and  Messrs.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  and  J.  D.  Shaffer, 
constituting  more  than  a  quorum,  the  following  report  was 
received  from  the  special  committee — to  wit: 
"To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 

the  University  of  the  South: 

"  Tour  committee,  in  response  to  your  request  made  of 
them  to  suggest  some  form  of  action  or  procedure  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  authorizing  a  new  mortgage  and  issu- 
ance of  bonds,  have  had  before  them  the  resolution  of  ap- 
pointment and  the  memorandum  of  information  furnished, 
and  suggest  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees 
in  form  and  manner  as  follows,  which  said  preamble  and 
resolutions,  having  been  read  and  severally  considered, 
were  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  ordered  to 
be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  with  the  recommen- 
dation that  they  be  adopted  by  the  Board — viz.: 

"Whereas  the  Board  of 'Trustees  deem  it  desirable  and 
necessary  to  the  well-being  and  the  interest  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  that  all  its  outstanding  indebtedness  be 
funded — not  only  any  pressing  or  floating  indebtedness, 
but  all  its  obligations  of  every  character,  whether  due  by 
bond  or  otherwise;  that  future  exigencies  of  the  corpora- 
tion be  provided  for;  and  that  any  incumbrances  or  liens 
existing  on  its  property  be  satisfied  and  discharged  under 
the  provisions  of  a  new  mortgage;  it  is,  therefore. 
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"Resolved,  1.  That  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  or  deed 
of  trust  upon  the  entire  domain  of  the  University  of  the 
South,  in  Franklin  County,  Tenn.,  with  all  its  improve- 
ments and  property  (real  and  personal)  thereon,  is  hereby 
agreed  upon  and  expressly  authorized  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid. 

"Resolved,  2.  That  the  amount  of  bonds  to  be  issued  un- 
der, and  secured  by,  said  mortgage  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000) ; 
and  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  same  shall  not  exceed  five 
per  cent  per  annum,  said  interest  to  be  paid  semiannually 
at  the  American  National  Bank,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  said 
bonds  to  fall  due  in  fifty  years,  with  the  option  of  redemp- 
tion in  twenty-five  years. 

"Resolved,  3.  That  the  said  mortgage  and  form  of  bond 
thereunder  shall  be  carefully  prepared  by  the  authority  and 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  this  Board;  and  the  conveyance  shall  be  made  to 
three  trustees,  to  be  named  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board,  whose  powers  and  duties  shall  be  carefully  set 
out  in  said  mortgage. 

"Resolved,  4.  The  said  mortgage,  when  prepared  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  executed  by 
the  Vice  Chancellor,  as  President  of  the  corporation,  and 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  corporation.  The  bonds  issued 
shall  be  signed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor,  as  the  executive 
head  and  President  of  the  corporation,  and  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  corporation,  although  the  coupons  may  have  a 
printed  facsimile  signature  of  the  Treasurer  only. 

"Resolved,  5.  The  said  mortgage  shall  in  clear  and  dis- 
tinct terms  expressly  recognize  and  reserve  all  rights  here- 
tofore acquired  by  previous  dealing  with  the  University, 
such  as  those  of  the  tenants  of  the  University  or  leasehold- 
ers now  or  hereafter  acquired;  and  all  the  powers  and 
rights  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  over  the  domain  in  its 
management  and  development  must  remain  unimpaired,  in- 
cluding the  execution  of  new  leases. 

"Resolved,  6.  An  express  clause  shall  be  incorporated  in 
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said  mortgage  requiring  the  consent  and  demand  of  the 
holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  bonds  outstanding 
before  institution  of  proceedings  for  foreclosure  of  the 
mortgage,  and  in  no  event  may  such  proceedings  be  insti- 
tuted until  ninety  days  have  elapsed  after  default. 

"Resolved,  7.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  fix  the  max- 
imum rate  of  commission,  or  compensation,  to  be  allowed 
the  trustees  in  any  event,  and  shall  provide  for  this  com- 
pensation in  the  body. of  the  instrument. 

"Resolved,  8.  With  the  instructions  above,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  this  Board  are  hereby  given  full  power  to 
carry  into  effect  the  funding  of  our  indebtedness  as  herein 
contemplated;  and  all  the  details  of  preparation,  execu- 
tion, and  completion  of  the  matter  are  committed  to  them, 
with  authority  now  given  to  exercise  the  full  power  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  due 
execution  and  negotiation  of  the  bonds  in  question  not 
specified  in  these  resolutions." 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  asked  thereto: 

Resolved,  That  the  following  items  listed  on  page  81  of 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1901  among  the 
liabilities  of  the  University  be  stricken  from  the  list — viz.: 
Parsons  Memorial  bonds,  $300;  Elliott  Memorial  bonds, 
$1,000;  Academic  Endowment  bonds,  $1,000 — and  that  the 
bond  of  the  University  for  these  amounts  be  canceled.

Resolution  1  was  adopted. 
Eesolution  2  was  adopted  unanimously. 
Resolution  3  was  adopted  unanimously. 
Resolution  4  was  adopted  unanimously. 
Resolution  5  was  adopted. 
Resolution  6  was  adopted. 
Resolution  7  was  adopted  unanimously. 
Resolution  8  was  adopted. 
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The  final  resolution  contained  in  the  report,  with  re- 
gard to  striking  from  the  list  certain  items,  was,  on 
motion  of  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  adopted. 

The  report,  as  a  whole,  was  adopted. 

The  Bishop  of  South  Carolina  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That,  in  providing  for  the  payment  of  the 
debts  of  the  University,  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that 
the  bonds  issued  for  the  sum  of  $300  and  $1,000,  listed 
among  the  liabilities  of  the  University  and  known  as  the 
Parsons  and  Elliott  Memorials,  are  properly  debts  of  the 
University  due  to  those  memorials. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.    Stuck,  the  election  of 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  whose  terms  ex 
pire  this  year,  and  also  of  the  Endowment  Committee, 
was  made  the  special  order  of  business  at  3  o'clock  to- 
day. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theological  De- 
partment was  presented  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  DuBose.  It 
was  received,  and  the  nominations  made  therein  were 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The  report  is  as 
follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Theological  Department,  while 
deploring  the  fact  that  the  number  of  students  is  smaller 
than  for  some  years  past,  are  glad  to  report  to  the  Board 
that  the  financial  condition  of  the  department  is  in  better 
shape  than  ever  before,  the  increased  contributions  having 
allowed  the  Treasurer  not  only  to  guarantee  the  salaries 
of  professors  up  to  the  end  of  the  Trinity  Term,  but  to  pay 
off  nearly  all  of  the  past  salary  debts. 

The  committee  note  the  Treasurer's  report  of  the  money 
invested  for  the  Quintard  professorship  of  Dogmatic  The- 
ology, and  urge  that  further  contributions  be  made  to  the 
$1,333.49  now  in  hand. 
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The  committee  beg  to  nominate  the  following  gentle- 
men for  the  respective  chairs  in  this  department:

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  C.  M.  Beckwith,  D.D.,  General 
Missionary  of  the  Diocese  of  Texas,  be  elected  a  lecturer 
in  the  Theological  Department  on  "  The  Method  of  Sunday 
School  Instruction." 

Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  records  its 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Uni- 
versity by  Professor  Greenough  White,  M.A.,  whose  wide 
and  accurate  learning  and  complete  devotion  to  the  best 
interests  of  Sewanee  were  for  years  an  inspiration  to  both 
students  and  professors,  and  whose  death  was  deeply  de- 
plored by  every  officer  and  student  of  this  institution.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment was  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  the  reso- 
lutions offered  by  the  committee  were  adopted  by  the 
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Board,  and  the  nominations  were  referred  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.     The  report  is  as  follows : 

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    ACADEMIC 
DEPARTMENT. 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  respect- 
fully beg  to  present  the  following  report,  with  the  accompa- 
nying resolutions: 

The  committee  have  had  before  them  the  portion  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor's  report  which  deals  with  the  Academic 
Department,  and  also  the  report  of  Dr.  Cameron  Piggot, 
Dean  of  that  department;  and  through  a  subcommittee 
they  have  had  the  privilege  of  conference  with  the  Vice 
Chancellor  upon  various  matters  connected  with  the  wel- 
fare of  the  University. 

Without  dwelling  in  full  upon  the  special  matters  pre- 
sented to  their  consideration,  they  would  express  a  hearty 
and  abiding  appreciation  of  the  faithful  work  achieved 
and  the  eminent  services  rendered  by  each  of  the  academic 
professors  in  his  respective  department;  and  they  would 
also  record  with  special  acknowledgments  the  instruction 
given  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bevan  in  mental  philosophy,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  work  of  his  own  professorship,  and  the  instruc- 
tion given  gratuitously  in  the  same  school  by  the  Rev.  A. 
R.  Gray. 

Your  committee  realize  that  a  true  compensation  for  the 
insufficient  number  of  academic  students  is  found  in  the 
excellence  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the  student  body, 
as  that  excellence  is  attested  by  the  report  of  the  Vice 
Chancellor;  yet  the  fact  that  during  the  year  1901  the 
number  of  academic  students  was  122,  and  the  further  fact 
that  the  attendance  during  the  Lent  Term  of  1902  was  less 
than  that  for  the  last  term  of  1901,  must  emphasize  anew 
the  need  for  an  increase  of  students  in  this  department. 
As  helpful  to  this  end,  your  committee  would  urge  the 
necessity  of  providing,  for  those  who  desire  it,  board  at 
more  economical  rates  than  obtain  in  the  Hoffman  Dormi- 
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tory,  and  the  necessity  of  establishing  and  developing  such 
courses  of  scientific  study  as  will  enable  the  University  to 
offer  varied  and  complete  technical  training.  Under  the 
first  of  these  heads  we  report,  with  satisfaction,  that  the 
Vice  Chancellor  has  arranged  to  provide  board  at  the  rate 
of  $15  per  month,  in  the  building  formerly  used  as  the 
Grammar  School  Dormitory,  for  those  requiring  that  rate; 
and  in  reiterating  the  need  for  full  technical  development 
of  the  Scientific  Department,  we  would  recommend  an  ap- 
peal for  cooperation  to  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  we  append  a  resolution  on  this  subject. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that,  on  the  whole,  the  recently 
inaugurated  plan  of  dividing  the  scholastic  year  into  three 
terms  has  operated  successfully;  that  evidences  are  re- 
ported of  a  ,:  classical  revival  "  in  the  direction  of  increased 
interest  in  the  study  of  Greek;  and,  without  recommending 
a  resolution  upon  the  subject,  your  committee  would  ex- 
press their  appreciative  sympathy  with  the'  Vice  Chancellor 
in  the  effort  to  arrange  and  advertise  special  courses  of 
study  for  teachers  and  mature  students  during  the  Sum- 
mer Term,  and  would  express  the  belief  that  extensive 
advertisement  of  such  courses  would  prove  helpful  to  many 
such  teachers  and  mature  students  and  bring  them  in  in- 
creasing numbers  to  the  University. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended  for  adop- 
tion: 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  changes  in  the  courses  leading  to 
the  academic  degrees  of  Civil  Engineering,  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  and  Master  of  Arts,  as  presented  in  the  report  of  the 
Vice  Chancellor,  as  "  proposed  by  the  academic  faculty, 
approved  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  authorized  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  their  meeting  in  December  last." 
are  hereby  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Resolved.   2.  That   the  following   professors   be   elected, 
respectively,  to   the   chairs   named   for   the   period  of  five 
years,  and  that  the  following  instructors  and  the  librarian 
as  named  here  be  elected  for  the  period  of  one  year:

On  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  on  Reso- 
lution 5  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Degrees, 
which  had  been  referred  to  said  committee,  was  called 
for  at  4  o'clock  and  made  the  special  order  of  business 
at  that  hour. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Kershaw  presented  the  memorial  tribute 
to  Mrs.  Manigault.  The  Board  listened  to  the  tribute 
standing,  and  at  its  conclusion  the  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote,  as  follows  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  present  a  trib- 
ute to  the  memory  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Morris  Manigault,  a 
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benefactor  of  this  institution,  lately  deceased,  respectfully 
submit  the  following: 

Mrs.  Manigault  was  the  widow  of  the  late  Henry  Hey- 
„  ward  Manigault,  of  South  Carolina.     In  1860  she  removed 

\  \.       her  residence  to  England.     In  1876  Bishop  Quintard,  visit-

,-->-.         ice,  and  especially  the  chalice  belonging  to  the  same. 
~n.  In    recognition   and   appreciation   of  these   gifts   to   the 

University  and  of  Mrs.  Manigault's  interest  in  the  institu- 
tion, the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: 

Resolved,  1.  That  this  Board  has  received  with  sincere 
regret  the  tidings  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Morris 
Manigault,  a  benefactor  of  this  University,  who  through 
many  years  evinced  a  profound  and  active  interest  in  the 
same  by  her  gifts  and  endowments. 

Resolved.  2.  That  the  Board  hereby  places  upon  record 
its  sense  of  obligation  to  Mrs.  Manigault  for  these  benefac- 
tions, and  holds  her  memory  in  sacred  and  affectionate 
regard  as  one  of  those  in  that  succession  of  benefactors 
who  we  pray  may  be  raised  up  to  the  University,  whose 
names  shall  be  perpetuated  as  of  blessed  memory  and 
their  good  deeds  accepted  through  the  sole  merits  of  our 
Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ. 

Resolved,  3.  That  a  copy  of  this  tribute  be  sent  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  to  John  Grimball,  Esq.,  of  Charles- 
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ton,  S.  C,  for  transmission  to  the  surviving  members  of 
Mrs.  Manigault's  family.         Respectfully  submitted,

The  Board  was  called  to  order. 

On  motion,  the  special  order  of  business  was  sus- 
pended in  order  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Grammar  School,  which  was  presented  by  the 
Bishop  of  Louisiana.  The  resolutions  annended  thereto 
were  adopted' seriatim  and  the  report  adopted  as  a  whole, 
as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  GRAMMAR 
SCHOOL. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grammar  School,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  resolution  concerning  the  dietary  and  disci- 
pline of  the  Grammar  School,  and  who  have  had  under 
consideration  the  general  condition  and  work  of  that  de- 
partment, beg  to  present  the  following  partial  report,  with 
the  accompanying  resolutions: 

After  conference  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  upon  the 
subject  of  discipline  and  Sunday  observance  among  the 
Grammar  School  students,  your  committee  are  convinced 
that  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Head  Master  are  earnestly 
endeavoring  to  establish  a  proper  and  reverent  observ- 
ance of  Sunday  by  the  Grammar  School  students;  that  it 
is  a  difficult  problem  with  so  many  young  boys  to  realize 
always  the  true  medium  of  Sunday  observance  between 
undue    laxity   and    undue   rigidity;    that   these   authorities 
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will  strive  to  correct  any  excesses  in  the  direction  named; 
and  believing  that  the  best  results  can  be  obtained  by  leav- 
ing this  disciplinary  matter  to  the  immediate  authorities, 
your  committee  present  no  resolutions  as  to  specific  regu- 
lations. 

Concerning  the  dietary  of  the  school,  your  committee, 
after  investigation  and  inquiry,  are  of  the  decided  opinion 
that  improvement  in  the  preparation  of  the  food  for  the 
Grammar  School  students  is  imperatively  demanded;  that 
more  skillful  help  in  the  culinary  department  is  required; 
that  especially  the  boys  should  be  provided  with  abun- 
dance of  fresh  and  pure  milk;  and  that  a  new  and  larger 
refrigerator  should  be  purchased.  Your  committee  also 
find  that  the  present  hours  of  meals  are  such  that  there 
is  a  period  of  seven  hours  between  breakfast  and  dinner 
and  only  four  hours  between  dinner  and  supper,  and  they 
believe  that  a  change  in  the  present  meal  hours  would  be 
advisable. 

The  following  resolutions  are  presented: 

Resolved.  1.  That  Mr.  Henry  Seibels  be  elected  Head 
Master  of  the  Grammar  School  for  the  period  of  one  year. 

Resolved.  2.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to 
carry  into  effect  the  suggestions  embodied  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs  touching  the  dietary  of  the  department. 

Resolved.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  be  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  report  to  the  Head  Master.

An  election  was  ordered  for  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  and  nominations  were  called  for. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  T.  P.  Gailor,  D.D. ;  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Mur- 
doch, D.D. :  and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks  were  nominated. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  directed  to  cast  the 
ballot  of  the  Board  for  the  nominees. 

The  ballot  was  cast,  and  the  nominees  were  declared 
duly  elected. 
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Nominations  were  called  for  members  of  the  Endow- 
ment Committee. 

The  Rt.  Revs.  Bishops  Cheshire  and  Gailor,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Knight  and  Manning,  and  Messrs.  W.  K.  Miller 
and  W.  D.  Gale  were  nominated. 

A  ballot  was  ordered,  and  Messrs.  McQueen  and  Ker- 
shaw were  appointed  tellers. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  Rt.  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire, 
the  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight,  and  Mr.  W.  K.  Miller  had  been 
elected;  and  the  Chair  so  announced. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department,  and  the  resolution 
appended  thereto  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Gentlemen:  The  Committee  on  the  Law  Department 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  present  Dean  assumed  charge  last  fall,  when  eight 
students  were  in  attendance,  three  of  whom  withdrew  dur- 
ing the  year  for  pecuniary  reasons;  and  of  those  remain- 
ing, two  probably  will  take  their  degree  this  summer. 
While  the  very  small  number  of  students  is  very  discour- 
aging, the  work  done  has  been  excellent  and  the  improve- 
ment has  been  steady. 

The  Dean  assigns  several  causes  for  the  small  attend- 
ance, for  which  neither  he  nor  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee see  at  present  any  remedy;  but  there  is  one  matter 
referred  to  by  the  Dean  to  which  your  committee  desire 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board,  in  the  hope  that  some 
suggestion  may  be  made  that  will  help  toward  the  im- 
provement of  the  condition — viz.,  the  great  cost  of  main- 
taining a  student  while  attending  the  University.  Until 
the  cost  of  living  is  considerably  reduced  we  may  not  hope 
for  any  material  increase  in  the  attendance  of  students. 

It  seems  that  there  is  no  library  connected  with  the  Law 
Department,  but  the  Dean  has  kindly  tendered  to  the  stu- 
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dents  the  use  of  his  private  library.  He  does  not  possess 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  Codes  of  the  States  of  Louisiana 
and  Missouri,  and  asks  that  these  be  supplied.  If  they  can- 
not be  obtained  by  application  to  the  authorities  of  these 
States,  your  committee  recommend  that  a  sufficient  sum 
be  appropriated  for  their  purchase. 

The  department  is  also  very  much  in  need  of  a  set  of 
Reports  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  and  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  same  be  provided,  and  submit 
the  resolution  hereto  annexed: 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
purchase  a  set  of  Reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  and  such  other  volumes  as  may  be  necessary 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Department.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance: 

Resolved,  That  a  levy  of  five  per  cent  on  the  income  of 
all  endowment  scholarships  be  levied  annually  to  be  cred- 
ited on  the  corporation  account  to  the  salary  of  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  administration  expenses  of  such  funds. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stuck,  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on-  Costumes  and  Badges  was  reconsidered. 

After  discussion,  the  committee  were  allowed,  on  mo- 
tion, to  withdraw  the  last  resolution  appended  to  the 
report.  The  report  was  then  adopted  and  the  commit- 
tee continued. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Constitution  and  Ordinances.  The  report 
was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Degrees 
with   reference  to   the  establishment  of  the  honorary  de- 
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grees  of  Doctor  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Letters,  report 
that,  having  considered  the  same,  they  cannot  recommend 
its  adoption,  and  request  to  be  discharged  from  further 
consideration  of  the  subject.        For  the  committee, 

Joseph  Blount  Cheshire. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  moved  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  of  Trustees  requests  the  ed- 
itors of  the  Church  papers  in  the  Dioceses  and  Missionary 
Jurisdictions  connected  with  the  University  to  devote  an 
issue,  or  as  large  a  part  thereof  as  possible,  within  the  next 
six  months  to  setting  forth  the  history,  aims,  and  advan- 
tages of  the  University  of  the  South. 

Upon  the  passage  of  the  above  resolution,  on  motion 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Manning,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen  be  appointed 
by  the  Board  to  take  this  matter  in  hand  and  carry  it  into 
effect. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Lands  and  Buildings.  The  resolutions  appended  to  the 
report  were  adopted,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  one, 
which  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee.  The 
report  is  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  BUILDINGS  AND 
LANDS. 

The  committee  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the 
inauguration  of  the  Library  in  its  beautiful  and  commo- 
dious quarters  has  filled  a  long-felt  want  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  the  generous  gift  of  an  alumnus  who  has  fur- 
nished the  means  for  its  equipment  is  highly  appreciated. 

The  number  of  bound  volumes  added  to  the  Library 
during  the  past  year  is  937 ;  unbound  volumes,  450 — making 
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a  total  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Library,  22,776;   unbound 
volumes,  22,400. 

While  the  Library  is  a  very  valuable  one  and  well  sup- 
plied in  some  departments,  yet  in  order  to  keep  up  with 
the  literary  progress  of  the  age,  new  accessions  to  its 
shelves  are  constantly  needed;  and  it  is  very  desirable  that 
funds  should  be  provided  by  friends  of  the  University  for 
the  purchase  of  new  books,  for  which  the  University  has 
no  funds  available. 

THE  DOMAIN. 

The  scientific  treatment  of  our  forest  growth  has  been 
carried  on  successfully  during  the  past  year,  to  the  im- 
provement of  our  domain  and  with  some  considerable  profit 
to  the  University.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the 
committee  that  $1,000  has  been  given  by  a  friend  of  the 
University,  with  the  promise  of  $500  additional  hereafter, 
for  the  special  purpose  of  improvement  of  the  grounds 
around  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Hall  and  Hoffman  Hall  and  in- 
closing a  portion  of  our  grounds.  It  is  very  desirable  that 
the  central  plat  of  the  University  should  be  entirely  in- 
closed and  the  public  roads  through  it  be  diverted,  so  that 
we  could  possess  a  space  of  500  acres  or  more  devoted  to 
the  University  plant  and  be  enabled  to  remove  all  inside 
fencing,  making  our  grounds  beautiful,  laying  out  avenues 
and  graveled  walks,  and  getting  rid  of  the  intrusion  of 
cattle,  hogs,  etc.,  and  avoid  the  discomfort  of  the  dust  of 
constantly-traveled  roads. 

BUILDINGS. 

Our  buildings  are  generally  in  good  condition,  except 
Walsh  Memorial  Hall,  which  needs  immediately  a  new 
roof.  The  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  which  is  now  the  dor- 
mitory of  the  Grammar  School,  is  satisfactory  in  every 
respect,  but  is  insufficient  to  accommodate  all  the  students 
of  the  Grammar  School.  Two  more  buildings  are  greatly 
needed — a  school  building  for  recitation  and  other  pur- 
poses and  another  dormitory  of  equal  capacity.     The  Gram- 
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mar  School  is  our  most  important  feeder  to  the  Univer- 
sity, and  we  ought  to  have  a  plant  accommodating  not  less 
than  250  students;  and  your  committee  believe  that  num- 
ber could  be  relied  upon  if  we  had  the  necessary  accommo- 
dations. 

Part  of  the  funds  necessary  to  build  and  equip  a  Gymna- 
sium has  been  given,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  balance  will 
be  forthcoming  and  enable  us  to  proceed  with  the  work 
for  which  the  material  is  already  on  the  ground. 

As  the  Educational  Department  has  no  longer  any  need 
for  the  dormitory  formerly  occupied  by  the  Grammar 
School,  we  would  recommend  its  sale  and  that  the  proceeds 
be  applied  to  the  building  of  a  schoolroom  near  Quintard 
Memorial  Hall. 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered 
to  the  liberal  donors  for  gifts  of  valuable  books  to  the 
Library. 

Resolved,  2.  That  some  provision  for  the  purchase  of 
books  for  the  Library  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  educa- 
tional work  of  the  University  in  all  its  departments;  that 
steps  should  be  immediately  taken  for  the  establishment 
of  a  fund  the  income  of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  this  pur- 
pose exclusively;  that  this  subject  be  referred  to  the  Vice 
Chancellor  and  Hebdomadal  Board  for  such  action  as  may 
be  conducive  to  the  accomplishment  of  this  purpose. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  central  buildings  of  the  University 
be  inclosed  with  a  fence;  that  the  public  roads,  so  far  as 
possible,  be  diverted  from  the  present  traveled  roads  which 
pass  near  the  University  buildings. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
renew  the  roof  of  Walsh  Memorial  Hall,  and  with  slate  if 
practicable. 

Resolved,  5.  That  a  school  building  and  an  additional 
dormitory  for  the  Grammar  School  are  great  needs  of  that 
department,  and  should  be  provided  for  as  soon  as  funds 
can  be  had  for  that  purpose. 

Resolved.  6.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to 
make   sale  of  the  old   Grammar   School   Dormitory,   if  he 
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thinks  such  sale  advisable,  and  use  the  proceeds  of  such 
sale  in  the  construction  of  a  schoolhouse  for  the  Grammar 
School  adjacent  to  the  Grammar  School  Dormitory.

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  committee 
appointed  to  interview  the  Vice  Chancellor  with  refer- 
ence to  the  sale  of  coca-cola  that  the  Vice  Chancellor 
stated  that  he  had  never  received  any  official  notice  of 
the  action  of  this  Board. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  that  Drs.  Piggot  and 
Hall  be  requested  to  meet  the  Board  to-morrow  morn- 
ing at  10  o'clock  for  conference  on  this  subject. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  moved  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  carried : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Discipline  and  Order 
be  requested  to  ascertain  and  report  whether  or  not  it 
would  be  desirable  and  expedient  to  fix  the  hour  of  the 
second  chapel  service  on  Sunday  in  the  afternoon  instead 
of  in  the  evening. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  10  o'clock  to- 
morrow.

Wednesday,  June  25,  1902. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  10  A.M.,  and  the 
proceedings  were  opened  with  prayer. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  appeared  and  took  his  seat.

It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  and 
the  Head  Master  that,  on  the  whole,  the  condition  of  the 
Grammar  School  and  the  improvement  of  the  cadets  have 
been  very  satisfactory  during  the  past  year.  Complaints, 
however,  of  a  more  or  less  serious  nature  have  come  to  this 
committee,  and  several  matters  demand  immediate  atten- 
tion. 

The  net  profit  during  the  last  year  from  tuition  was 
$4,788.19;  from  the  Boarding  Department,  $4,876.75.  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  entire  salary  of  Mr.  Colmore 
is  paid  out  of  this  fund — making  a  total  net  profit,  from 
tuition  and  board,  of  $9,664.94.  This  financial  condition  of 
the  Grammar  School  justifies  your  committee  in  recom- 
mending some  absolutely  necessary  improvements  and  a 
larger  expenditure  in  providing  help  in  the  Boarding  De- 
partment.

The  section  of  the  report  relative  to  the  drill  ground 
and  athletic  field  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  resolution  appended  to  the  report  was  adopted; 
and,  on  motion  of  the  Eev.  Mr.  Stuck,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  was  directed  to  send  a  copy  of  said  resolu- 
tion to  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  to  the  Head  Master  of 
the  Grammar  School. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  for  the  Committee 
on  Discipline  and  Order,  and  the  report  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

The  Committee  on  Discipline  and  Order  respectfully 
submit  that  in  the  want  of  referred  topics  they  are  encour- 
aged in  the  belief  that  there  is  little  or  nothing  of  the 
nature  of  a  gravamen — a  rare  and  unprecedented  condition. 

Upon  inquiry  it  has  been  learned  from  competent  tes- 
timony that  complaints  of  disorder  among  the  students  are 
exceptional,  intemperance  is  almost  unknown,  the  general 
standard  of  morality  pervading  the  University  is  of  a  high 
order,  and  the  tone  of  character  is  steadily  improving. 

Your  committee  deplore  the  inconvenience  and  diver- 
sion to  the  students  caused  by  the  presence  of  the  large 
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number  of  summer  visitors  upon  the  mountain.  We  learn 
that  the  effect  is  observed  in  the  low  marks  in  the  Trinity 
Term,  perceptibly  below  the  average  of  other  terms. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  to  the 
advantage  of  the  Grammar  School  and  to  the  congregation 
of  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  that  evening  prayer  be  said  in 
the  afternoon,  as  aforetime,  and  that  when  the  Grammar 
School  attends  it  should  do  so  in  a  body,  and  not  as  strag- 
gling individuals — a  practice  resulting,  as  your  committee 
believe,  in  disorder  and  irreverence;  and  we  direct  the 
attention  of  the  Chaplain  of  the  University  and  of  the 
Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  to  this  report,  with  in- 
structions to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  communicate 
this  action.

The  following  preambles  and  resolutions  were,  on  mo- 
tion of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  adopted : 

Whereas  it  is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  University  of 
the  South  was  among  the  first  literary  institutions  in  this 
country  to  adopt  a  system  of  collegiate  costumes  and 
badges;   and 

Whereas  this  University  has  for  many  years  retained 
its  distinctive  uses,  having  adopted  a  scheme  of  costumes 
and  badges  not  duplicated  nor  confusing,  but  expressive 
and  authentic;   therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  this  Board  does  hereby  recede  from  its 
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action  adopting  the  principles  of  the  Intercollegiate  Com- 
mittee on  Costumes  and  Badges;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  costumes  and  badges  now  in  use  be 
retained  and  used,  supplemented,  if  need  be,  by  competent 
authority,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  this  Board  or  its  suc- 
cessors. 

The  Bishop  of  North  Carolina  reported  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Sanitary  Measures,  and  the  resolution  ap- 
pended thereto  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  beg  leave  respect 
fully  to  report  that  the  only  matter  which  has  come  before 
them  is  the  recommendation  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  re- 
gard to  the  establishment,  in  connection  with  the  Dormitory 
of  the  University  and  the  Grammar  School,  of  the  septic 
tank  system  of  sewerage.  Your  committee  have  given  such 
consideration  to  this  subject  as  the  time  and  circumstances 
have  allowed,  and  they  have  also  conferred  with  the  Vice 
Chancellor  in  regard  to  this  most  vital  matter.  They  are 
much  impressed  with  the  critical  importance  of  the  ques- 
tion of  sewerage,  and  are  favorably  disposed  toward  the 
particular  plan  suggested.  They  are,  however,  unable  to 
give  such  consideration  as  the  character  of  the  questions 
involved  demands;  and  all  that  can  be  done  at  this  time 
is  to  commend  the  subject  to  the  earnest  consideration  of 
the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Committee.

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ANNUAL    REPORT    OP    THE    VICE    CHANCELLOR    OF 
THE   UNIVERSITY   OF  THE    SOUTH   FOR    1901. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

I  have  "he  honor  to  present  herewith  my  ninth  annual 
report  as  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  University.  The  report 
covers  the  period  from  January  1,  1901,  to  March  1,  1902. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  your  Board  at 
the  last  Annual  Meeting,  closing  the  fiscal  year  in  all  de- 
partments on  the  last  day  of  February  of  each  year. 

It  has  been  a  year  marked  by  inevitable  changes,  caused 
by  loss  and  gain  among  officers  and  instructors,  and  to 
these  I  will  first  call  your  attention. 

One  of  the  saddest  of  the  year's  events  was  the  sudden 
and  tragic  death  of  the  Rev.  Greenough  White,  M.A.,  B.D., 
on  July  1,  1901,  only  a  few  days  after  his  resignation  as 
Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History  had  been  accepted  by 
your  Board.  He  was  a  man  of  great  promise;  an  ad- 
mirable teacher  and  lecturer;  an  authority  on  history,  lit- 
erature, and  art;  a  writer  of  growing  reputation.  The  loss 
of  his  able  and  devoted  service  and  of  his  loyal  friendship 
was  deeply  deplored  by  the  whole  University. 

Mr.  White  came  to  Sewanee  in  1885  as  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Modern  Languages  and  Literature  and  as  Assist- 
ant. Professor  of  English  Language  and  Literature.  In 
1886  he  was  Professor  of  Political  Economy  and  History 
and  of  English  Language  and  Literature,  which  position 
he  held  during  the  year  1887.  He  then  left  Sewanee,  but 
returned  in  1893  and  took  the  chair  of  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory in  the  Theological  Department,  serving  in  that  capac- 
ity continuously  until  the  end  of  the  Trinity  Term,  1900, 
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when  serious  mental  disorder  necessitated  his  withdrawal 
from  active  work. 

Mr.  White  was  the  author  of  "  Philosophy  of  English 
Literature,"  "A  Saint  of  the  Southern  Church,"  "  Life  of 
Bishop  Kemper  and  His  Contemporaries,"  frequent  maga- 
zine articles,  etc. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

William  Henry  Johnson,  M.D.,  was  Lecturer  on  Operative 
Surgery  and  Demonstrator  of  the  X  Ray  during  the  years 
1900  and  1901.  He  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  Advent 
Term,  1901. 

Mr.  James  Edward  Miles  became  Instructor  in  Physical 
Culture  in  1892,  and  resigned  at  the  beginning  of  this  Lent 
Term  in  order  to  accept  a  much  more  lucrative  position  in 
Shreveport,  La. 

Mr.  George  Clifton  Edwards,  B.A.,  became  Instructor  in 
English  in  the  Grammar  School  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Trinity  Terra,  1899,  and  resigned  during  the  Trinity  Term, 
1901,  in  order  to  accept  a  position  in  the  public  schools 
of  Dallas,  Texas. 

Mr.  James  Fouche  Matthews,  M.A.,  was  made  Classical 
Assistant  of  the  Grammar  School  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Lent  Term,  1899,  and  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  Advent 
Term,  1901,  in  order  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  law  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.

The  Rev.  Arthur  Howard  Noll  was  appointed  Registrar 
of  the  University  at  the  beginning  of  the  Lent  Term,  1902.

There  are,  therefore,  twenty-nine  States  (including  the 
District  of  Columbia)  and  three  foreign  countries  repre- 
sented. Fourteen  of  these  are  Southern  States— i.  e.,  south 
of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  (fifteen,  counting  the  District  of 
Columbia).  The  other  fourteen  States  are  as  widely  dis- 
tributed as  New  Hampshire,  in  the  Northeast;  Washing- 
ton, in  the  Northwest;  and  Minnesota,  in  the  North. 

The  number  of  students  from  the  Southern  States  is  496; 
from  the  other  States.  48;  and  from  abroad  (Canada,  Cuba, 
and  Japan,  1  each),  3. 
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Tennessee  leads,  with  102  students,  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  year;  Mississippi  comes  next,  with  51;  Georgia 
follows,  with  49;  Louisiana  next,  with  47;  Alabama  and 
Texas,  with  46  each;  Florida,  with  39;  South  Carolina,  with 
38.     The  others  have  less  than  20  each. 

ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  some  important  changes 
made  in  the  courses  leading  to  the  academic  degrees  of 
Civil  Engineering,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  Master  of  Arts. 
These  changes  were  proposed  by  the  Academic  Faculty,  ap- 
proved by  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  and  authorized  by  the 
Executive  Committee  at  their  meeting  in  December  last. 

On  account  of  the  change  of  the  scholastic  year  from  two 
to  three  terms  and  of  the  consequent  readjustment  of 
courses  of  study,  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  some 
slight  and  immediate  modifications  of  the  requirements  for 
degrees.  I  submit  herewith  for  your  approval  the  schedules 
leading  to  these  several  degrees:

The  degree  of  M.A.  is  conferred  upon  students  who  have 
the  Bachelor's  degree  upon  the  completion  of  fifteen  addi- 
tional courses  of  an  advanced  character,  in  accordance  with 
a  plan  submitted  by  the  students  and  approved  by  the  Fac- 
ulty. Students  holding  a  Bachelor's  or  equivalent  degree 
from  other  institutions  will  be  admitted  to  candidacy  for 
the  Master's  degree  on  such  terms  as  the  Faculty  shall 
determine  in  each  case.

(Entrance  requirements  being  satisfied,  the  work  for  this 
degree  will  usually  require  three  years.) 

Prior  to  the  year  1894  the  Academic  Faculty  conferred 
three  kinds  of  Bachelor's  degrees — namely,  Bachelor  of 
Arts,  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  Bachelor  of  Letters.  In  1894 
your  Board  authorized  the  change  whereby  the  courses  lead- 
ing to  these  three  degrees  should  all  lead  to  the  one  de- 
gree, Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  proposition  had  been  under 
consideration  for  a  long  time.     It  was  resisted  mainly  on 
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the  ground  that  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  was  by  long 
usage  understood  to  indicate  attainments  in  the  ancient 
classics,  and  that  it  was  presumptuous,  if  not  unjust,  to 
the  holders  of  that  degree  to  attempt  to  deprive  it  of  its 
historic  significance.  The  change  was  advocated  on  the 
ground  that  the  ancient  classics  were  no  longer  entitled  to  a 
more  honorable  recognition  than  the  other  branches  of 
knowledge  that  are  taught  in  colleges  and  universities,  and 
that  it  was  not  just  or  expedient  to  foster  the  pursuit  of 
the  ancient  classics  by  offering  a  special  premium  for  the 
study  of  them  in  the  form  of  a  distinctive  diploma  to  be 
regarded  as  of  higher  value  than  the  other  diplomas.  The 
historic  argument  long  ago  lost  much  of  its  force  through 
the  action  of  the  majority  of  the  prominent  colleges  and 
universities  in  no  longer  requiring  the  study  of  Latin  or 
Greek  as  a  requisite  to  the  attainment  of  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts. 

It  is  now  felt  that  the  requirements  for  the  attainment 
of  the  Bachelor's  degree  should  be  modified  by  offering  to 
the  student  a  somewhat  larger  liberty  of  election  than  he 
before  enjoyed;  and  so  we  now  propose  five  schedules, 
instead  of  three,  leading  to  the  B.A.  degree.  A  care- 
ful study  of  the  schedules  will  show  that  ordinarily  four 
years  will  be  required  for  the  completion  of  the  course, 
although  an  exceptionally  able  or  well-prepared  student  may 
sometimes  finish  the  work  in  less  time.  Latin  is  required 
in  erery  course;  Greek,  in  three  of  the  five  courses.  In 
one  of  the  courses  the  modern  languages  are  stressed;  in 
another,  philosophy;  in  another,  natural  and  physical  sci- 
ence; and  so  on.  There  is  greater  flexibility;  but  the  stand- 
ard is,  if  anything,  higher  than  ever  before.  We  have  prac- 
tically the  class  system  without  the  disadvantages  of  the 
old  college  curriculum.  The  percentage  of  students  apply- 
ing for  degrees  is  increasing,  and  you  will  be  surprised  and 
gratified  to  learn  that  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  candi- 
dates for  the  B.A.  degree  have  elected  one  of  the  courses 
requiring  Greek. 

At  the  commencement  in  1901  two  students  received  the 
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degree  of  Master  of  Arts;   two,  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts;  and  one,  the  degree  of  Civil  Engineering. 

As  authorized  by  your  Board,  I  appointed  Mr.  Huger 
Wilkinson  Jervey,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  Greek,  with  a  salary 
of  $1,000.  Mr.  Jervey  has  given  much  time  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  students  for  admission  to  university  Greek*  and 
already  there  are  signs  of  a  classical  revival. 

Dr.  Bevan,  who  was  elected  Professor  of  History  (sacred 
and  secular)  at  your  last  meeting,  has  also  given  instruc- 
tion in  Mental  Philosophy,  and  has  been  allowed  an  addi- 
tional salary  of  $125  per  term.  During  this  Lent  Term  the 
Rev.  Arthur  R.  Gray  has,  without  compensation,  supple- 
mented the  instruction  in  Mental  Philosophy. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1901  was  122,  as  against  142 
for  1900 — a  loss  of  20,  although  it  was  a  gain  of  8  over  the 
year  1899.  This  fluctuation  may  be  accounted  for  by  the 
fact  that  29  students  were  advanced  from  the  Grammar 
School  to  this  department  in  1900,  whereas  in  1901  there 
were  only  9.  A  further  investigation,  however,  shows  that 
of  the  29  advanced  in  1900,  26  were  admitted  on  conditions, 
and  that  the  majority  of  these,  after  a  brief  struggle,  find- 
ing themselves  unprepared  for  university  work,  dropped 
out.  We  cannot  expect  any  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  students  in  this  department  until  our  Scientific  Depart- 
ment is  better  equipped. 

While  the  number  of  students  for  this  Lent  Term  is 
even  smaller  than  for  the  last  term,  it  is  generally  conceded 
that  never  has  such  good  work  been  done  by  the  entire 
student  body.  A  university  with  a  relatively  small  num- 
ber of  hard  workers  lays  the  foundation  for  more  solid  suc- 
cess than  one  with  two  or  three  times  the  number  of  idlers 
and  dilettanti.

which,  deducted  from  the  deficit  on  account  of  salaries 
($4,635.02),  leaves  a  net  deficit  in  this  department  of  $1,- 
782.79,  as  against  a  surplus  of  $1,567.70  in  1900.  This  is  due 
to  two  causes:  (1)  The  expenses  on  account  of  salaries  in 
1901  are  $1,025  greater  than  in  1900;  (2)  the  number  of 
students  is  20  less.

THEOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  resignations  of  Professors  Starr  and  White  at  the 
beginning  of  the  scholastic  year  1901  left  vacant  the  two 
important  chairs  of  Dogmatics  and  History.  Dr.  Bevan  at 
once  assumed  the  duties  of  the  latter;  but  the  Rev.  Charles 
H.  Brent,  who  had  been  elected  Professor  of  Dogmatics, 
declined;  and  instruction  in  this  school  has  been  furnished 
gratuitously  by  Dr.  DuBose  and  Mr.  Guerry,  in  addition  to 
their  regular  duties.  The  Executive  Committee,  at  their 
annual  meeting  in  December,  elected  the  Rev.  Philip  M. 
Rhinelander  to  the  chair  of  Dogmatics;  but  he,  too,  de- 
clined ;  and  so  the  chair  is  still  vacant. 

I  submit  the  testimonials  of  all  candidates,  including 
those  which  were  considered  by  the  Executive  Committee 
in  December.  As  a  rule,  I  hesitate  to  make  recommenda- 
tions touching  the  Theological  Faculty;  but  on  this  occa- 
sion I  venture  to  call  your  attention  more  especially  to  the 
Rev.  Wyllys  Rede,  D.D.,  whose  testimonials  are  perhaps 
the  best  and  whose  qualifications  are  known  to  the  ma- 
jority of  your  Board,  and  to  the  Rev.  W.   S.  Bishop,  B.D., 
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of  St.  John's  Chapel,  New  York  City,  who  seems  to  possess 
exceptional  qualifications  for  instruction  in  Dogmatics  and 
Mental  Philosophy.     A  list  of  the  candidates  follows:

In  1901  in  this  department  26  students  were  registered, 
as  against  27  for  1900. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  department  is  better  than 
ever.  My  last  annual  report  showed  a  balance  due  the 
professors  of  $5,601.95,  which  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
(March,  1902)  was  reduced  to  $2,073.75 — and  that,  too,  after 
paying  the  professors  their  salaries  in  full  for  1901.  On 
March  1.  1902,  we  had  cash  on  hand,  $1,676.51,  which,  if 
applied,  would  have  reduced  the  balance  due  professors  to 
$397.24.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  only 
$3,740.06  was  contributed  by  the  Dioceses,  and  that  this 
amount  is  somewhat  less  than  half  of  the  total  amount 
received.     Other  sources  of  receipts  were  as  follows:

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  several  Dioceses,  and  the  following  may  be  relied  upon 
to  pay  their  assessments  in  full  each  year:    Alabama,  Ar- 
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kansas,  Florida,  Georgia,  Kentucky,  Dallas,  Southern  Flor- 
ida, South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Western  Texas — eleven  Di- 
oceses in  all.  The  remaining  six  pay  increasing  amounts 
from  year  to  year,  and  will  doubtless  soon  be  able  to  pay 
their  full  assessment. 

The  action  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  at  their  last  Council 
should  be  an  example  and  inspiration  to  all.  After  raising 
the  amount  due  on  last  year's  assessment,  the  Council  vol- 
untarily raised  the  assessment  for  the  coming  year  from 
$300  to  $1,046. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  is  Exhibit  "  D."  The  Sams 
exhibit  also  contains  a  letter  from  the  Morton  Trust  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  showing  that  the  amount  to  the  credit 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Quintard  professorship  of 
Dogmatic  Theology  is  $1,333.49,  $1,000  of  which  is  invested 
in  bond  and  mortgage,  paying  four  and  one-half  per  cent.

LAW    DEPARTMENT. 

Mr.  Albert  T.  McNeal,  who  was  elected  Dean  of  this  de- 
partment at  your  last  Annual  Meeting,  entered  upon  his 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  Advent  Term — September  2U, 
1901.  Prof.  William  Ephraim  Mikell,  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  rendered  valuable  service  in  this  department 
during  the  last  Trinity  Term.  Dr.  Ramage's  services  are, 
as  heretofore,  about  equally  divided  between  the  Law  De- 
partment and  the  Academic  Department.  The  report  of  the 
Dean  (Exhibit  "E")  calls  attention  to  the  present  condi- 
tion and  needs  of  the  department.  We  may  reasonably  ex- 
pect quite  an  increase  in  the  number  of  students  for  the 
coming  term.     The  financial  statement  is  as  follows:

MEDICAL    DEPARTMENT. 

There  were  227  students  registered  in  1901,  as  against 
207  in  1900 — a  gain  of  20.  This  department  is,  for  the  first 
time,  second  numerically  in  this  State. 

The  gross  receipts  of  the  department  for  the  year  1901 
were:

which  is  $905.88  more  than  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
operating  expenses,  including  salaries  for  professors  and 
instructors  and  all  incidentals  for  the  College  and  Infirm- 
ary, amounted  to  $8,926.25,  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,896.45, 
slightly  in  excess  of  the  profit  for  the  preceding  year.  Of 
this  amount,  $4,796.23  was  expended  for  the  addition  to 
the  building  and  for  steam  heating  and  $471.51  for  appa- 
ratus, making  a  total  of  $5,267.74  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, which,  deducted  from  $5,896.45,  leaves  a  net  bal- 
ance of  $628.71. 

At  the  close  of  the  session  in  December  81  students  were 
graduated  in  medicine  and  19  in  pharmacy. 

In  common  with  other  reputable  schools,  we  now  require 
four  years  for  graduation  in  medicine. 

A  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  Southern  Medical 
Association,  of  which  we  are  a  member,  made  it  necessary 
to  have  a  nine-months'  course,  from  May  1  to  February  1, 
divided  into  two  terms  of  six  months  each,  from  May  to 
November  and  from  August  to  February.  Although  a  pe- 
riod of  only  six  weeks  has  passed  since  the  beginning  of  the 
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first  term,  138  students  are  already  enrolled.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  the  total  number  for  this  year  will  equal  that 
of  last  year;  and,  therefore,  our  net  income  is  likely  to  be 
considerably  less,  inasmuch  as  the  operating  expenses  will 
be  greater  in  consequence  of  the  nine-months'  session. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  (Exhibit  "F")  will  explain  all 
these  matters  more  fully  in  detail. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Infirmary  (Ex- 
hibit "G")  shows  that  87  persons  were  treated  in  the  In- 
firmary last  year,  46  of  the  cases  being  surgical. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

There  were  registered  164  students  during  the  year  1901, 
as  against  169  for  the  preceding  year.  The  slight  decrease 
in  numbers  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  prevalence  of 
scarlet  fever  in  this  community  during  last  fall,  just  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Advent  Term.  A  single  case  in  the  Gram- 
mar School  led  to  the  withdrawal  of  30  students,  9  of  whom 
returned  before  the  end  of  the  term.  As  the  result  of  great 
precaution,  the  fever  did  not  spread,  only  two  other  students 
contracting  the  disease.  The  financial  loss,  however,  was 
very  seriqus,  approximating  $3,000;  and  yet  the  net  profit 
is  greater  than  for  any  preceding  year,  as  follows:

The  report  of  the  Acting  Head  Master,  Mr.  Seibels  (Ex- 
hibit "  H  "),  is  so  full  and  complete  that  it  leaves  very  lit- 
tle further  to  say.  It  shows  an  intelligent  comprehension 
of  the  school  as  it  is  and  a  thorough  appreciation  of  the 
school  as  it  ought  to  be.  I  invite  a  careful  reading  of  this 
report,  and  would  emphasize  the  immediate  need  of  a  drill 
ground  and  athletic  field  in  close  proximity  to  the  Dormi- 
tory. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  Term  the  Quintard  Me- 
morial Hall  was  ready  for  occupation,  furnishing  accommo- 
dation for  the  Head  Master  and  his  assistants  and  90  stu- 
dents. Two  adjoining  residences  were  rented  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  overflow,  but  even  then  we  were  com- 
pelled to  decline  a  number  of  applicants.  Another  Dormi- 
tory is  needed  at  once,  as  well  as  a  permanent  building  for 
recitation  rooms. 

The  administration  of  Acting  Head  Master  Seibels  has 
been  so  satisfactory  that  I  heartily  indorse  his  election  as 
Head  Master. 

ATHLETIC    DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  Sewanee  ranks  first  in 
Southern  college  athletics,  and  this  is  all  the  more  remark- 
able when  we  consider  the  comparatively  small  number 
of  our  students,  our  poorly-equipped  Gymnasium,  and  an 
athletic  field  which  the  Yanderbilt  Hustler  playfully  re- 
ferred to  as  "  a  renovated  cow  pasture."  Our  students  are 
worthy  of  every  consideration  and  encouragement.  Last 
fall  they  were  financially  unable  to  employ  a  professional 
coach,  and  yet  at  the  end  of  the  football  season,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  Mr.  Caspar  Whitney,  they  shared  with  Vanderbilt 
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University  the  first  position,  neither  team  scoring  in  the 
deciding  contest.  In  baseball  this  spring  we  won  the 
championship  from  Vanderbilt  University,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  Vanderbilt  had  the  best  team  in  her  history; 
and  we  were  again  without  the  services  of  a  coach,  except 
for  a  few  days  prior  to  the  final  contest. 

I  submit  preliminary  drawings  for  our  proposed  Gymna- 
sium, for  which  considerable  stone  has  already  been  quar- 
ried. No  further  donations  have  been  made  since  my  last 
annual  report. 

Just  two  days  prior  to  the  opening  of  this  Lent  Term, 
Mr.  J.  Edward  Miles,  who  had  been  our  Physical  Director 
for  the  past  thirteen  years,  resigned.  Mr.  Phelan  Beale,  a 
student  of  the  Law  Department,  was  appointed  as  tempo- 
rary successor,  and  has  rendered  good  service.

"J  "),  showing  net  profit  of  $251.45. 

SUPPLY   DEPARTMENT. 

The  statement  of  the  manager    (Exhibit  "K")    shows 

assets  of  $16,182.88  on  January  10,  1902,  and  liabilities  of 

$5,894.45,  including  capital  stock  of  $5,000,  making  the  net 

assets  $10,288.43,  from  which  are  to  be  deducted  the  net  as- 
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sets,  according  to  the  statement  of  January  19,  1901,  of 
$7,619.92,  leaving  a  net  profit  of  $2,668.51  for  the  period  be- 
ginning on  January  19,  1901,  and  closing  on  January  10, 
1902. 

The  Supply  Store  paid  $1,151.11  as  a  dividend  to  the  cor- 
poration, in  addition  to  six  per  cent  interest  on  the  capital 
stock  of  $5,000. 

HEALTH    DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  Health  Officer  (Exhibit  "L")  calls 
attention  to  an  epidemic  of  measles  in  the  spring  and  of 
scarlet  fever  in  the  fall.  There  were  ten  cases  of  measles 
and  one  fatality  resulting  therefrom — Charles  Pochin 
Orchard,  of  Florida.  A  deep-seated  abscess  developed  in  his 
neck,  calling  for  operative  measures.  Dr.  Samuel  Briggs, 
of  Nashville,  performed  the  operation  successfully;  but  on 
the  eighth  day  following  the  operation  the  patient  died 
from  an  unavoidable  hemorrhage. 

Scarlet  fever  was  prevalent  throughout  the  entire  coun- 
try last  fall,  and  the  cases  which  developed  at  Sewanee  may 
be  attributed  to  the  peddlers  from  the  surrounding  valleys. 
There  were  five  cases  among  the  students — one  in  the  Med- 
ical Department,  one  in  the  Academic  Department,  and 
three  in  the  Grammar  School.  They  were  all  of  a  very  mild 
type,  and  were  soon  convalescent. 

There  were  two  operations  for  appendicitis,  one  of  which 
was  very  complicated;  but  both  recovered,  having  received 
careful  nursing  and  medical  treatment  at  the  Infirmary. 

The  Health  Officer  reports  429  cases  treated  during  1901, 
many  of  which  were  of  a  trivial  nature.  They  necessitated, 
however,  1,410  visits,  which  fact  recalls  to  my  mind  a  re- 
mark Chancellor  Kirkland  is  said  to  have  made  to  a  ma- 
lingering student,  that  "  sicknesses  prevail  within  the  pre- 
cincts of  the  college  in  a  greater  proportion  to  the  deaths 
than  in  any  other  place."  Inasmuch  as  the  Health  Officer 
gives  instruction  in  Botany  and  Physics  in  the  Academic 
Department  and  in  Materia  Medica  and  Physiology  in  the 
Medical  Department,  he  finds  that  his  educational  work 
suffers,  and  now  begs  to  be  relieved  of  the  duties  of  Health 
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Officer.  I  do  not  think  it  possible  for  him  to  stand  longer 
the  physical  and  mental  strain  of  these  combined  duties; 
and,  therefore,  I  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken 
looking  to  his  relief.  Dr.  Hall  is  too  valuable  a  man  to  be 
allowed  to  suffer  from  overwork. 

I  must  again  call  your  attention  to  the  question  of  drain- 
age. A  complete  sewerage  system  is  very  expensive,  and 
will  doubtless  have  to  be  postponed  for  some  years.  In 
the  meantime,  as  a  temporary  measure,  I  have  laid  drain 
pipes  and  made  cesspools  for  our  University  buildings; 
but  infection  will  soon  follow  unless  we  adopt  the  septic 
tank  system  of  sewage  purification  or  some  similar  sys- 
tem. This  is  not  a  question  of  expediency  only;  it  is  a 
question  of  life  and  death. 

I  submit  Exhibit  "  M,"  some  literature  on  the  Cameron 
system,  which  has  been  used  with  success  in  places  simi- 
larly situated. 

THE   UNIVERSITY    CHAPLAIN. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain  (Exhibit  "N")  informs  us 
that  28  students  have  been  confirmed  during  the  year  1901 — 
23  from  the  Grammar  School,  2  from  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment, and  3  from  the  Medical  Department — making  a  total 
of  198  for  the  nine  years  of  our  Chaplain's  tenure. 

The  Chaplain  expresses  his  satisfaction  with  the  reli- 
gious instruction  in  the  Grammar  School,  which  is  now  sys- 
tematized and  given  on  Sunday  morning,  thereby  separat- 
ing sacred  studies  from  those  which  are  secular  and  cre- 
ating a  distinctly  religious  feeling  in  these  classes.  He 
calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  large  majority  of  our 
medical  students  do  not  attend  chapel  services,  as  would 
seem  to  be  required  by  the  statutes.  Very  few  of  these 
students  are  churchmen;  and  inasmuch  as  they  are  all, 
with  few  exceptions,  men,  it  would  be  impracticable  just 
now  to  make  chapel  attendance  for  them  compulsory;  and 
such  is  the  opinion  of  the  Chaplain.  I  note  each  year  that 
our  medical  students  are  identifying  themselves  more  and 
more  with  the  life  of  the  University,  and  we  may  expect  in 
time  to  effect  a  more  complete  unification. 
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In  order  to  improve  our  chapel  music  I  have  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Chaplain  two  scholarships,  which  give 
board  and  tuition  to  two  boys  possessing  good  soprano 
voices  and  some  knowledge  of  music.  We  are  all  most 
grateful  to  the  Very  Reverend  Dean  Knight,  who  has  gen- 
erously loaned  us  his  cathedral  choir  and  organist  for  tho 
services  of  commencement  week. 

THE   UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY. 

All  departments  of  the  University  depend  for  their  ef- 
fective work  upon  the  resources  of  the  Library;  therefore 
the  gift  of  $6,000  for  altering,  equipping,  and  furnishing 
Convocation  Hall  as  the  University  Library  has  been  the 
occasion  for  general  rejoicing.  At  the  time  of  your  last 
meeting  the  books  belonging  to  the  University  were  scat- 
tered in  several  rooms  in  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall,  in  the 
attic  of  Convocation  Hall,  and  on  the  main  floor  of  the  same. 
Some  efforts  had  been  made  at  cataloguing,  or,  rather,  at  a 
rough  classification;  but  the  books  were  not  arranged  iu 
any  order,  sets  even  being  in  different  parts  of  the  Library. 
My  first  step  was  to  alter  and  furnish  Convocation  Hall. 
The  building  was  steam  heated  throughout;  the  basement 
was  drained  and  a  cement  floor  made  at  the  lower  end; 
the  tower  room,  first  floor,  was  furnished  with  partitions, 
providing  cloakrooms,  dressing  rooms,  and  lavatories,  the 
latter  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  The  first  half  of  the 
main  building  was  converted  into  a  stack  room,  with  two 
tiers  of  book  racks,  staircase,  and  balcony;  the  rear  half  was 
converted  into  a  reading  room,  with  bookcases,  ten  tables, 
and  sixty  chairs.  French  plate  glass,  was  substituted  for 
the  stained-glass  windows.  I  then  employed  an  expert  cat- 
aloguer— Mr.  Philip  S.  Goulding,  B.A.  The  books  in  the 
Walsh  Memorial  Hall — together  with  numerous  pamphlets, 
unbound  periodicals  and  college  catalogues,  numbering  per- 
haps 5,000  volumes,  and  as  many  more  unbound  pieces — 
were  transferred  to  the  Library  building.  Before  such 
transfer  the  bound  volumes  had  been  punched  with  the 
University  Library  stamp,  classified,  and  partly  plated  and 
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labeled.  As  they  came  into  the  new  building,  they  were 
arranged  on  the  shelves  of  the  reading  room  according  to 
the  decimal  classification,  roughly  at  first,  later  with  in- 
creasing exactness,  until  they  stood  in  their  exaci  order  on 
the  shelves.  Nearly  all  the  bound  volumes — including  some 
2,000  of  the  government  sheep  set,  about  20,000  in  all — 
were  then  sent  down  into  the  stack  room  from  the  attic 
of  Convocation  Hall,  and  before  December  1  were  arranged 
with  sufficient  care  to  enable  any  book  known  to  be  there 
to  be  found  in  a  short  time.  All  the  books  in  the  reading 
room,  including  several  large  increments  to  those  in  the 
Walsh  Library,  have  been  entered  in  the  accession  book, 
a  rough  shelf  list  made  of  them,  and  plates  and  labels  at- 
tached to  them.  They  are  now,  for  the  first  time  in  the 
Library's  history,  in  proper  order  upon  their  shelves  and 
easily  accessible  to  all,  even  to  those  who  are  little  conver- 
sant with  the  system.  The  unbound  periodicals  have  been  ar- 
ranged and  listed  and  a  record  arranged  for  that  will  ef- 
fectually prevent  gaps  in  any  future  receipts  and  assist  in 
filling  the  gaps  already  existing. 

The  3,000  government  sheep  volumes  and  the  1,500  to 
2,000  Reports  in  cloth  from  the  same  source  have  been  care- 
fully sorted  and  arranged,  so  that  any  desired  volume  or 
Report  is  instantly  found.  About  750  additional  documents 
were  received  from  the  Superintendent  in  December,  and 
are  included  in  the  number  already  mentioned. 

A  card  catalogue  in  dictionary  form  has  been  begun,  and 
the  class  history — embracing  archaeology,  travel,  and  biog- 
raphy, besides  history  proper — has  been  completed,  with 
about  2,300  cards,  representing  some  1,500  volumes.  All 
college  catalogues  and  other  publications  have  been  brought 
together  from  the  several  places  they  occupied  and  a  check 
list  made  of  them.  This  has  also  been  the  case  with  a 
large  number  of  pamphlets,  including  much  material  iD 
French  and  German;  and  a  great  deal  of  valuable,  but 
heretofore  unavailable,  matter  has  been  brought  into  a  con- 
dition where  it  will  be  of  service. 

I  regret  that  funds  were  not  available  enabling  us  to  con- 
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tinue  the  services  of  our  cataloguer.  I  trust  that  this  work 
may  be  resumed  at  an  early  date. 

Very  marked  increase  in  the  use  of  the  Library  and  a 
consequent  interest  in  its  contents  and  resources  are  the 
plainest  indications  that  the  time  and  money  here  spent 
have  been  far  from  thrown  away.  There  are,  of  course, 
many  deficiencies  to  be  filled,  and  perhaps  imperfections  in 
the  work  done;  yet  I  believe  it  may  be  said  with  confidence 
that  few  Southern  universities  have  as  good  a  building  or 
as  good  a  library  in  as  accessible  a  condition  as  this  Uni- 
versity. We  need  very  badly  a  few  hundred  dollars  annu- 
ally for  the  purchase  of  current  publications.  The  report 
of  the  Librarian  (Exhibit  "O")  shows  that  937  bound  vol- 
umes and  450  unbound  volumes  were  presented  to  the  Li- 
brary during  1901  ;  that  20  bound  volumes  have  been  ac- 
quired by  purchase— making  the  total  number  of  bound  vol- 
umes in  the  Library,  22,796;  of  unbound  volumes,  22,400— a 
grand  total  of  45,196  volumes. 

In  the  way  of  current  literature  the  Library  provides  36 
monthlies,  26  weeklies,  9  quarterlies,  2  dailies;  total,  73.

COSTUMES  AND  BADGES. 

At  your  last  Annual  Meeting  your  Board  resolved  to 
adopt  the  intercollegiate  system  of  caps,  gowns,  and  hoods. 
The  Chancellor,  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  and  the  Vice 
Chancellor  were  appointed  a  committee  to  correspond  with 
Cottrell  &  Leonard  and  report  the  details.  I  submit  Ex- 
hibit "  Q,"  letters  and  circulars  giving  the  necessary  infor- 
mation, and  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  suggestions 
made  by  Cottrell  &  Leonard  in  reference  to  the  chevrons. 

DEPARTMENT    OF    FORESTRY. 

The  Bureau  of  Forestry,  Washington,  D.  C,  has  now  in 
press  a  booklet  giving  much  interesting  and  valuable  infor- 
mation concerning  the  University  and  the  care  and  preser- 
vation of  the  Sewanee  forest.  It  contains  a  colored  map  of 
our  entire  domain,  locating  the  buildings,  roads,  springs, 
etc.,  and  also  illustrations  of  our  forest  growth.  It  will  be 
given  the  widest  circulation,  and  will  prove  one  of  the  best 
advertising  mediums.

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It  will  be  noted  that  we  have  cut  51,517  feet  less  this  year 
than  last  year;  and  as  the  expense  of  logging  is  50  cents  per 
1,000  more,  the  net  profit  is  not  as  large  in  proportion. 

For  the  fiscal  year — January  1,  1901,  to  March  1,  1902 — 
the  net  profit  from  our  Department  of  Forestry  is  $1,689.67. 

BUILDINGS  AND  .GROUNDS. 

The  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  was  completed  and  ready 
for  occupation  at  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  Term.  Bishop 
Gailor,  through  whose  efforts  Mr.  George  W.  Quintard  gave 
the  sum  of  $40,000,  secured  an  additional  gift  of  $15,000 
from  Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan.  I  wish  to  acknowledge  here 
my  profound  gratitude  to  Bishop  Gailor  for  his  unceasing 
and  successful  efforts  for  the  completion  of  this  building. 
I  regret  to  say  that  the  total  sum  of  $55,000  was  found  in- 
adequate to  meet  the  additional  necessary  expense  of  wir- 
ing the  building,  laying  sewer  pipes,  fencing,  improving 
the  grounds,  etc. 

The  Quintard  Memorial  is  our  handsomest  building,  and 
will  yield  a  large  annual  revenue,  besides  supplying  a  great 
and  pressing  educational  need.  It  must,  therefore,  be  re- 
garded as  one  of  our  best  permanent  investments.  It  is 
insured  for  $55,000,  making  the  total  insurance  on  all  Uni- 
versity property  $273,450,  the  premium  on  which  is  paid 
to  January,  1904. 

Every  other  building  increases  the  expenses  of  the  Uni- 
versity, while  a  dormitory  adds  to  its  income.  It  adds  to 
the  income  not  only  directly  by  the  amount  it  produces  in 
excess  of  the  cost  of  administration,  but  it  also  adds  indi- 
rectly to  the  income  of  the  University  by  increasing  the 
number  of  students  that  will  be  drawn  to  it. 

There  was  paid  out  last  year  on  account  of  the  addition 
to  Thompson  Hall  and  the  steam  heating  of  the  entire  build- 
ing the  sum  of  $4,796.23,  which  was  fully  covered  by  the 
income  from  the  Medical  Department. 

There  is  needed  at  once  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  placing  a 
new  roof  on  the  Walsh  Memorial  Hall.     Unless  the  repair 
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is  made  immediately  the  damage  to  the  entire  building  will 
be  great. 

During  this  Lent  Term  an  anonymous  friend  has  prom- 
ised to  give  the  sum  of  $1,000  for  improving  the  grounds 
around  St.  Luke's  Hall  and  Hoffman  Hall  and  for  fencing 
in  a  portion  of  our  domain,  thus  enabling  us  to  dispense 
with  the  many  fences  inclosing  the  individual  premises 
and  ridding  our  streets  of  hogs  and  cattle.  This  same 
friend  has  agreed  to  give  $500  more  next  spring. 


BENEFACTIONS. 

Under  this  head  I  must  first  make  mention  of  the  gift 
of  a  sixth  painting  by  the  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel,  D.D., 
which  has  just  been  received.  Years  ago  Dr.  Oertel  pre- 
sented "  The  Shadow  of  a  Great  Rock  "  and  "Jesus  or  Bar- 
abbas."  Then  he  presented  the  four  paintings,  forming  a 
series,  in  which  the  conflict  of  Good  with  Evil  and  the  final 
triumph  of  Good  are  represented,  in  the  first  and  third 
paintings,  during  Old  and  New  Testament  times — that  con- 
flict respecting  mankind;  in  the  second  painting  the  same 
conflict  is  represented,  as  respecting  each  individual  of 
mankind;  the  fourth  picture,  then,  is  the  victory  of  Good — 
of  Christ  and  his  Church— over  Evil.  It  is  my  intention  to 
publish  at  an  early  date  a  little  volume,  with  illustrations, 
containing  a  full  description  of  the  paintings  by  the  author 
himself. 

I  have  invited  Dr.  Oertel  to  visit  Sewanee  during  this 
commencement  as  our  guest  and  to  deliver  some  lectures 
descriptive  of  the  paintings.  Dr.  Oertel  has  accepted  the 
invitation,  and  I  am  glad  that  we  shall  have  the  pleasure 
of  expressing  to  him  in  person  our  deep  appreciation  of  his 
several  benefactions,  representing  as  they  do  long  years  of 
labor  and  self-sacrifice  of  an  accomplished  artist,  of  a  conse- 
crated priest,  and  of  a  devoted  friend  of  this  University. 

Several  benefactions  which  were  acknowledged  in  my  last 
annual  report  really  belong  to  the  fiscal  year  covered  by 
this  report.

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  "  R,"  a  letter 
from  Bishop  Weed,  under  date  of  May  9,  1902,  explaining 
more  fully  the  details  of  this  bequest. 

I  am  also  happy  to  announce  that  another  anonymous 
friend  has  agreed  to  give  $400  annually  for  four  years  to  es- 
tablish a  scholarship,  the  beneficiary  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Bishop  of  Louisiana,  and  that  still  another  anonymous 
friend  has  promised  to  give  an  additional  $500  next  spring 
for  improving  Manigault  Park. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Malcolm  H.  McDowell,  of  Memphis,  Tenn., 
have  generously  given  to  the  University  a  deed  to  the  Nat- 
ural Bridge  and  the  roadway  leading  to  it  from  the  Sher- 
wood road.  The  tract  contains  one  and  one-tenth  acres, 
and  is  one  of  the  greatest  natural  formations  of  the  Se- 
wanee  Plateau.  I  beg  that  you  will  acknowledge  by  special 
resolution  this  much-appreciated  gift.

leaving  a  net  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  of  $1,125.74,  which,  deducted  from  the  deficit  of  1901 
($3,570.07),  leaves  a  net  deficit  for  1901  of  $2,444.33. 

Since  March  1,  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  have 
arisen  obligations  which  will  require  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  the  Finance  Committee;  and  in  this  connection  I 
will  request  your  Board  to  appoint  as  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee  men  of  one  locality,  who  are  conven- 
iently accessible,  and  to  whom  the  Vice  Chancellor  may  go 
at  all  times  for  counsel  and  advice.  The  physical  and  men- 
tal strain  of  administering  a  corporation  like  this,  which  is 
unendowed  and  dependent  upon  its  own  earnings,  is  very 
great — how  great,  only  one  who  has  experienced  it  knows. 
The  Vice  Chancellor  often  feels  the  need  of  the  counsel 
and  comfort  which  such  a  committee  could  furnish.  s 

No  accurate  appraisal  of  the  property  of  the  University — 
its  lands,  buildings,  securities,  libraries,  museums,  appa- 
ratus, and  other  property — has  ever  been  made;  and,  there- 
fore, the  present  value  of  the  property  of  the  University 
is  unknown.  I  am  taking  steps  to  have  a  proper  valuation 
made,  and  will  append  the  same  to  the  Treasurer's  next 
annual  statement. 

Your  Board  has  adopted  the  custom  of  having  all  the 
accounts  of  the  University  and  all  its  financial  transactions 
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annually  examined  by  an  expert  accountant.  This  exami- 
nation is  not  a  matter  of  form,  but  is  a  most  searching  in- 
vestigation. From  the  receipt  of  the  fee  of  each  individ- 
ual student  to  the  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  custodians 
of  the  University,  every  dollar  received,  every  dollar  ex- 
pended, with  the  proper  appropriation  thereof,  is  included 
in  the  audit.  You  will  find  the  certificates  of  the  account- 
ant and  a  written  statement  of  the  duty  performed  included 
in  Exhibit  "  S,"  the  Treasurer's  report. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  will  not  refer,  as  heretofore,  to 
any  of  the  things  of  which  the  University  is  so  greatly  in 
want.  That  the  University  must  wait  so  long  and  work 
so  hard  to  meet  one  by  one  its  many  needs  ought  not  to 
be  in  any  sense  a  discouragement.  Few  realize  that  this 
University,  without  endowment,  is  attempting  to  do  a  work 
which  other  institutions  with  large  endowments  are  not 
accomplishing  without  a  struggle.  Our  productive  fund  is 
less  than  that  of  any  reputable  college  in  this  entire  coun- 
try, the  salaries  paid  our  professors  are  smaller  by  al- 
most one-half,  our  Scientific  Department  is  but  meagerly 
equipped;  and  yet  we  live  and  take  high  rank  among  the 
leading  institutions.  The  basis  of  highest  encouragement 
is  the  awakened  spirit  of  loyalty  and  pride  which  our 
alumni  are  manifesting  more  and  more  every  day  and  which 
all  of  us  will  regard  as  the  source  of  present  strength  and 
the  hope  of  the  University  in  the  future.  And,  again,  the 
South  is  growing  in  wealth  and  population;  and  we  may 
hope  and  believe  it  is  awakening  to  the  intention  that  the 
conception  of  our  founders  shall  soon  be  realized,  and  that 
here  at  Sewanee  shall  grow  a  great  university,  where  all 
branches  of  human  learning  are  taught  and  all  professions 
and  callings — law,  medicine,  theology,  and  teaching;  agri- 
culture, commerce,  trade,  and  industry — are  made  equal, 
a  federation  of  them  all  being  recognized  as  the  only  basis 
of  educational  solidarity;  that  here  shall  be  gathered  the 
representatives  of  every  class  and  station,  of  every  calling 
and  profession,  of  every  political  and  religious  creed,  con- 
stituting a  body  politic,  a  veritable  democracy  of  letters, 
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learning  the  lessons  of  citizenship  as  well  as  of  churchman- 
ship  and  scholarship,  lighting  at  this  great  central  fire 
the  torch  of  truth  and  passing  it  on  from  teacher  to  pu- 
pil, onward  to  the  end  of  time.

all  of  which  have  been  audited  by  Mr.  W.  L.  McFarland, 
an  expert  accountant  employed  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  un- 
der authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
adopted  at  its  last  meeting. 

The  committee  present  herewith  the  certificate  of  the 
auditor,  as  follows:

"  Gentlemen  :  In  accord  with  a  resolution  passed  by  your 
Board  and  at  the  request  of  your  Vice  Chancellor,  I  have 
carefully  examined  the  books  and  various  accounts  kept  by 
your  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  M.  DuBose,  the  University  Supply 
Store,  the  Printing  Department,  and  the  lease  account, 
and  find  the  same  correct  as  shown  by  the  books,  except  a 
few  clerical  errors,  which  were  susceptible  of  immediate 
correction.  I  herewith  hand  you  tabulated  statements 
showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  past  four- 
teen months,  ending  on  March  1,  1902.

The  assets,  it  will  be  observed,  have  increased  by  $66,- 
144.24  over  last  year.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  value  of 
the  Quintard  Memorial  Hall  ($55,000),  the  addition  of  the 
net  assets  of  the  Supply  Store  ($10,149.92),  and  the  esti- 
mated unpaid  rentals  ($4,000) — these  three  items,  less  cer- 
tain items  reported  last  year  of  unpaid  salaries  and  open 
accounts  unpaid.  The  liabilities  have  increased  by  $1,- 
556.68. 

The  committee  cannot  fail  to  emphasize,  as  in  former  re- 
ports, the  growing  seriousness  of  the  financial  condition  of 
the  University  and  the  increasing  difficulty  of  conducting 
its  operations  without  endowment.     This  statement  doubt- 
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less  seems  trite,  and  prophecies  of  impending  disaster  are 
wearisome.  Nevertheless,  the  members  of  this  Board  and 
the  Dioceses  represented  must  absorb  this  fact  and  realize 
that  an  attitude  of  cheerful  anticipation  of  benefactions 
from  other  sections  of  the  country  will  not  meet  the  issue. 

Attention  is  called  tc  the  increased  market  value  of  the 
$50,000  Southern  Railway  bonds  held  by  the  University, 
which  would  seem  to  make  it  desirable  to  sell  them  and 
reinvest  the  money  at  a  higher  rate.  Other  considerations, 
however,  are  to  be  borne  in  mind,  and  the  resolution  ap- 
pended is  intended  to  meet  them. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  has  expressed  his  desire  for  the  as- 
sistance of  a  more  accessible  Finance  Committee  for  con- 
sultation in  emergencies  arising  during  the  year.  Resolu- 
tions are  appended. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  whole  salary  of  the 
Commissary  has  been  charged  to  the  boarding  account  of 
the  Grammar  School.  For  the  sake  of  greater  exactness 
it  should  be  prorated  between  the  Grammar  School  and 
Hoffman  Hall.     A  resolution  is  appended. 

The  resolution  of  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  authorizing  the 
levy  of  five  per  cent  on  the  income  of  all  endowment  scholar- 
ships toward  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University, 
etc.,  which  was  referred  to  this  committee,  is  reported  back, 
with  a  recommendation  that  it  be  adopted,  as  follows: 

"Resolved,  1.  That  a  levy  of  five  per  cent  on  the  income  of 
all  endowment  scholarships  be  levied  annually,  to  be  cred- 
ited on  the  corporation  account  to  the  salary  of  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  administration  expenses  of  such  funds." 

The  following  resolutions  are  also  recommended  for 
adoption: 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  Endowment  Committee  be  in- 
structed to  consult  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  University 
with  reference  to  a  conference  by  him  with  the  donor  of 
the  $50,000  Southern  Railway  bonds  in  regard  to  selling 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  reinvestment  in  order  to  obtain 
greater  income  therefrom. 

Resolved.  3.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed 
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to  appoint  a  subcommittee  of  its  own  members  to  act  as  an 
Advisory  Committee  on  Finance  to  the  Vice  Chancellor. 

Resolved,  4.  That  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Ordinances  be  instructed  to  report  such  amendment  to  Ordi- 
nance XVI.  as  shall  provide  that  the  Finance  Committee 
thereby  created  and  defined  shall  be  appointed  annually  by 
the  presiding  officer  and  its  duties  defined  accordingly. 

Resolved,  5.  That  the  salary  of  the  Commissary  of  the 
University  be  prorated  between  the  receipts  for  board  from 
the  Grammar  School  and  from  the  Academic  Department.

Sewanee,  Tenn.,  Saturday.  June  20,  1903. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
inaugurated  its  Annual  Meeting  by  a  service  in  St.  Au- 
gustine's Chapel  at  9  A.M. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Chan- 
cellor, the  Rt.  Rev.  T.  U.  Dudley,  D.D.,  the  Bishop  of 
Alabama,  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  and  the  Rt.  Rev.

The  Chancellor  delivered  the  Address  of  Welcome  to 
the  Trustees.

The  Board  met  at  9:30  A.M.,  and  the  proceeding? 
were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Chancellor. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Arkansas,  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana, 
and  Mr.  John  M.  Daggett  appeared  and  took  their  seats. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution and  Ordinances  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  report 
that  they  have  carefully  examined  the  Digest  reported  by 
the  committee  known  as  the  "  Revision  Committee."

The  report 
was  received.  Resolutions  Nos.  1,  2,  and  6  were  unani- 
mously adopted ;  resolutions  ISTos.  3  and  4  were  referred 
to  the  Finance  Committee ;  resolutions  Nos.  4  and  5 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
Ordinances.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Academic  Department  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the 
several  matters  referred  to  them  embraced  in  the  report  of 
the  Vice  Chancellor  or  embodied  in  resolutions  of  the  Board. 

1.  They  recommend  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to 
the  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray  and  Prof.  Burr  J.  Raniage, 
Ph.D.,  for  their  generous  and  gratuitous  services  in  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  colleagues  granted  leave  of  absence  dur- 
ing the  year  by  reason  of  ill  health. 

2.  They  recommend  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  ex- 
pressive of  our  regret  for  the  sudden  and  permanent  with- 
drawal of  Dr.  Bevan  because  of  failure  of  health. 

3.  The  necessity  of  making  provision  for  the  teaching  of 
history  in  the  Academic  Department,  now  that  Dr.  Bevan's 
place  is  vacant,  having  become  manifest,  the  committee  rec- 
ommend the  creation  of  the  chair  of  History  and  Econom- 
ics in  the  Academic  Department,  and  nominate  for  it  Dr. 
Ulrich  B.  Phillips,  whose  testimonials  have  impressed  the 
committee. 

4.  They  recommend  the  promotion  of  Mr.  Huger  Wil- 
kinson Jervey,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  Greek,  to  be,  and  to 
have  the  title  of,  Associate  Professor  of  Greek,  and  that 
his  nomination  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Hebdomadal  Board  adopted  a  resolution  on  De- 
cember 2,  1902,  as  follows — viz.:  "That  this  Board  petition 
the  Board  of  Trustees  for  permission  to  allow  them  to  make 
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a  course  in  the  English  Bible  compulsory  in  one  or  more  of 
the  schedule  for  the  degrees  in  Art  whenever,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  it  is  deemed  advisable." 
The  committee  recommend  that  the  petition  be  granted, 
and  append  a  resolution. 

6.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Theological  Faculty, 
the  Hebdomadal  Board  adopted  a  resolution  on  June  2, 
1903,  expressing  their  desire  that  some  person  be  sent  out 
during  the  coming  winter  to  represent  the  needs  of  the  said 
department  in  the  affiliated  Dioceses,  and  that  the  Vice 
Chancellor  be  urged  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Your  committee  approve  the  suggestion  herein 
contained — as  it  relates  not  alone  to  this  one  department  of 
the  University,  but  to  all — and  report  a  resolution  accord- 
ingly. 

7.  The  committee  report  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Jose  Mar- 
tin Selden,  M.S.,  for  the  position  of  Instructor  in  Chemis- 
try, and  recommend  that  he  be  elected  to  the  same  for  one 
year. 

The  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  tendered  to  the  Rev.  Arthur  Romeyn  Gray 
and  Prof.  Burr  J.  Ramage,  Ph.D.,  for  efficient  services  gra- 
tuitously rendered  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  colleagues 
granted  leave  of  absence  during  the  past  year  on  account 
of  ill  health. 

That  the  Board  has  heard  with  sincere  re- 
gret of  the  sudden  and  permanent  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Bevan 
from  the  University  because  of  failure  of  health. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  chair  of  History  and  Economics 
be  created  in  the  Academic  Department,  the  professor  there- 
of to  have  that  title  and  receive  a  salary  of  $. . .  .  annually 
for  his  services. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Mr.  Huger  Wilkinson  Jervey  be  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  and  title  of  Associate  Professor  of  Greek

The  Chair  announced  a  message  from  the  Bishop  of 
East  Carolina  regretting  that  he  could  not  he  present 
on  account,  of  ill  health ;  and,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop 
of  Georgia,  the  Secretary  was  intructed  to  send  a  tele- 
gram of  sympathy  and  regret  to  the  Bishop  of  East  Car- 
olina. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  nominated  for  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Civil  Law  the  Hon.  Edward  Mc- 
Crady,  of  South  Carolina,  and  asked  its  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  Degrees.

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  until  3  P.M.

The  Board  was  called  to  order. 

The  Chair  presented  to  the  Board  the  certificate  of 
the  Trustees-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  together 
with  a  cop)'  of  the  preamble  and  resolution  setting  forth 
the  action  taken  b}'  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  at  the  meet- 
ing of  its  Council  in  May,  1903,  whereby  the  Diocese  of 
Missouri  agreed  to  join  the  federation  of  Dioceses  con- 
trolling the  University. 

The  Rt  Bev.  Daniel  S.  Tuttle,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri, was  present  and  was  introduced  to  the  Board. 

On  motion,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  call  the 
roll  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  and  to  record 
the  aforesaid  action  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

The  roll  was  called ;  and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri :  Rev.  James  R.  Winchester,  D.D. ;  Dr.  Fayette  C. 
Ewing,  and  Wilkin  B.  Shields  were  found  to  be  pres- 
ent. 

The  preamble  and  resolution  are  as  follows: 

The  committee  to  whom   was  referred  that  portion   of 
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the  Bishop's  address  regarding  the  University  of  the  South 
beg  leave  to  report  that 

Whereas  our  Bishop  looks  favorably  upon  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  and  sees  in  it  the  representative  church 
institution  where  work  is  well  done  and  the  student  life  is 
spiritually  guided  aright;   and 

Whereas  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  for  several  years  has 
had  the  subject  of  affiliation  and  cooperation  with  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  said  University  under  consideration;  and 

Whereas  the  University,  through  its  Board  of  Trustees, 
has  given  us  a  cordial  expression  of  its  willingness  to  re- 
ceive the  Diocese  of  Missouri  into  the  federation  of  Dio- 
ceses controlling  the  University;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  concur  in  the  resolution 
communicated  in  1899  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  said 
University,  and  that  the  convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Mis- 
souri be,  and  is  hereby,  requested  to  elect  three  representa- 
tives— i.  e.,  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen — to  take  their 
seats  in  the  Board  at  its  meeting  in  August  next.

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THIRD  DAY. 

Tuesday,  June  23,  1903. 

The  Board  met  at  9:  15  A.M.,  and  the  proceedings 
were  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Chancellor. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read, 
and,  after  corrections,  were  approved. 

The  Rev.  Charles  H.  Lockwood,  D.D.,  appeared  and 
took  his  seat, 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Ordinances  re- 
ported, through  Mr.  Fairbanks,  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution  be  amended 
by  adding,  after  the  word  "  Lexington,"  the  word  "  Mis- 
souri." 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia  reported  as  follows  for  the 
Committee  on  the  Law  Department ;  the  report  was 
received,  and  the  resolution  appended  thereto  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance : 

Your  committee  felicitate  the  Board  upon  the  expecta- 
tion, announced  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  in  his  report,  of 
an  increase  in  attendance  in  the  Law  School.  Examination 
of  the  condition  of  the  department  warrants  this  hope,  and 
we  commend  this  department  as  worthy  of  the  confidence  of 
students  of  law  and  the  interest  of  postgraduates  in  our 
own  institution  and  other  academic  institutions.

Your  committee  appreciate  the  need,  expressed  by  the 
Vice  Chancellor  in  his  report,  for  additions  to  the  Library 
of  historic  works,  specially  of  authorities  in  American  his- 
tory, and  recommend  the  following  resolution  for  adoption: 
Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be,  and  is,  au- 
thorized in  its  discretion  to  make  a  special  appropriation 
for  the  historic  department  of  the  Library.

JVlr.  Fairbanks  presented  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Sanitary  Measures.  It  was  received,  and  the 
resolution  appended  thereto  was  adopted.  The  report 
is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  report  that  the 
report  of  the  Health  Officer  gives  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  general  health  which  has  prevailed  both  among  students 
and  residents,  but  it  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance 
that  some  system  of  sewerage  or  sanitary  devices  should 
be  adopted  to  maintain  health  on  the  mountain.  There 
are  three  methods  now  known  for  such  purposes — viz., 
drainage  through  conduits,  crematories,  and  septic  tanks 
for  purifying  the  discharges  from  drains.  There  is  also 
in  some  communities  a  mode  of  disposing  by  franchise  of 
garbage,  etc.  In  our  present  condition  and  considering  our 
inability  to  incur  any  great  expense,  your  committee  would 
recommend  the  use  of  tile  drains  properly  located  and  con- 
nected,   each   plan  or  system   leading  into  different   chan- 
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nels  of  exit,  arranged  as  far  as  possible  to  carry  out  to  an 
unsettled  portion  of  the  slopes  of  the  mountain.  We  think 
connecting  drain  pipes  of,  say,  four  inches  diameter,  lead- 
ing into  six-inch  or  eight-inch  tile  drain  pipes,  would  ac- 
complish the  present  purposes.  It  is  very  important  that, 
in  this  condition,  our  water  supply  should  be  sufficient  to 
flush  the  drains  at  least  weekly,  and  that  additional  wa- 
ter supply  should  be  procured  from  other  adjacent  springs 
to  be  gathered  into  a  reservoir. 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  present  system  of 
regular  removal  of  closet  deposits  be  adhered  to,  and,  if 
necessary,  with  greater  frequency. 

No  means  should  be  neglected  to  secure  a  good  sanitary 
condition,  and  we  recommend  that  the  drainage  system  by 
tile  pipes  be  at  once  begun  and  applied  where  the  greatest 
necessity  exists,  and  especially  in  connection  with  our  dor- 
mitories. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  authorized  to  con- 
struct drainage  conduits  by  means  of  drain  tiles  as  early 
as  possible  where  most  needed,  having  also  in  view  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  committee  in  this  report  concerning 
increased  water  supply.  William  M.  Beowx,

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  DuBose,  the  following 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  mat- 
ter of  costumes,  badges,  and   hoods   be  recommitted,   with 
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the  request  that  the  committee  confer  with  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor and  report  at  9  A.M.  on  Wednesday. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  reported  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  as  follows: 

Sewanee,  Ten.w,  June  23,  1903. 
The  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  sum  of  $1,500 
as  the  salary  of  the  proposed  Professor  of  History  and 
Economics,  and  report  back  the  resolution  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Academic  Department,  with  the  blank  filled  ac- 
cordingly, as  appended. 

2.  They  recommend  that  the  increase  of  salary  of  Mr.

Your  committee  respectfully  report  that  they  have  had 
before  them  the  reports  of  the  condition  and  work  of  the 
Theological  Department;  and  while  they  deplore  the  r.eces- 
sary  interruption  caused  by  the  lamentable  illness  of  Dr. 
Bevan,  they  are  glad  to  express  their  satisfaction  at  '„he 
work  that  has  been  accomplished  and  the  zeal  and  earnest- 
ness that  characterize  the  school.  To  Dr.  DuBose  and  the 
other  professors  and  assistant  professors,  and  especially 
to  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray,  your  committee  feel  that  the  hearty 
thanks  of  the  Trustees  are  due  for  their  cheerful  and  able 
discharge  of  extra  duties  and  their  unselfish  care  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  department. 

Your  committee  congratulate  the  Dioceses  upon  the  in- 
creased amount  of  offerings  for  this  department,  which 
have  at  last  freed  it  from  all  indebtedness  and  have  placed 
it  upon  an  honorable  and  self-supporting  basis.  Our  only 
regret  is  that  the  dates  of  the  University's  fiscal  year  make 
it  difficult  to  determine  the  amounts  paid  by  the  several 
Dioceses. 

The  whole  University  must  also  rejoice  in  the  fact  that 
Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson  has  had  plans  made  by  a  famous 
architect  for  a  new  chapel  for  the  Theological  Department 
as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  our  friend  and  benefactor, 
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the  late  Rev.   Telfair  Hodgson,  D.D.,  and  one  of  her  chil- 
dren; and  the  work  is  to  be  begun  immediately. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions — viz.: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  be  recommended 
for  reelection,  without  compensation,  as  Instructor  in  the 
Study  of  Religion.

3.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby 
tendered  to  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Gray  for  his  work  and  interest 
in  the  department  during  the  past  term. 

4.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  expresses  its  profound  re- 
gret at  the  illness  of  Prof.  W.  Lloyd  Bevan,  Ph.D.,  and  his 
necessary  retirement  from  the  work  of  the  University. 

5.  Resolved.  That  the  Chaplain  of  the  University  be  re- 
quested, as  Professor  of  Homiletics  in  the  Theological  De- 
partment, to  take  special  charge  of  the  training  of  the  stu- 
dents in  that  department  in  reading  and  elocution. 

6.  Resolved,  That  this  Board  has  heard  with  satisfaction 
of  the  movement  inaugurated  by  the  convention  of  the  Di- 
ocese of  Tennessee  for  the  increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  Quintard  professorship,  and  heartily  commends  it 
to  the  generous  cooperation  of  all  friends  of  Sewanee. 

7.  Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Fred.  K.  Kramer  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Executive  Committee  for  election  to  the 
chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History.

FOURTH   DAY. 

Wednesday,  June  24,  1903. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chancellor  at 
9  ■  30  A.M.,  and  was  opened  with  prayer. 

The  Chancellor  called  the  Bishop  of  Florida  to  the 
chair. 
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The  minutes  of  the  previous  day's  sessions  were  read 
and  approved. 

The  Chancellor  returned  to  the  chair. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  reported  for  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Lands  as  follows,  and  the  resolution  appended 
thereto  was  adopted : 

The  committee  congratulate  the  University  upon  the 
great  improvement,  in  all  respects,  of  the  new  Library 
Hall — its  convenience  and  adaptation  for  its  use  and  the 
increased  use  made  of  it  by  the  students. 

The  number  of  volumes,  bound  and  unbound,  added  to 
the  Library  during  the  past  year  was  1,166.  The  bound 
and  unbound  volumes  now  in  the  Library  number  46,3'39. 

We  reiterate  the  statements  made  last  year  as  to  the  great 
necessity  of  increased  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  scientific  treatment  of  our  domain  inaugurated 
heretofore  has  been  successfully  pursued,  resulting  in  great 
advantage  in  the  preservation  and  renovation  of  our  forest 
growth,  while  a  considerable  revenue  has  been  derived 
from  the  sale  of  timber. 

The  committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  central 
buildings  of  the  University  and  adjacent  grounds  will  soon 
be  inclosed  with  an  external  fence,  and  that  the  improve- 
ment and  beautifying  of  the  grounds  can  thus  be  prosecuted 
to  advantage.  What  has  already  been  done  indicates  the 
capability  of  the  domain  for  being  created  into  a  beauti- 
ful mountain  park,  thus  by  art  adding  to  the  beautiful 
gifts  of  nature. 

The  building  of  the  Gymnasium  upon  the  plans  selected 
will  add  to  the  University  a  noble  plant  for  athletic  exer- 
cise equal  to  modern  requirements  and  second  to  none  in 
the  country.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  funds  for  its  com- 
pletion will  soon  be  forthcoming. 

The  committee  report  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  severally  adopted: 
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1.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Board  be  tendered 
to  the  liberal  donors  for  gifts  of  valuable  books  to  the  Li- 
brary. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted  in  1902,  recom- 
mending that  some  provision  be  made  for  the  purchase  of 
books  and  the  establishment  of  a  Library  Fund  be  renewed. 

3.  Resolved,  That  additional  buildings  are  urgently  re- 
quired for  the  Grammar  School  for  recitation  rooms.

This 
committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  subcommittee  in 
each  Diocese  and  Jurisdiction  connected  with  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  purpose  of  furthering  this  undertaking. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  carried  by  a  unanimous  rising  vote; 
and  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen,  and 
Mr.  W.  D.  Gale  were  appointed  a  committee  to  take 
charge  of  the  matter : 

Resolved,  That  ttris  being  the  tenth  anniversary  of  B. 
Lawton  Wiggins,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  as  Vice  Chancellor  of  the

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  McQueen,  the  Chair  was 
ltquested  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Necrology ;  and 
the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  the  Rev.  Stewart  McQueen,  and 
Mi.

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Grammar  School;  and,  on  their  spe- 
cial request,  that  portion  of  the  report  nominating  the 
Head  Master  of  the  Grammar  School  was  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee.

Resolved,  That  this  Board  express  to  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor, with  all  respect,  its  decided  opinion  that  prolonged 
absences  from  the  mountain  of  football  and  baseball  teams 
is  prejudicial  to  study  and  demoralizing  to  the  regular  hab- 
its of  the  students;  that  the  prescribed  limit  of  ten  days 
in  each  half  year  should  in  no  case  be  exceeded;  and  that 
traveling  on  Sunday  should  in  every  way  be  discouraged. 

Resolved,  further,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  to  the  Dean  of  the  Academic 
Department. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Spearing  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  no  student  in  the  Grammar  School  be 
permitted  to  leave  the  University  domain  without  the  writ- 
ten consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian.

Your  Committee  on  Memorials  present  the  following 
notes,  with  the  accompanying  resolution: 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  sec- 
ond Bishop  of  Mississippi,  died  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  on  No- 
vember 18,  1902.  Bishop  Thompson  was  seventy-two  years 
of  age,  and  had  served  in  the  episcopate  for  twenty  years. 
He  was  one  of  the  ablest  and  most  distinguished  members 
of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  was  a  preacher  of  unusual 
power.  His  contributions  to  the  literature  of  the  church, 
in  the  editorial  columns  of  the  church  papers  and  in  pub- 
lished volumes,  were  original  and  striking,  and  many  of 
them  were  of  lasting  value.  He  was  a  famous  scholar,  a 
great  public  speaker,  and  a  self-sacrificing  and  devoted 
servant  and  apostle  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell,  D.D.,  was  born 
in  Beaufort,  S.  C,  on  December  27,  1849.  He  graduated 
at  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  attended  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary,  in  New  York  City,  for  two  years. 
He  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1874,  and  was  ordained  Priest 
in  1S75.  He  held  charges  at  Griffin,  Ga.,  and  at  Demopolis 
and  Selma,  Ala.  He  was  elected  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama  on  May  18,  1900,  and  was  consecrated 
Bishop  of  Alabama  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Selma,  on  July 
25,  1900.  He  died  in  Selma  on  July  24,  1902.  During  his 
short  episcopate  he  conspicuously  illustrated  that  spirit  of 
Christian  courtesy  and  sympathy  characteristic  of  a  warm 
and  generous  nature,  accompanied  with  a  faithful  and  lov- 
ing discharge  of  his  duties  as  a  Bishop  in  the  church  of 
God,  which  gave  to  him  a  deep  and  strong  influence  for 
good  and  won  to  a  remarkable  degree  the  esteem  and  af- 
fections of  his  people. 

Maj.  Graham  Daves  was  born  in  North  Carolina  and 
resided  in  Newbern,  Diocese  of  East  Carolina.  He  filled 
many  offices  of  honor  and  trust  in  his  native  State,  was  a 
gallant  Confederate  soldier  and  officer,  was  a  gentleman  of 
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culture  and  refinement,  and  was  a  Trustee  of  this  Univer- 
sity from  East  Carolina  for  many  years.  He  died  during 
this  last  spring. 

Resolved,  That  a  conspicuous  page  of  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  be  appropriated  to  the  publication  of 
these  notes.

VICE  CHANCELLOR'S  REPORT  FOR  1902-1903. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Vice  Chancellor  ol  the  University  has  the  honor  to 
present  herewith  his  tenth  annual  report.  It  covers  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  March  1,  1903. 

In  reviewing  the  events  of  the  year,  it  is  natural  to  con- 
sider first  the  personal  changes  which  have  occurred  dur- 
ing that  period. 

DEATHS. 

Two  episcopal  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  have 
passed  away  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting — the  Rt.  Rev. 
Hugh  Miller  Thompson,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Bishop  of  Mississippi, 
and  the  Rt.  Rev.  Robert  Woodward  Barnwell,  D.D.,  Bishop 
of  Alabama. 

Bishop  Thompson  was  born  in  Londonderry,  Ireland,  on 
June  5,  1830,  and  died  in  Jackson,  Miss.,  on  November  18, 
1902,  in  the  seventy-third  year  of  his  age,  the  fortieth  year 
of  his  ministry,  and  the  twentieth  year  of  his  episcopate. 
He  was  consecrated  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi  in  1883,  succeeding  Bishop  Green,  who  died 
in  1887.  Bishop  Thompson  was  a  great  preacher,  a  pro- 
found scholar,  a  distinguished  editor,  and  the  author  of 
many   works  of   merit. 

Bishop  Barnwell  was  born  in  Beaufort,  S.  C,  on  De- 
cember 27,  1849,  and  died  in  Selma,  Ala.,  on  July  24,  1902, 
on  the  eve  of  the  third  anniversary  of  his  consecration  to 
the  episcopate,  in  the  fifty-third  year  of  his  age  and  the 
twenty-ninth  year  of  his  ministry.  He  had  been  rector  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Selma,  for  twenty  years,  and  was  greatly 
beloved  by  the  people  of  that  city  and  of  the  whole  State. 
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The  University  has  lost  a  faithful  friend  and   a   devoted 
Trustee. 

It  will  not  be  inappropriate  to  record  here  the  death  of 
Dr.  Caskie  Harrison,  head  of  the  Brooklyn  Latin  School, 
on  October  12,  1902.  Dr.  Harrison  began  his  professional 
life  at  Sewanee  in  1870  at  the  age  of  twenty-two  years.  He 
was  for  twelve  years  in  charge  of  our  Classical  Depart- 
ment, and  did  more  perhaps  than  any  other  man  to  n-aise 
and  establish  the  educational  standard  of  the  University. 
Moreover,  by  his  energy,  activity,  and  efficiency  he  con- 
tributed in  many  other  capacities  to  the  material,  as  well 
as  to  the  intellectual,  life  and  growth  of  Sewanee;  and  his 
name  must  be  inscribed  high  among  its  builders.  Dr. 
Harrison  continued  to  the  end  the  faithful  friend  of  Se- 
wanee. 

RETIRED. 

It  is  with  sincere  sorrow  that  I  announce  the  loss  of  the 
services  of  the  Rev.  Wilson  Lloyd  Bevan,  Professor  of 
History.  His  sudden  departure,  while  laboring  under  great 
mental  excitement,  at  the  beginning  of  this  Lent  'lerm, 
was  a  shock  to  the  whole  community.  He  was  admirably 
equipped  for  the  duties  of  his  chair.  He  took  his  B.A.  at 
Johns  Hopkins  University;  his  M.A.,  at  Columbia  Univer- 
sity; his  B.D.,  at  the  General  Theological  Seminary;  and  his 
Ph.D.,  w.agna  cum  laude,  at  the  University  of  Munich.  He 
also  attended  lectures  in  philosophy  at  Oxford;  was  or- 
dained Deacon  in  1889;  Priest,  in  1891;  and  is  canonically 
resident  in  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts.  Dr.  Bevan  had 
enjoyed  the  confidence,  regard,  and  affection  of  the  faculty 
and  students.  He  will  not  be  able  to  resume  his  duties 
here.

There  are,  therefore,  twenty-seven  States  (including  the 
District  of  Columbia  and  Indian  Territory)  and  four  for- 
eign countries  represented.  Fourteen  of  the  States  are  South- 
ern States — that  is,  they  are  located  south  of  Mason  and 
Dixon's  line  (sixteen  counting  the  District  of  Columbia  and 
Indian  Territory).  The  other  eleven  States  are  as  widely 
distributed  as  Massachusetts,  in  the  Northeast;  Washing- 
ton, in  the  Northwest;  and  Wisconsin,  in  the  North. 

The  number  of  students  from  States  south  of  Mason  and 
Dixon's  line  is  479;  from  the  other  States,  34;  and  from 
abroad  (Canada,  British  West  Indies,  Japan,  and  Mexico, 
1  each),  4. 

Tennessee  leads,  with  95  students;  Texas  comes  next, 
with  64;  Mississippi  next,  with  54;  Louisiana  next,  with 
50;  Georgia  next,  with  44;  Florida  next,  with  33;  South 
Carolina  next,  with  24.     The  others  have  less  than  20  each. 

ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT. 

In  reviewing  the  conditions  and  needs  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  University,  I  place  the  Academic  De- 
partment first;  for,  in  my  opinion,  the  University's  stand- 
ing among  the  educational  institutions  of  the  country  will 
at  all  times  be-  determined  by  the  condition  of  the  Aca- 
demic Department.  If  it  is  strong,  the  University  will  be 
strong;  if  it  is  weak,  the  University  will  be  weak.  President 
Jordan,  of  Leland  Stanford  University,  recently  said  that  "in 
the  long  run,  the  greatest  university  will  be  the  one  that 
devotes  the  most  care  to  its  undergraduates."  Such  is  also 
my  conviction,  and  I  desire  to  impress  this  thought  and  fact 
upon  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  the  Aca- 
demic Department  will  be  found  the  subsoil  for  the  best 
growth  of  the  professional  schools,  the  best  basis  for  all  the 
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work  of  the  University,  the  best  opportunity  for  the  devel- 
opment of  the  college  life  and  college  spirit.  It  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  then,  that  we  apply  ourselves  to  the 
equipment  of  the  Academic  Department  and  to  the  advance- 
ment of  its  standing,  even  though  it  be  at  the  sacrifice  of 
any  or  every  other  department  of  the  University.  We  must 
never  lose  sight  of  this  fact,  however  pressing  the  needs 
of  other  departments  may  be;  nor  must  we  allow  commer- 
cial considerations  to  influence  our  administration  of  this 
University.  Too  often  we  hear  it  claimed  that  one  depart- 
ment should  receive  a  more  liberal  appropriation  than  an- 
other, because  the  revenues  derived  from  it  are  so  much 
greater,  those  making  such  claim  not  realizing  that  the 
Academic  Department,  although  it  entails  a  large  annual 
deficit,  is  essential  to  the  existence  of  all  the  other  depart- 
ments, giving  life  and  tone  and  character  to  them  all. 

Professor  Babbitt  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for  a 
portion  of  the  Trinity  (1902)  Term  on  account  of  ill  health, 
and  Professor  Ramage  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  dur- 
ing the  entire  Advent  Term  for  a  similar  reason;  but  in 
both  cases  the  work  was  carried  on  by  their  colleagues,  and 
without  appreciable  injury  to  the  courses.  Especially 
would  I  make  acknowledgment  to  Mr.  Gray,  who,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  regular  work,  has  on  several  occasions  rendered 
valuable  service  in  filling  vacancies.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
add  that  Mr.  Gray's  services  are  always  gratuitous. 

The  sudden  and  permanent  withdrawal  of  Dr.  Bevan  at 
the  beginning  of  this  Lent  Term  would  have  occasioned 
serious  embarrassment,  had  not  Mr.  Gray  and  Professor 
Ramage  generously  undertaken  to  carry  on  the  work  of  the 
school,  and  in  both  cases  without  compensation. 

In  consequence  of  Dr.  Bevan's  retirement,  provision  must 
now  be  made  for  instruction  in  both  sacred  and  secular 
history,  which,  I  am  persuaded,  should  no  longer  be  as- 
signed to  one  professor.  The  best  interests  of  the  Academic 
Department  require  that  a  layman  should  be  at  the  head 
of  the  School  of  History,  and  a  layman  would  not  be  ac- 
ceptable for  instruction  in  the  Theological  Department.     I, 
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therefore,  recommend  the  creation,  of  the  chair  of  History 
and  Economics  in  the  Academic  Department  and  of  the 
chair  of  Ecclesiastical  History  in  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment: and  I  nominate  for  the  former  Dr.  Dlrich  B.  Phillips. 
Dr.  Phillips  is  in  his  twenty-sixth  year,  and  is  a  native  of 
Georgia.  His  academic  career  is  as  follows:  A.B.,  1897, 
and  A.M.,  1899,  University  of  Georgia;  Ph.D.,  1902,  Colum- 
bia University;  Fellow  in  History,  1897-1898,  University 
of  Georgia,  and  1900-1902,  Columbia  University;  Tutor  in 
History,  1898-1900,  University  of  Georgia;  Instructor  in 
History,  1902,  University  of  Wisconsin.  He  has  also  stud- 
ied at  Tulane  University  and  at  the  University  of  Chicago, 
and  has  done  some  research  work  in  the  British  Museum. 
Dr.  Phillips  has  specialized  in  American  History  and  Eco- 
nomics. He  would  be  in  thorough  sympathy  with  his  envi- 
ronment. His  testimonials  are  included  in  the  exhibit  of 
this  department. 

Mr.  Huger  Wilkinson  Jervey,  M.A.,  Instructor  in  Greek, 
has  done  such  satisfactory  work  and  given  such  excellent 
promise  that  I  recommend  his  promotion,  with  the  title  of 
Associate  Professor  of  Greek. 

At  the  commencement  in  1902  four  students  received  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

The  total  enrollment  for  1902  was  121,  as  against  122 
for  1901— a  loss  of  1.  It  must  be  remembered,  however, 
that  the  standard  of  admission  is  higher  than  ever,  and 
that  the  requirements  are  being  more  rigidly  enforced.  A 
lesser  number,  therefore,  in  this  department  does  not  indi- 
cate financial  loss;  for  there  is  the  corresponding  increase 
in  the  Grammar  School  and  a  decided  gain  from  an  educa- 
tional point  of  view.

which,  deducted  from  the  deficit  on  account  of  salaries 
($5,786.05),  leaves  a  net  deficit  in  this  department  of  $3,- 
477.01 — greater  than  last  year  by  $1,694.22,  because  (1)  the 
expenses  for  salaries  are  $875  greater;  (2)  the  profits  from 
Hoffman  Memorial  Hall  are  $543.19  less,  owing  chiefly  to 
the  increased  cost  of  supplies. 

Exhibit  "A"  contains  the  report  of  the  Dean,  and  also  a 
petition  from  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  asking  to  be  author- 
ized to  introduce  the  study  of  the  Bible  into  the  degree 
courses  so  soon  as  provision  can  be  made  for  proper  in- 
struction; and,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  practicable. 

THEOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

I  have  elsewhere  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  Rev.  W.  S. 
Bishop,  who  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Dogmatic  Theology  at 
your  last  Annual  Meeting,  entered  upon  his  duties  during  the 
Trinity  (1902)  Term,  thus  completing  the  organization  of 
a  most  harmonious  and  efficient  faculty.  But  Professor 
Bevan  did  not  resume  his  work  at  the  beginning  of  this 
Lent  Term  on  account  of  ill  health;  and  his  subsequent 
undertaking  to  do  so  resulted  in  a  mental  collapse  and  his 
immediate  withdrawal,  thus  leaving  a  most  important  chair 
vacant. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Gray's  services,  we  have  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to  secure  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Atwood,  rector  of 
Trinity  Church,  Columbus,  O.,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  L. 
Wells,    Ph.D.,    dean   of  Christ  Church    Cathedral,   New    Or- 
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leans.  La.,  for  lectures  upon  important  periods  of  church 
history. 

In  response  to  your  invitation,  the  Bishop  of  Alabama 
gave  a  lecture  before  the  students  and  the  community  on 
"  The  Church's  Method  of  Instruction,"  which  aroused  a 
great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Bishop  of  Alabama  can  be  induced  to  give  a  course 
of  lectures  annually  upon  this  important  subject. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel, 
D.D.,  for  three  lectures  on  "  Sacred  Art." 

I  announce  the  following  nominations  for  the  chair  of 
Ecclesiastical    History:

The  Rev.  Frederick  F.  Kramer,  D.D.

Their  testimonials  are  filed  under  Exhibit  "  B." 
Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson  is  taking  steps  to  erect  at  once  a 
memorial  chapel  to  her  lamented  husband,  former  Vice 
Chancellor  and  Dean  of  the  Theological  Department.  The 
chapel  will  be  located  about  60  feet  to  the  south  of  St. 
Luke's  Hall.  It  will  be  built  of  the  Sewanee  sandstone, 
will  be  of  Gothic  architecture,  and  will  have  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  130.  Its  dimensions  will  be  66x24  feet,  exclusive 
of  the  tower,  vestibule,  and  vestry  room;  and  it  will  cost, 
when  completed,  about  $10,000. 

In  this  department  27  students  were  registered  in  1902, 
as  against  26  in  1901 — a  gain  of  1;  but  the  department  loses 
heavily  at  this  commencement  on  account  of  the  graduation 
of  an  unusually  large  class,  perhaps  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  department,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  matriculations 
will  compensate  for  the  losses. 

At  the  last  commencement  2  students  received  the  degree 
of  Graduate  in  Divinity,  and  2  received  the  degree  of  Bach- 
elor of  Divinity.

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  University,  the 
Theological  Department  can  proclaim  that  it  owes  no  man 
anything;  and  this  is,  indeed,  a  cause  for  rejoicing. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Hubbard  Fund  is  $1,- 
091.12. 

The  following  Dioceses  have  paid  their  assessments  in 
full  for  the  past  year:  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Ashevile,  Flor- 
ida, Georgia,  Dallas,  Southern  Florida,  South  Carolina, 
Western  Texas — nine  in  all.  I  wish  that  I  could  add  the 
others  to  this  roll  of  honor.  Worthy  of  especial  mention 
is  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  which  paid  $212.95  for  the  fiscal 
year,  but  which  since  March  1  has  sent  an  additional  $894. 
I  am  also  informed  that  the  same  Diocese  has  voluntarily 
increased  its  assessment  from  $300  to  $500.  Alabama,  in 
the  space  of  one  year,  although  not  the  fiscal  year,  has  paid 
the  largest  amount  ever  paid  by  a  single  Diocese  within 
the  same  period — namely,  $1,106.95.  South  Carolina  is  a 
close  second. 
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The  report  of  the  Treasurer  is  Exhibit  "  C,"  which  also 
contains  a  letter  and  statement  from  the  Morton  Trust  Com- 
pany, of  New  York,  showing  that  the  amount  to  the  credit 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  of  the  Quintard  professorship  of 
Dogmatic  Theology  is  $1,385.24,  $1,000  of  which  is  invested 
in  bond  and  mortgage,  bearing  4y2  per  cent. 

The  profit  from  St.  Luke's  Hall  board  for  1902  is  only 
$97.69.  This  narrow  margin  is  due  to  the  increased  cost 
of  supplies,  which  may  necessitate  advancing  the  board 
rate  from  $13  to  $14  per  month. 

The  report  of  the  Dean  is  Exhibit  "  D." 

MEDICAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  four-year  requirement  for  grad- 
uation there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
students  in  attendance  upon  the  schools  of  medicine  every- 
where. This  requirement  has  affected  us  less  perhaps  than 
any  other  institution.  Furthermore,  we  are  becoming  more 
and  more  exacting  in  our  requirements  for  admission,  in- 
sisting at  the  least  that  the  intending  student  shall  give 
evidence  of  a  good  preparatory  education  and  enforcing 
more  rigidly  a  high  standard  of  graduation.  The  financial, 
or  commercial,  side  of  the  question  is  affecting  us  less  and 
less;  and  while  the  number  of  students  has  fallen  off,  the 
educational  standard  of  our  students  has  risen. 

There  were  registered  201  students  in  1902,  as  against 
227  in  1901 — a  loss  of  26;  but  the  number  of  graduates 
in  1902  was  only  42  (20.9  per  cent),  as  against  81  (38.67  per 
cent)  in  1901  and  98  (47.33  per  cent)  in  1900;  in  other  words, 
the  percentage  of  graduates  in  1900  was  more  than  double 
that  of  1902.

LAW   DEPARTMENT. 

In  this  department  16  students  were  registered,  as  against 
17  for  the  preceding  year — a  loss  of  1.  We  may  confidently 
expect  an  increase  in  number  during  the  coming  term  as  a 
result  of  the  department's  growing  reputation  and  of  some 
judicious  advertising. 

At  the  last  commencement  2  students  received  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Laws.

I  am  pleased  to  announce  a  gift  of  109  volumes  of  the 
English  Common  Law  and  Chancery  Reports  from  R.  W.  B.

Our  Law  Library  is  very  inadequate,  and  funds  are  very 
much  needed  for  the  purchase  of  United  States  Supreme 
Court  Reports,  unless  some  of  our  legal  friends  will  donate 
the  volumes  themselves. 

The  Dean  has  generously  allowed  the  students  the  use 
of  his  own  private  library,  which  is  a  valuable^  one  in  the 
line  of  text-books. 

The  absence  of  Dr.  Ramage  during  the  Advent  Term  on 
account  of  illness  was  unfortunate;  but  the  Dean  assumed 
his  duties,  and  the  work  suffered  no  interruption. 
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The  department  is  steadily  making  character  and  repu- 
tation; and,  notwithstanding  the  slow  growth,  J  have  faith 
in  its  development. 

In  addition  to  Dean  McNeal's  professorial  duties,  he 
has  at  all  times,  by  his  wise  counsel  and  sound  advice, 
greatly  aided  me  in  the  administration  of  the  University 
affairs.

GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

The  year  1902  recorded  the  largest  number  of  students 
ever  registered  in  the  Grammar  School  in  a  single  year — 
183,  as  against  164  for  1901  and  as  against  75  at  the  begin- 
ning of  my  administration,  in  1893;  yet  during  those  ten 
years  there  have  been  five  Head  Masters  and  an  ever- 
changing  corps  of  teachers.  Our  patronage  seems  to  be 
independent  of  any  question  of  efficiency  or  inefficiency  on 
the  part  of  our  teaching  force.  It  is  a  fact  that  our  largest 
increase  followed  a  year  of  greatest  inefficiency;  for  it  is 
the  reputation  of  Sewanee,  established  by  the  Academic  De- 
partment, which  attracts  students. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Seibels,  who  has  been  Head  Master  for  two 
and  one-half  years,  retires  at  the  end  of  this  term,  much 
to  the  regret  of  his  students,  whose  regard  and  affection 
he  has  won.  Mr.  Seibels  abandons  teaching  for  a  life  of 
business,  and  he  will  carry  with  him  the  cordial  regard 
and  best  wishes  of  us  all.  However,  we  must  always  con- 
sider an  apparent  loss  as  an  opportunity  to  strengthen,  and, 
forgetting  the  past,  must  turn  our  faces  to  the  future. 

I  have  made  the  following  appointments  for  the  coming 
year: 

Walter  Alexander  Montgomery,  A.B.,  Ph.D.  (Johns  Hop- 
kins University),  Classical  Assistant.  Dr.  Montgomery  has 
been  connected  with  the  school  since  the  beginning  of  the 
Lent  (1902)  Term.  He  came  highly  recommended  by  his 
master,  Dr.  Gildersleeve.     His  salary  is  $1,000. 

Hubert  Evans,  M.A.,  Ph.D.  (University  of  Leipsic),  Eng- 
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lish  Assistant,  has  already  served  in  this  capacity  here  for 
one  year.     His  salary  is  $850. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Mitchell,  G.D.  (University  of  the  South), 
B.D.  (General  Theological  Seminary),  former  Proctor  of 
the  University,  Assistant  Master,  and  especially  charged 
with  the  religious  instruction  and  immediate  spiritual  over- 
sight of  the  boys.     His  salary  is  $1,000. 

Lyttleton  E.  Hubard,  B.A.  (Hampden-Sidney  College), 
Assistant  Master.  He  has  been  a  teacher  in  one  of  the 
best  Virginia  schools.     His  salary  is  $700. 

Theodore  H.  Jack,  M.A.  (University  of  Alabama),  As- 
sistant Master.     His  salary  is  $500. 

For  the  position  of  Head  Master  I  nominate  Brantz  Mayer 
Roszel,  A.B.,  Ph.D.  (Johns  Hopkins  University),  a  South- 
erner, a  scholar,  and  a  churchman.  Dr.  Roszel  took  his 
Doctor's  degree  in  Science  and  Mathematics,  and  has  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  his  specialties,  coupled  with  a  broad 
general  culture.  As  to  character  and  personality,  he  has 
an  unblemished  reputation,  charm  of  manner,  combined 
with  force  and  energy.  For.  nine  years  he  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  high  schools  of  Washington,  D.  C. ;  and 
the  letters  accompanying  his  application  (Exhibit  "H") 
bear  witness  to  his  ability  as  a  teacher  and  disciplinarian. 
He  has  been  a  diligent  student  of  educational  methods,  and 
will,  I  believe,  place  the  Grammar  School  in  the  front  rank 
of  similar  institutions. 

Thus  organized,  no  school  in  the  South  will  possess  a 
more  efficient  and  better-paid  faculty.  The  teachers  of  the 
three  fundamentals — Classics,  English,  and  the  Sciences — 
will  all  be  specialists,  Doctors  of  Philosophy — two  of  them  of 
Johns  Hopkins  University  and  one  of  the  University  of 
Leipsic;  while  the  other  three  are  well  equipped  and  quali- 
fied for  their  duties. 

I  may  add  that  Dr.  Roszel  is  an  athlete  of  considerable 
reputation,  and,  as  a  teacher  at  the  high  school,  always 
took  charge  of  the  football,  baseball,  and  track  teams,  also 
serving  on  the  Military  Committee. 

Maj.  Mason  Carter,  U.  S.  A.,  will  continue  as  Command- 
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ant;  and  I  wish  to  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  his 
gratuitous  and  faithful  service. 

Capt.  Charles  Miller,  Third  United  States  Infantry,  re- 
cently visited  Sewanee  by  order  of  the  War  Department. 
He  inspected  the  government  arms  and  reviewed  the  mili- 
tary drill.  He  made  a  favorable  and  enthusiastic  report  of 
the  school.

ATHLETIC    DEPARTMENT. 

Forensic  Hall,  which  is  now  being  used  for  gymnasium 
purposes,  is  not  of  the  most  modern  construction,  and,  with 
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its  inadequate  equipment,  does  not  afford  full  opportunities 
for  exercise.  The  classes  in  gymnastics,  conducted  by  Mr. 
Seikel,  the  Director  of  the  Gymnasium,  have  been  well 
adapted,  considering  the  limitations,  to  meet  the  physical 
needs  of  the  students.  We  are  anxiously  awaiting  the  com- 
pletion of  a  section  of  our  new  Gymnasium,  which  will 
furnish  better  facilities  than  we  have  ever  before  enjoyed. 
We  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Seikel,  who  was  formerly  an  instructor  in  the  gymnasium 
of  Columbia  University,  but  is  now  pursuing  his  medical 
studies  at  this  University. 

For  several  years  the  athletic  efforts  of  the  students  have 
been  directed  toward  intercollegiate  contests  in  football 
and  baseball,  the  lack  of  a  track  preventing  the  training 
which  is  so  essential  to  a  participation  in  track  athletics. 

Our  athletic  record  for  1902  is  in  every  way  worthy  of 
our  established  reputation.  In  both  contests  we  won  the 
championship  over  our  strongest  rival,  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity, snatching  victory  from  defeat  in  games  replete  with 
sensational  features.  The  record  of  the  baseball  team  of 
1903  belongs  to  my  next  report,  and  I  need  not  anticipate  its 
recital. 

The  report  of  the  Director  is  Exhibit  "J." 

The  statement  of  receipts  from  Gymnasium  fees  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  salary  of  the  Physical  Director  shows 
a  larger  net  profit  than  usual  on  account  of  a  temporary 
advantageous  arrangement  with  the  Director,  who  is  at  the 
same  time  taking  a  course  in  the  Medical  Department.

SUPPLiT    DEPARTMENT. 

On  January  6,  1903,  as  is  the  custom  at  the  beginning 
of  every  year,  a  careful  inventory  of  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  this  department  was  made,  and,  as  the  statement 
of  the  Manager  (Exhibit  "L")  will  show,  with  the  follow- 
ing results:

This  amount  does  not  include  6  per  cent  on  the  capital 
stock  ($5,000)  paid  to  the  University,  which  would  make 
the  net  profit  for  the  year  $2,987.96. 

An  annex  to  the  Supply  Store  has  been  built  at  a  cost  of 
$1,718.91.  It  was  found  necessary  to  provide  offices  for 
(1)  the  Manager  of  the  Supply  Store,  (2)  the  Bookkeeper, 
(3)  the  University  Treasurer,  (4)  a  branch  of  the  B^ink 
of  Winchester,  thus  greatly  facilitating  the  work  of  admin- 
istration and  furnishing  the  community  with  banking  con- 
veniences. The  Bank  of  Winchester  is  to  pay  one-half  the 
salary  of  the  bookkeeper  and  to  share  the  expense  of  the 
interior  furnishings. 
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HEALTH   DEPARTMENT. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Hall's  resignation  as  Health  Officer  took  effect 
on  July  23,  1902.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  George  C.  Bal- 
lard, who  performed  the  dutier:  until  the  close  of  the  Ad- 
vent Term  in  December,  when  he  accepted  an  appointment 
with  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  as  surgeon.  Ac  the 
beginning  of  this  Lent  Term,  Dr.  H.  A.  West,  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Hodgson  Memorial  Infirmary,  assumed  the  du- 
ties of  the  position. 

I  submit  Exhibit  "  M,"  Dr.  Hall's  report  from  March 
20,  1902,  to  July  23,  1902,  and  Dr.  Ballard's  report  from 
July  23  to  the  end  of  the  Advent  Term. 

There  were  fewer  sases  of  serious  illness  in  1902  than 
in  any  other  year  that  I  can  recall.  Such  cases  are  im- 
mediately transferred  to  the  Infirmary,  where  they  receive 
every  care  and  attention. 

Although  your  Board  has  authorized  the  Vice  Chancellor 
and  the  Executive  Committee  to  establish  the  septic  cank 
system  of  sewage  purification  as  soon  as  they  shall  find  the 
same  practicable,  I  regret  to  say  that  available  funds  are 
still  lacking,  although  the  need  grows  daily  more  pressing. 

THE    UNIVERSITY   CHAPLAIN. 

I  heartily  concur  with  the  Church  Board  of  Regents  that 
"  Oxford  and  Cambridge  would  not  be  themselves,  if  their 
libraries,  colleges,  laboratories,  and  museums  were  en- 
riched tenfold,  had  they  not  their  chapels,  churches,  potent 
pulpits,  and  attractive  services.  There  is  a  breadth  and 
a  depth  of  culture  which  can  come  to  any  national  life 
only  when  the  great  universities  are  pervaded  with  the 
spirit  of  religion  and  faith,  as  well  as  with  that  of  re- 
search." It  is  our  constant  effort  to  make  the  chapel  serv- 
ices more  and  more  attractive  and  to  make  the  chapel  the 
center  of  all  University  life  and  activity.  Realizing  that 
music  is  an  important  feature  in  effecting  this,  I  have 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Chaplain  two  scholarships, 
which  are  now  held  by  two  choir  boys.     We  all  share  the 
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Chaplain's  sorrow  and  regret  that  our  present  faithful  and 
efficient  organist,  Mr.  S.  Moylan  Bird,  will  leave  us  at  the 
end  of  this  term,  graduating  from  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Bird  has  been  organist  for  seven  years;  and  his 
loss  will  be  felt  from  a  personal,  as  well  as  from  a  profes- 
sional, point  of  view.  Mr.  William  S.  Crolley,  of  New 
York,  will  succeed  Mr.  Bird.  He  comes  to  us  highly  rec- 
ommended by  Dr.  Stubbs,  whose  pupil  he  was,  as  an  expe- 
rienced and  successful  organist  and  choir  master.  Mr. 
Crolley  will  have  charge  of  the  music  of  the  chapel  and  of 
St.  Luke's  Oratory.  He  will  also  give  instruction  to  the- 
ological students  and  will  direct  the  Glee  Club.  His  salary 
is  $600  per  annum,  with  board. 

The  Chaplain  presented  18  persons  for  confirmation  dur- 
ing this  scholastic  year,  making  a  total  of  216  for  his  dec- 
ade of  service. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain  is  Exhibit  "  N." 

THE    UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY. 

At  my  request,  Dr.  Hennoman  has  prepared  a  paper  on 
the  conditions  and  need  of  the  Library.  His  statement  of 
the  case  is  so  clear  and  forcible  that  I  incorporate  it  here- 
with as  a  part  of  my  report,  in  order  that  every  member  of 
the  Board  may  be  fully  informed  on  this  important  subject: 

"  Being  in  possession  of  a  noble  Library  Building,  it 
would  be  wrong  for  us  not  to  strive  to  make  it  effective  to 
the  utmost  degree.  We  shall  best  succeed  as  a  University 
by  making  the  highest  use  of  the  resources  we  already 
possess,  developing  and  strengthening  that  which  exists. 
Being  happily  placed  in  the  center  of  the  University  build- 
ings, the  Library  ought  to  become,  indeed,  the  center  of  our 
University's  intellectual  life  for  all  departments.  The 
character  of  our  intellectual  life  and  our  intellectual  stim- 
ulus under  modern  conditions  will  depend  on  the  efficient 
use  of  the  Library.  The  institutions  in  the  North  that 
have  advanced  most  conspicuously  are  the  institutions  with 
increased   library    facilities.     One   can    easily   name  them. 
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It  is  bound  to  be  the  same  in  the  South  in  the  near  future, 
and  it  behooves  us  to  emphasize  what  we  have  and  grasp 
our  opportunities  for  future  usefulness. 

"  To  leave  the  Library  to  a  haphazard  support,  as  in  the 
time  before  we  had  our  present  conveniences,  would  clearly 
be  to  neglect  these  opportunities  for  a  just  development. 
Perhaps  our  best  present  outlook  is  an  organized  system 
of  regular  support  from  alumni  and  friends.  Of  course 
it  would  be  very  gratifying  to  have  a  few  thousand 
dollars  to  expend  at  once  in  getting  many  much-needed 
things;  but  in  the  absence  of  that,  we  should  like 
to  enable  our  professors  and  students  at  least  to  have  ac- 
cess to  the  most  important  books  on  the  subjects  they  are 
studying  and  keep  in  touch  with  the  later  discoveries  and 
advances  in  the  various  departments. 

"  Here,  then,  is  a  single  place  where  a  single  dollar 
counts  for  a  good  deal.  It  can  go  toward  purchasing  a 
much-needed  volume  or  set  of  books.  For  instance,  with 
a  gift  of  $20,  presented  by  a  warm-hearted  lady  friend  of 
the  University  to  the  Professor  of  English,  he  was  able  to 
get  41  volumes  that  he  needed — not  only  for  one  class,  but 
for  all  succeeding  classes.  Several  classes  have  given  small 
sums,  and  at  once  several  volumes  were  procured  to  in- 
tensify and  strengthen  the  work  of  those  classes.  The  need 
of  just  such  small  sums  often  cripples  the  work  of  certain 
classes  and  casts  a  wet  blanket  on  the  enthusiasm  and  en- 
ergy of  an  interested  faculty.  This  term  an  M.A.  Course 
in  English  was  offered  on  the  study  of  Shelley's  poetry, 
yet  without  Dowden's  important  '  Life '  to  refer  to  and 
without  a  critical  edition  of  the  poems  of  Shelley  in  the 
Library.  Any  other  subject  would  present  much  the  same 
picture. 

"  The  necessary  limitations  are  at  once  seen.  The  sum 
of  $10  or  $15  wisely  expended  would  have  made  an  entirely 
different  sort  of  class  out  of  this.  This  is  true  not  of  one  class 
alone,  else  it  could  have  been  remedied,  but  of  almost  every 
class  in  the  University.  The  limitations  necessarily  chafe 
a   wide-awake  and  alert   professor  and  effectually    prevent 
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students  from  ever  getting  the  broader  ideas  of  what  schol- 
arship now  means  and  what  are  the  tools  with  which  it 
works  and  whereby  it  proceeds.  The  changes  in  this  regard 
in  the  best  educational  centers  within  the  past  twenty 
years  are  so  marked  that  one  trained  under  the  older  sys- 
tem can  hardly  realize  the  importance  of  this  different  atti- 
tude in  education.  The  Library  has  become  the  laboratory 
for  all  literary  and  intellectual  and  systematic  work,  and 
the  educational  tendencies  are  to  make  it  every  year 
more  so. 

"  The  needs  of  the  Library,  therefore,  are  both  specific 
and  general: 

"  1.  Specifically,  books  are  needed  for  reading  and  refer- 
ence on  the  particular  subjects  treated  in  the  class  room. 
Taking  the  School  of  English  as  an  illustration,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  English  drama  is  studied  entirely  without  ref- 
erence books.  English  poetry  is  emphasized,  yet  without 
trustworthy  and  critical  editions  of  the  English  poets — in 
cases  without  any  edition  whatsoever,  as  with  Browning. 
Nineteenth-century  English  prose  and  American  literature 
are  discussed,  with  only  here  and  there  in  isolated  in- 
stances the  works  of  the  authors  that  are  classic.  One  of 
the  English  classes  presented  to  the  Library  a  set  of  Car- 
lyle  that  was  needed  in  its  work;  but 'we  still  lack  a  Rus- 
kin,  a  Lamb,  a  Landor,  a  Hazlitt,  a  Jane  Austen,  etc.;  also 
good  editions  of  Thackeray,  Macaulay,  and  endless  other 
representative  authors.  In  American  literature  we  have 
perhaps  not  a  dozen  books.  There  is  a  total  lack  of  the 
chief  monuments  of  the  old  and  early  periods  of  English. 
This  is  not  surprising  when  we  remember  that  there  has 
never  been  any  systematized  buying  of  books,  but  the  Li- 
brary has  had  to  rely  almost  wholly  upon  miscellaneous  gifts. 

"  2.  Generally,  gaps  should  be  filled,  and  the  corpus  of 
literature — the  classics  in  trustworthy  editions — should  be 
gradually  accumulated.  Further,  complete  files  (bound) 
of  important  periodicals — for  English  thought,  Littell's 
Living  Age,  Notes  and  Queries,  etc.;  for  American 
thought,   Harper's  periodicals,  The   Atlantic,  The  Century, 
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etc. — would  prove  valuable  accessories.  The  flies  ot  the 
more  important  technical  publications  will  be  absolutely 
needed  for  proper  future  intellectual  development.  At  pres- 
ent we  have  but  one,  the  American  Journal  of  Philology. 

"  For  the  new  interest  in  American  and  Southern  history 
which  it  is  hoped  to  arouse  there  is  desired  generally  the 
collection  of  old  documents,  manuscripts,  letters,  pamphlets, 
newspapers  and  publications,  and  books  on  Southern  and 
American  matters  in  any  particular.  Specifically,  there  are 
needed  the  latest  special  authorities  in  American  history. 

"  It  is  suggested  that  the  tower  rooms  can  be  made 
absolutely  fireproof  as  a  safe  receptacle  for  specially  valuable 
collections.  By  the  use  of  upstairs  as  a  depository  several 
thousand  more  books  can  be  added  to  our  number  with- 
out outgrowing  our  present  building. 

"As  soon  as  funds  justify  it,  the  card  cataloguing,  al- 
ready begun,  ought  to  be  completed,  and  strictly  modern 
methods  of  library  keeping  ought  to  be  introduced. 

"  How  to  get  the  friends  and  alumni  interested  is  the 
chief  question.  An  organized  effort  ought  to  do  much. 
Gifts  of  books  themselves  are  always  welcome  and  prove 
valuable;  gifts  of  money  have  the  advantage  of  buying  the 
particular  book  or  set  of  books  that  a  particular  class  most 
needs.  If  any  one  knows  of  a  friend  who  would  be  glad 
to  contribute  a  single  dollar  for  one  year  or  a  series  of 
years,  it  would  be  helpful.  If  associations  of  the  alumni 
in  each  city  or  State  could  give  small  sums  each  year — 
which  they  might  not  feel  as  a  burden,  but  regard  as  a 
privilege,  in  view  of  enriching  the  life  intellectually  of 
their  alma  mater — It  would  be  contributing  very  positive 
support  to  Sewanee's  influence  and  mission  over  our  coun- 
try in  a  permanent  way." 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  (Exhibit  "O")  shows  that 
392  bound  volumes  and  773  unbound  volumes  were  donated 
during  1,902,  and  that  8  volumes  were  acquired  by  purchase; 
making  the  total  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Library, 
23.196;  of  unbound  volumes,  23.173— a  grand  total  of  46,369 
volumes. 
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In  the  Reading  Room  will  be  found  31  monthlies,  27  week- 
lies, 15  quarterlies,  2  dailies;  total,  75.

COSTUMES   AND   BADGES. 

At  your  Annual  Meeting  in  1901  it  was  resolved  to  adopt 
the  intercollegiate  system  of  caps,  gowns,  and  hoods.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  costumers 
and  report  the  details.  The  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted.  (See  Journal  of  Proceedings  for  1902,  pages  24, 
25.)  Subsequently  the  Board  receded  from  this  action  and 
decided  to  adhere  to  the  old  system  until  otherwise  ordered. 
It  was  learned  that  two  other  institutions,  having  the  col- 
ors of  this  University  (purple  and  old  gold),  had  already 
been  registered  with  the  intercollegiate  commission;  that 
the  hoods  of  the  one  were  with  purple  lining  and  a  single 
old-gold  chevron ;  and  that  the  hoods  of  the  other  were  with 
purple  lining  and  two  old-gold  chevrons.  If,  therefore,  the 
hood  of  this  University  was  to  be  distinctive,  it  seemed 
necessary  either  to  change  our  colors  or  to  add  a  third  old- 
gold  chevron.  The  former  was  out  of  the  question,  and 
the  latter  was  objectionable  on  account  of  the  inartistic  and 
zebralike  appearance,  as  manifested  by  a  sample  hood  sub- 
mitted for  your  inspection.     During  the  past  year  I  have 
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attended  several  academic  functions,  and  the  advantage 
of  a  uniform  and  an  intelligible  system  of  gowns  and  hoods 
was  impressed  upon  me.  Already  more  than  two  hundred 
of  our  leading  colleges  and  universities  have  adopted  the 
intercollegiate  code  and  registered  their  colors.  In  niy 
opinion,  we  must  come  to  it  sooner  or  later;  and  the 
sooner,  the  better.  I  have  had  a  personal  interview  with 
a  representative  of  Messrs.  Cottrell  &  Leonard,  the  cos- 
tumers,  who  suggests  a  parti-per-chevron  arrangement  for 
our  hood,  as  indicated  in  the  sketch  submitted  by  them. 
This  seems  to  me  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem; 
and  I,  therefore,  recommend  its  adoption. 

DEPARTMENT   OF  FOKESTHY. 

Bulletin  No.  39,  "  Conservative  Lumbering  at  Sewaiiee, 
Tenn.,"  by  John  Foley,  First  Assistant,  Bureau  of  Forestry, 
has  recently  been  published  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  It  contains  a  map  of  the  University 
domain  in  five  colors,  indicating  the  leaseholds  and  clear- 
ings, park,  plateau  forest,  cove  forest,  and  block  lines. 
The  locations  of  the  University  buildings,  roads,  springs, 
streams,  views,  and  boundaries  are  also  designated.  Twelve 
fuli-page  plates  of  illustrations  aid  the  reader  to  an  un- 
derstanding of  the  text,  which  gives  an  interesting  account 
of  the  Sewanee  forest  and  the  working  plans  for  its  de- 
velopment. 

A  copy  of  this  bulletin  was  mailed  to  every  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  to  thousands  throughout  the 
United  States  and  elsewhere.  It  has  brought  the  Univer- 
sity and  its  unique  location  to  the  attention  of  the  whole 
country.  We  have  been  fairly  successful  in  protecting  our 
domain  from  the  ravages  of  forest  fires,  and  at  a  slight 
expense.  The  logging,  which  is  by  contract,  has  been  done 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Bureau  of  Forestry. 

During  the  past  year  we  netted  $2.60  per  1,000  feet  for  the 
cove  timber;  but  by  our  contract  for  this  year  we  will  net  $4 
per  1,000  feet  for  the  cove  timber  and  $3  per  1,000  feet  for 
the  plateau  timber,  and  we  are  assured  for  the  future  a 
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still  larger  profit  on  account  of  the  superior  grade  of  tim- 
ber.

The  cost  of  logging  cove  timber  is  $7  per  1,000  feet; 
plateau  timber,  $5  per  1,000  feet;  but  in  1902  we  sold  all 
logs  for  $9.60  per  1,000  feet,  while  this  year  we  get  $8  for 
the  plateau  timber  and  $11  for  the  cove  timber,  netting 
$3  and  $4  per  1,000  feet,  respectively. 

Since  the  beginning  of  our  operations  in  forestry  three 
years  ago  we  have  netted  $3,918.61,  having  cut  1,272,917 
feet  of  logs.  In  addition  to  the  financial  profit,  we  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  our  forest  is  in  a  hotter 
condition  for  reproduction.

I  submit  herewith  Exhibit  "  Q,"  applications  for  hon- 
orary degrees. 

CONSTITUTION    AND    ORDINANCES. 

Acting  under  a  resolution  of  the  Board  (see  Journal  of 
Proceedings  for  1902,  page  35),  Major  Fairbanks  and  the 
Vice  Chancellor  had   galley-proof  copies   of  the   Digest   of 
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the  Constitution  and  Ordinances  sent  to  every  Trustee, 
with  a  view  to  a  final  revision.  Some  further  slight  amend- 
ment is  offered  by  the  committee,  and  your  action  is  awaited 
before  printing. 

BUILDINGS  AND  LANDS. 

For  a  long  time  I  have  realized  the  benefits  that  would 
result  from  inclosing  that  portion  of  our  domain  on  which 
are  located  the  University  buildings  and  principal  resi- 
dences. Such  an  inclosure  would  enable  us  to  remove  all 
the  interior  fences,  keep  out  cattle  or  hogs,  plant  trees 
and  shrubbery  along  the  streets,  treat  the  grounds  as  a 
park,  and  give  additional  privacy  and  protection  to  our 
community.  However,  this  was  not  permissible,  on  ac- 
count of  the  public  roads  which  cross  or  intersect  our  lands. 
Authority  from  the  County  Court  might  be  obtained;  but, 
then,  such  authority  could  be  withdrawn  at  any  time — and 
that,  too,  after  all  the  expense  had  been  incurred.  Finally, 
under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Lynch,  an  attorney,  of 
Winchester,  Tenn.,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  Captain 
McNeal,  the  following  bill,  known  as  "  House  Bill  No.  620," 
was  passed  through  the  Legislature: 

"An  Act  giving  universities,  colleges,  or  schools  situ- 
ated in  counties  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  20,000 
and  not  more  than  20,500  the  authority  to  inclose  and  fence 
their  grounds,  and  requiring  them  to  keep  up  public  roads 
crossing  the  said  inclosures  and  maintain  gates  to  the 
same." 

A  certified  copy  of  the  said  bill  is  filed  (Exhibit  "  R  "). 

An  anonymous  friend,  who  had  previously  given  $1,000 
for  improving  and  beautifying  the  grounds  about  St.  Luke's 
Hall  and  Hoffman  Hall,  generously  donated  an  additional 
$600  to  cover  the  expense  of  fencing  a  portion  of  the  do- 
main; and  the  work  is  now  being  done.  We  are,  indeed, 
most  grateful  to  this  benefactor,  who  has  also  helped  us  in 
other  ways. 

In  making  Sewanee  more  attractive  and  more  desirable 
as  a  place  of  residence,  we  will  do  much  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  the  University. 
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I  have  recently  purchased  from  the  estate  of  Col.  S.  G. 
Jones  a  tract  of  land  of  297  acres,  known  as  the  "  Shake 
Rag  "  property,  adjoining  the  University  lands  on  the  east, 
and  containing  sufficient  timber  to  reimburse  the  Univer- 
sity for  the  purchase  price  ($314.44).  Coal  is  also  to  be 
found  there.  So  the  investment  may  be  regarded  as  a 
good  one,  although  my  object  in  acquiring  title  was  rather 
to  rid  ourselves  of  some  undesirable  people  who  threatened 
to  become  a  nuisance.  This  tract,  added  to  our  domain 
of  7,255  acres,  makes  the  total  acreage  7,552. 

In  the  State  of  Texas  the  University  owns  1,813  1-3  acres 
in  the  three  counties  of  Concho,  MeCulloch,  and  San  Saba, 
as  per  the  schedule  marked  Exhibit  "  S."  The  same  ex- 
hibit contains  a  letter  from  Messrs.  W.  T.  Melton  &  Co., 
the  University's  agents,  transmitting  an  offer  of  $3  per 
acre  for  the  A.  Spilder  Survey,  No.  575,  of  213  1-3  acres, 
situated  in  San  Saba  County.  I  have  no  further  informa- 
tion in  reference  to  the  value  of  this  property,  but  I  think 
it  unwise  for  the  University  to  hold  unimproved  and  un- 
remunerative  lands  in  distant  States. 

In  the  State  of  Louisiana,  parish  of  Concordia,  Ward  10, 
the  University  owns  195  acres,  on  which  it  has  been  pay- 
ing taxes  for  many  years.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  taxes 
already  paid  amount  to  more  than  the  value  of  the  land. 

Acting  under  former  instructions  from  the  Executive 
Committee,  on  May  5,  1903,  I  executed  to  Maj.  George  R. 
Fairbanks  power  of  attorney  to  sell  two  tracts  of  land  in 
the  State  of  Florida — one,  containing  240  acres;  the  other, 
40  acres — both  in  the  county  of  Levy.  We  also  own  an  ad- 
ditional tract  of  40  acres  in  Clay  County,  Fla. 

The  University,  in  leasing  lots  for  a  period  of  thirty-three 
years,  provides  that  "  the  lease  may  be  renewed  for  another 
term  of  thirty-three  years  on  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  parties,  respectively,  and  may  also  give  a  sec- 
ond renewal  for  thirty-three  years;  and  in  case  the  parties 
cannot  agree  upon  the  value  of  improvements  or  the  rental 
to  be  paid  for  the  new  term,  the  same  shall  be  determined 
by  arbitration,  one  of  the  arbiters  to  be  selected  by  the  Com- 
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missioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  of  the  said  corporation 
and  the  other  to  be  selected  by  the  lessee;  and  in  case  they 
cannot  agree,  they  shall  call  in  an  umpire;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  fixing  the  rental  for  the  new  term  the  value 
of  the  improvements  shall  not  be  taken  into  account  as 
against  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  heirs  or  assigns." 
Now,  upon  examination,  I  find  that  three  leases  origi- 
nally made  for  ten  years,  with  the  privilege  of  two  renew- 
als, have  been  twice  renewed  and  have  finally  expired, 
and  that  ten  leases  originally  made  for  thirty-three  years, 
with  the  privilege  of  two  renewals,  have  expired  as  to  their 
first  terms.  It  is  important  to  determine  what  the  policy 
of  the  University  shall  be  in  all  such  cases;  and  I  beg  that 
your  Board  will  give  this  matter  serious  consideration,  for 
you  will  be  establishing  a  precedent  for  all  time. 

In  the  case  of  the  three  leases  first  above  mentioned,  by 
the  contract  at  the  expiration  of  the  thirty  years  all 'the 
improvements  were  to  revert  to  the  University;  in  the  case 
of  the  ten  leases  for  thirty-three  years,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  first  term  the  rental  for  the  second  term  must  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  contracting  parties  or  determined  by 
arbitration,  which  might  result  in  a  reduction  as  well  as 
in  an  increase  of  rental,  although  I  assume  that  the  former 
was  never  contemplated. 

There  have  been  issued  altogether  259  leases,  32  of 
which  are  tenant  at  will. 

Two  years  ago  I  reported  the  subscription  of  $6,012  for 
erecting  a  Gymnasium,  plans  for  which  were  prepared  and 
submitted  to  your  Board.  The  rear  portion  of  the  build- 
ing is  in  process  of  construction.  The  sum  of  $4,787.56  has 
been  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,224.44  of  the  amount 
subscribed.  There  will  be  needed  about  $3,000  to  complete 
and  equip  the  section  which  is  now  being  constructed,  and 
I  am  making  an  effort  to  secure  it. 

A  contract  for   reroofing  the  Walsh   Memorial   Hall   has 
',  been  let  to  the  Phillips  &  Buttorff  Manufacturing  Company, 

I  Nashville,  Tenn.,  for  $1,067.     The  Work  will  be  done  inime- 

\         diatelv  after  commencement. 
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The  total  insurance  on  University  property  is  $276,200, 
as  per  schedule  submitted   (Exhibit  "T").

The  Rev.  Johannes  A.  Oertel  has  presented  three  addi- 
tional paintings,  making  nino  in  all.

Under  this  head  I  must  not  fail  to  mention  the  memorial 
chapel  which  Mrs.  Telfair  Hodgson  proposes  to  erect,  nor 
the  several  donors  to  the  University  Library  recorded  else- 
where. 

FINANCES. 

For  the  purpose  of  funding  its  indebtedness,  the  Board, 
at  its  last  Annual  Meecing  (see  Journal  of  Proceedings, 
pages  26-30),  authorized  a  new  mortgage  and  issuance  of 
bonds  upon  certain  prescribed  conditions  set  forth  by  reso- 
lutions; "and  all  the  details  of  preparation,  execution,  and 
completion  of  the  matter  were  committed  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  with  authority  to  exercise  the  full  power  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  all  matters  connected  with  the  due 
execution  and  negotiation  of  the  bonds  in  question  not 
specified  in  the  resolutions." 
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Efforts  to  negotiate  the  sale  of  the  bonds  were  pro- 
tracted during  several  months.  The  history  of  the  nego- 
tiation, which  is  full  of  interest,  need  not  be  recited  here. 
Suffice  it  to  say  that  on  March  19,  1903,  the  Executive 
Committee  met  in  the  city  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  then  and 
there  contracted  with  Mr.  Robert  C.  Alston  for  the  imme- 
diate sale  of  $75,000  of  bonds  of  the  proposed  issue  ($150,- 
000).  Mr.  Alston  was  to  assume  all  expense  in  connection 
with  the  examination  of  titles,  the  execution  of  the  mort- 
gage, and  the  issuance  of  the  bonds,  and  was  to  receive  a 
commission  of  5  per  cent  on  $75,000 — the  amount  sold. 
This  was  regarded  as  reasonable  compensation  for  his  legal 
services  and  for  all  the  expense  incurred.  It  was  an  ad- 
mirable piece  of  financiering,  and  all  credit  is  due  the  Rev. 
Albion  W.  Knight,  who  initiated  and  brought  it  to  a  suc- 
cessful issue. 

A  true  copy  of  the  bond  and  mortgage  is  submitted  (Ex- 
hibit "U").

making  a  credit  balance  of $  1,450  89 

which  would  be  still  further  augmented  if  there  were  added 
certain  amounts  expended  for  permanent  equipment  and 
betterment — as,  for  example,  about  $700  for  an  X-ray  ma- 
chine and  surgical  instruments.  This  has  been  made  pos- 
sible by  a  centralized  and  systematized  administration  of 
all  departments  of  the  University,  resulting  in  a  high  de- 
gree of  economy  and  efficiency  and  reflecting  great  credit 
on  all  corporation  officers  who  share  in  the  management. 

I  submit  herewith  ^xhioit  "  W,"  the  report  of  Mr.  W.  L. 
McFarland,  expert  accountant,  who  carefully  examined  the 
books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  M.  Du- 
Bose,  and  the  books  of  the  University  Supply  Store  and 
the  Printing  Department.  Mi.  McFarland  discovered  not 
a  single  error  or  irregularity  in  any  of  the  accounts.  He 
was  especially  complimentary  of  Mr.  H.  A.  Gregory,  of  the 
Supply  Store,  for  the  admirable  manner  in  which  his 
books  were  kept. 

A  careful  inventory  of  all  the  property  of  the  Univer- 
sity (real  and  personal)  show;;  a  value  of  $750,000. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this  ten^h  annual  report,  I  will  summarize 
what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  decade  through  the 
cumulative  efforts  of  all  who  have  labored  and  are  laboring 
in  this  great  cause. 

The  roll  of  benefactors  is  a  long  one;  the  amount  con- 
tributed, $294,845.67.  These  benefactions  have  been  item- 
ized elsewhere,  but  there  are  many  other  ways  in  which 
the  University  has  received  help  of  equal  value.  More  dif- 
ficult to  measure,  but  not  the  less  valuable,  is  the  spirit  of 
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affection  and  devotion  which  animates  the  faculty,  student 
body,  and  alumni  to  a  greater  degree  than  has  ever  before 
been  observed. 

The  following  permanent  buildings  have  been  erected: 
Hoffman  Memorial  Hall,  Quintard  Memorial  Hall,  Hodgson 
Memorial  Infirmary,  University  Supply  Store,  an  addition 
to  Thompson  Hall,  and  the  Gymnasium  (in  process  of  con- 
struction). Several  frame  buildings  have  been  acquired 
by  purchase,  notably  the  old  University  Hotel,  which  was 
used  for  a  Grammar  School  dormitory. 

Considerable  money  lias  been  expended  in  improving  the 
grounds  and  streets.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Bureau 
of  Forestry,  the  timber  is  being  cut,  and  care  and  at- 
tention are  being  given  to  the  forest  with  a  view  to  repro- 
duction. 

A  supply  store,  a  bank,  waterworks,  and  a  laundry  have 
been  established. 

The  students  of  the  Grammar  School  and  the  Junior 
Class  have  been  housed  in  dormitories,  producing  a  large 
annual  income.  The  Military  Department  has  been  re- 
vived in  the  Grammar  School;  a  line  of  demarcation  has 
been  established  between  the  Grammar  School  and  the  Uni- 
versity; admission  examinations  are  now  required;  the 
degree  courses  have  been  revised,  the  standards  being 
raised;  an  academic  faculty  has  been  organized,  with  the 
office  of  Dean  created;  and  other  educational  reforms  have 
been  effected. 

A  School  of  Pharmacy  has  been  organized;  the  chemical, 
microscopical,  and  bacteriological  laboratories  are  now 
much  better  equipped;  Convocation  Hall  has  been  con- 
verted into  a  library,  the  bockp  have  been  shelved  and  cata- 
logued, and  an  admirable  reading  room  has  been  provided; 
an  infirmary,  furnished  with  modern  conveniences  and  un- 
der the  superintendence  of  a  physician  and  his  staff  of 
nurses,  has  also  been  established. 

The  number  of  Trustees  has  increased  from  63  to  75; 
of  lecturers  and  other  officers,  from  43  to  54;  of  students, 
from  270  to  517. 
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After  this  summary,  I  am  tempted  to  call  attention  to 
our  needs,  which,  if  they  seem  manifold,  should  not,  there- 
fore, cause  discouragement.  The  University's  needs  are 
great,  because  it  is  doing  great  work  and  is  developing 
greatly.  If  its  opportunity  were  small,  its  need  would  be 
small;  if  its  determination  to  meet  its  opportunity  were 
less  strong,  its  needs  would  not  be  greatly  felt.  The  most 
pressing  of  our  needs  is  represented  by  an  Interest  Fund. 
It  is  essential  above  everything  else  that  the  current 
work  of  the  University  be  maintained  in  full  vigor  and 
efficiency.  Gifts  to  the  Interest  Fund  bear  directly  on 
this  subject;  gifts  for  other  purposes,  however  valuable 
they  may  be,  leave  the  University  with  this  problem  still 
to  be  cared  for.  We  need  $5,000  per  annum  for  this  pur- 
pose. One  hundred  persons,  giving  $50  per  annum,  would 
provide  that  amount.  The  South  is  prospering  as  never 
before,  and  our  needs  can,  and  should,  be  supplied  by  the 
section  to  which  we  belong:  but  the  church  in  the  South 
will  not  fully  discharge  its  duties  to  the  higher  learning 
until  it  builds  up  and  develops  here,  as  the  place  from  which 
every  influence  goes  farthest  and  with  greatest  power,  a 
University  that  is  comparable  with  any  other  in  the  world.

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REPORT  OP   THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Executive  Committee  respectfully  report  that  on 
June  26,  1902,  the  committee  met,  there  being  present  a 
quorum  of  the  committee. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  the  Grammar 
School  on  the  subject  of  a  drill  ground,  an  athletic  field, 
and  additional  class-room  accommodations  for  the  Gram- 
mar School,  which  were  referred  to  the  committee,  were, 
on  motion  of  Dr.  Murdoch,  referred  to  the  Vice  Chancellor 
and  Mr.  G.  R.  Fairbanks,  with  power  to  act. 

The  resolution  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  instruct- 
ing the  Executive  Committee  to  appoint  a  subcommittee, 
consisting  of  three  of  their  members,  to  act  as  a  Committee 
on  Finance,  to  aid  the  Vice  Chancellor,  was  considered; 
and,  on  motion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson,  the  Rev.  Dr.  F. 
F.  Reese,  and  Mr.  Z.  D.  Harrison  were  elected  as  such  sub- 
committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  expenses  of  attending  the  meetings 
of  the  said  subcommittee  be  paid,  if  necessary,  by  the  Uni- 
versity. 

Resolved.  That  Bishop  Gailor  and  Mr.  Fairbanks  be  ap- 
pointed a  committee  to  act  with  the  Vice  Chancellor  as  to 
provision  for  additional  class  rooms,  with  power  to  act. 

Resolved.  That  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Knight  and  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Reese  be  a  subcommittee  to  investigate  the  condition  of 
any  property  of  the  University  in  lands  outside  of  the  do- 
main. 

Resolved.  That  a  subcommittee  of  two  be  appointed  to 
confer  with  financiers  in  reference  to  the  placing  of  pro- 
posed bonds  on  the  market. 
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On  motion,  Bishop  Gailor  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  were 
appointed  as  such  committee. 

Resolved,  That  notice  of  the  action  of  the  Board  in  refer- 
ence to  the  issuance  of  bonds  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  each 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  met,  pursuant  to  call,  at  At- 
lanta, Ga.,  on  December  18,  1902,  with  a  quorum  present. 

The  Secretary  being  absent,  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese,  D.D., 
was  appointed  Secretary  pro  tevi. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  and  Mr.  A.  T.  McNeal  were  present 
by  invitation. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  June  26,  1902,  were  read 
and  approved. 

Dr.  B.  L.  Wiggins,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  meeting  to  secure  the  sale  of  the  proposed  bonds,  re- 
ported a  proposition  made  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Alstoi.  of  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  to  place  $100,000  of  bonds  with  the  International  Trust 
Company,  of  Baltimore.  Md. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Sessums,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  further  consideration  of  the  proposition 
submitted  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Alston  through  the  subcommittee 
be  postponed  until  the  subcommittee  shall  have  had  con- 
ference with  Mr.  Alston  on  the  subject,  and  that  the  sub- 
committee be  instructed  to  report  to  this  committee  to- 
morrow at  10  A.M. 

The  committee  thereupon  adjourned  until  December  19. 

The  committee  met  again  on  December  19. 

Bishop  Gailor,  as  chairman  of  the  subcommittee,  re- 
ported that  the  subcommittee  had  held  a  conference  with 
Mr.  R.  C.  Alston. 

The  Chancellor  reported  that  Dr.  H.  C.  White,  of  Athens. 
Ga.,  had  accepted  the  invitation  to  deliver  the  commence- 
ment oration. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  presented  and  read  a  letter  from 
the  cashier  of  the  Bank  of  Winchester,  Tenn.,  making  a 
proposition  to  establish  a  branch  bank  office  at  Sewanee, 
and   stated   that  the  proposed    plan   would    necessitate   an 
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addition  to  the  Supply  Store,  which  was  also  needed  for 
the  business  of  the  store. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knight,  the  proposition  from 
the  Bank  of  Winchester  and  that  for  the  addition  to  the 
Supply  Store  were  referred  to  a  subcommittee,  consisting  of 
Bishop  Gailor,  the  Vice  Chancellor,  and  Mr.  A.  T.  McNeai. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Nelson,  the  action  of  the  Vice  Chan- 
cellor in  regard  to  the  Health  Officer  was  approved,  and 
he  was  authorized  to  make  necessary  arrangements  in  the 
matter  of  a  Health  Officer  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  reported  that  the  house  owned  by 
Mrs.  Shepperd,  near  the  Grammar  School,  had  been  offered 
to  the  University  for  $2,000,  payable  in  annual  installments 
of  $400  each,  in  three,  four,  five,  six,  and  seven  years,  with 
the  privilege  of  extension, 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Harrison,  the  Vice  Chancellor  was  au- 
thorized to  purchase  the  property  on  the  terms  stated,  and. 
as  President  of  the  corporation,  to  execute  the  notes  of  the 
corporation  for  the  purchase  money. 

On  motion,  the  Vice  Chancellor  was  authorized  to  print 
a  limited  number  of  copies  of  the  Digest,  as  edited  by  him- 
self, on  proof  sheets,  the  same  to  be  held  in  type  for  further 
revision,  and  a  copy  of  the  proof  sheets  to  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  Board  as  soon  as  printed. 
On  motion  of  Bishop  Sessums,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  be  requested  to  as- 
sume the  duties  of  Commissioner  of  Endowment,  so  far  as 
agreeable  to  himself;  that  he  be  authorized  to  secure  such 
cooperation  in  the  matter  of  securing  endowment  as  he 
may  think  desirable;  and  that  he  be  also  authorized  to 
secure  such  assistance  in  the  conduct  of  his  classes  or  in 
his  duties  as  Vice  Chancellor  as  he  may  desire,  the  funds 
necessary  to  be  appropriated  from  any  source  practicable. 

In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  transfer  to  the  University 
of  the  cottage  near  the  Medical  Building  owned  and  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  E.  Q.  B.  Club,  in  consideration  of  the 
cancellation  of  its  note  to  the  University  for  $1,000,  given 
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in  connection  with  the  building  of  the  second  story  of  the 
Supply  Store  now  occupied  by  the  club,  the  Vice  Chancellor 
recommended  that  the  University  remit  the  interest  on  the 
said  note,  in  consideration  of  the  use  by  the  University  of 
the  said  cottage. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knight,  the  recommendation 
was  adopted. 

The  Chancellor  appointed  Bishop  Nelson  as  a  member  of 
the  Subcommittee  on  Bond  Issue,  in  the  place  of  Bishop 
Gailor,  resigned. 

Pursuant  to  a  call  of  the  Chairman,  several  members  of 
the  committee  met  in  the  office  of  Bishop  Nelson,  at  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  at  11  A.M.,  on  March  17,  1903.  There  not  being  a 
quorum  present,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  to  Thursday 
morning,  March  19,  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

The  committee  met  on  Thursday  morning,  March  19, 
with  a  quorum  present,  and  organized  for  business. 

On  motion,  the  Rt.  Rev.  C.  K.  Nelson  was  appointed 
Chairman. 

Bishop  Nelson,  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made 
a  report  from  the  said  committee  through  the  Rev.  F.  P. 
Reese,  D.D.,  its  Secretary,  which  report  was  received,  ap- 
proved, ratified,  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  which  was  as  follows: 

"  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
to  which  was  referred  the  resolution  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee adopted  on  December  19,  1902,  with  reference  to  the 
proposed  issue  of  bonds,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  minutes 
of  their  proceedings  as  their  report,  as  follows: 

"  'Atlanta,  Ga.,  January  27,  1903. 

"  '  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 
met  this  day  in  conference  with  the  Endowment  Commit- 
tee. 

" '  The  Vice  Chancellor  reported  that  it  was  immedi- 
ately necessary  that  the  University  be  supplied  with  funds 
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to  meet  pressing  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  $20,000,  as 
follows:  $8,000  to  T.  L.  Connor  and  balance  due  the 
same  on  the  University  Hotel  account;  $5,000  to  the  Edge- 
field and  Nashville  Manufacturing  Company  for  balance 
due  on  account  of  building  and  furnishing  Hoffman  Hall 
and  Quintard  Hall;  $1,500  to  the  T.  J.  Mooney  Company  for 
a  new  furnace  for  Hoffman  Hall  and  necessary  repairs; 
$1,000  for  a  new  roof  on  Walsh  Memorial  Hall  and  balance 
for  deficit  of  two  years  last  past. 

"  'After  discussion,  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions were  presented  by  Mr.  Harrison,  which  were  adopted 
— to  wit: 

"  '  Whereas  the  Special  Bond  Committee  have  reported  to 
the  Finance  Committee  that  it  is  impracticable  at  this 
time  to  float  the  proposed  bonds  upon  terms  satisfactory  to 
the  Executive  Committee;  and 

"  "  Whereas  the  Executive  Committee,  at  their  meeting 
held  on  December  19,  1902,  authorized  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, in  cooperation  with  the  Vice  Chancellor,  to  procure  such 
loan  as  might  be  needful  to  supply  funds  for  existing  emer- 
gencies; and 

"  '  Whereas  the  Vice  Chancellor  reports  to  the  Finance 
Committee  that  $20,000  is  needed;  and 

"  '  Whereas  the  Rev.  Mr.  Knight  has  stated  to  this  com- 
mittee that  the  Atlanta  National  Bank,  after  a  statement 
by  him  to  the  officials  of  the  bank  of  the  assets  and  liabili- 
ties of  the  University,  has  agreed  to  loan  to  the  said  Uni- 
versity the  sum  of  $20,000  on  the  note  of  the  corporation, 
authorized  by  the  Finance  Committee;  therefore 

"  'Resolved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  all  the  members 
thereof  concurring.  That  the  Vice  Chancellor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  borrow  from  the  Atlanta  National  Bank,  in  the 
name  of  the  corporation — to  wit,  the  University  of  the 
South — the  sum  of  $20,000.  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  an- 
num, and  to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  said  bank  for  the 
said  loan  the  note  of  the  corporation,  payable  within  ninety 
days  from  date,  and  with  authority  to  renew  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  if  needful,  and  to  make  payments  on  the  same 
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from   time  to  time  from  funds  of  the  University,  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  committee. 

"  'Atlanta,  Ga.,  March  5,  1903. 

"  '  The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  University  of  the  South  met  this  day,  at  4:30  P.M., 
on  the  call  of  the  Chairman,  with  Bishop  Nelson  in  the 
chair  and  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Reese  present.  Dr.  Wiggins  and 
Mr.  Alston,  of  Atlanta,  were  also  present  in  conference. 

"  'A  proposition  was  presented  from  Mr.  Alston  to  place 
the  proposed  bonds  on  the  terms  of  the  proposition  of  Oc- 
tober 8,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  adopted  in  June,  1902,  omitting  from  the  mort- 
gage the  hypothecation  of  the  securities  of  the  University 
and  other  minor  changes. 

"  'A  draft  of  the  proposed  mortgage,  containing  the  form 
of  the  bonds,  was  presented  and  read. 

"  '  The  following  form  of  resolution  and  contract  with 
R.  C.  Alston  was  presented: 

"  "Resolved,  That  Robert  C.  Alston  be,  and  is  hereby,  em- 
ployed to  sell  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  par 
of  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  University  of  the  South,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  June,  1902,  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  said  bonds  to  be  of  an  issue 
of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000),  only 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  of  which  are  to 
be  used  at  present,  these  bonds  to  be  secured  by  a  first 
mortgage  on  ten  thousand  (10,000)  a.cres  (more  or  less) 
of  land,  including  the  University  domain  and  buildings, 
together  with  all  fixtures,  furniture,  paintings,  and  library; 
so  that  the  mortgage  shall  cover  the  complete  plant. 

" '  The  terms  of  the  said  employment  are:  The  oaid 
R.  C.  Alston  will  pay  all  expenses  of  lithographing  and 
printing  and  all  expenses  of  the  Trustees;  will  furnish 
legal  services  necessary  in  getting  up  the  said  bonds  and 
mortgage;  and  he  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  sell  the 
said  bonds  for  four  (4)  months  from  the  time  they  are 
printed;  and  should  he  sell  them  after  that  time  and  before

the  University  has  placed  them,  the  commission  herein 
named  shall  be  paid  to  him.  The  said  R.  C.  Alston  shall  re- 
ceive for  the  said  services  and  expenses  five  (5)  per  cent  of 
the  bonds  sold;  provided,  that  should  the  University  decide  to 
increase  the  issue  of  bonds  above  the  seventy-five  thousand 
dollars  ($75,000)  provided  for  herein,  the  said  R.  C.  Alston 
shall  have  the  right  to  sell  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  of  the  said  bonds,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
issued,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,- 
000),  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  notice  from  the  University 
of  the  said  increase,  at  a  commission  of  five  (5)  per  cent 
upon  the  amount  which  may  be  so  sold  by  him.'  " 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved  that  the  proposed  contract 
with  Robert  C.  Alston,  Esq.,  for  the  sale  of  the  said  bonds 
of  the  University  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Finance 
Committee  made  to  the  Executive  Committee  be  now  ac- 
cepted and  adopted  as  the  act  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  proceeded  to  the  consideration 
of  the  business  for  which  they  were  especially  called  to 
meet — to  wit,  the  taking  of  such  action  as  was  requisite  in 
reference  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  authorized  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  in  June,  1902;  and 
after  d*ie  consideration  thereof  and  of  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  fol- 
lowing preamble  and  resolutions  were  severally  adopted 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive  Committee,  a 
quorum  of  the  said  committee  being  present  and  voting 
thereon — to  wit: 

Whereas  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the 
South  did,  in  regular  and  lawful  session,  at  Sewanee,  Frank- 
lin County,  Tenn.,  pass  the  following  resolutions — to  wit, 
.     .     .     now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Execvtive  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  That,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  into  effect  the  said  resolutions  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  execution  of  a  mortgage,  or  deed  of  trust, 
put  upon  the  entire  domain  of  the  University  of  the  South, 
in  Franklin  County,  Tenn.,  with  all  its  improvements  and 
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property  (real  and  personal)  thereon,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  approved;  and  the  form  and  words 
of  the  mortgages  are  submitted  to  this  meeting  and  ap- 
pended to  this  resolution  and  made  a  part  thereof,  and  the 
form  and  words  of  the  bond  included  therein  are  hereby 
approved  and  ratified;  and  the  Vice  Chancellor,  as  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  corporation,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  corpo- 
ration are  hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  execute  the 
said  mortgage,  and  the  Vice  Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  corporation  are  authorized  and  instructed  to  exe- 
cute the  said  bonds.  '  The  signature  of  the  Treasurer  upon 
the  said  coupons  may  be  executed  by  having  engraved  or 
printed  upon  the  coupons  the  facsimile  of  the  signature 
of  the  said  Treasurer.     It  is  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Title  Guarantee  and  Trust  Company, 
a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Georgia,  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  Fulton 
County,  Ga..  and  Harry  M.  Atkinson  and  Preston  S.  Ark- 
wright,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  trustees  for 
the  holder  or  the  holders  of  the  said  bonds  and  to  whom 
the  said  mortgages  shall  be  executed.     Be  it  further 

Resoived,  That  the  said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  denomi- 
nations of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each,  and  that 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,000)  of  the  said  bonds 
shall  be  now  issued  and  sold,  and  that  the  balance  of  the 
said  bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold  from  time  to  time  when 
authorized  and  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the  said  Execu- 
tive Committee,  a  copy,  properly  authenticated,  of  the 
said  resolution  being  furnished  to  the  said  Trustees  as  a 
condition  precedent  for  their  certificate  upon  the  sa.me  and 
a  sufficient  authority  therefor.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Sewanee,  Tenx.,  June  24,  1P03. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  before  them  the  sundry  statements  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  University,  the  manager  of  the  Supply  Store, 
and  the  manager  of  the  Printing  Department;  and  they 
have  been  examined  and  audited  by  Mr.  W.  L.  McFar- 
land,  expert  accountant,  whose  certificate  relating  there- 
to we  herewith  submit,  showing  that  he  has  care- 
fully examined  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treas- 
urer, the  Printing  Department,  and  the  University  Sup- 
ply Store  for  the  twelve  months  ending  on  February 
28,  1903,  for  the  University,  and  January  6.  1903,  for  the 
Supply  Store.  *In  this  certificate  it  appears  that  no  state- 
ment of  the  assets  and  liabilities  was  made,  for  the  rea- 
son, as  stated  by  him,  "  that  there  have  never  been  kept  any 
books  of  record  showing  the  condition  of  the  University; 
and  before  such  a  statement  can  be  made,  a  true  inventory 
of  the  property  belonging  to  the  University  and  all  out- 
standing obligations  will  have  to  be  furnished."  Your  com- 
mittee are  advised,  however,  that  an  inventory  has  been 
made  under  the  authority  of  the  Vice  Chancellor  since  the 
date  of  the  auditor's  certificate.  It  is  also  to  be  noted  that, 
by  reason  of  the  issue  and  sale  of  the  new  bonds,  which 
transactions  are  not  yet  fully  completed,  there  has  been 
such  a  change  in  the  character  of  the  outstanding  liabilities 
as  to  make  it  impossible  to  render  an  exact  statement  at 
this  time. 
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The  certificate  is  appended  as  Exhibit  1.  The  balance 
sheet  (Exhibit  2)  shows  that  the  deficit  carried  over  on 
March  1,  1902,  was  $4,810.70;  on  March  1,  1903,  it  was 
$3,405.51 — a  decrease  in  indebtedness  of  $1,405.19 

Your  committee  submit  herewith  as  exhibits  appended 
reports  of  the  Theological  Department,  showing  a  credit 
balance  of  $1,673.11;  of  the  Gymnasium  account,  showing 
a  credit  balance  on  March  1.  1903,  of  $534.80;  of  the  Gen- 
eral Endowment  Funds,  showing  a  balance  of  $275.40;  of 
the  sundry  Scholarship  Funds,  showing  a  total  balance  to 
the  credit  of  these  funds  of  $2,484.94;  of  the  Printing  De- 
partment, showing  a  profit  of  $341.26;  and  of  the  Univer- 
sity Supply  Store,  showing  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  $2,- 
687.96,  and  total  assets  of  $18,271.03,  with  liabilities  of 
$6,732.36  (assets  over  liabilities  on  January  6,  1903,  $11,- 
538.67). 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  a  statement  of  ex- 
penditures by  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Department  from 
July  3,  1902,  to  November  28,  1902,  showing  payments 
amounting  to  $5,752.75;  and  a  statement  of  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures by  the  said  Dean  to  February  4,  1903,  showing 
receipts  from  tuition  fees  of  $11,855.50  and  expenditures 
amounting  to  $8,169.15  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  for  salaries  of  professors  and  expense  account 
amounting  to  $3,591.25,  leaving  a  balance  in  his  hands  on 
February  4,  1903,  of  $95.10.  These  statements  have  not 
been  audited  by  the  official  auditor,  as  have  all  other  ac- 
counts of  the  University  finances.  The  receipts  of  the  Med- 
ical Department  and  its  expenditures  do  not  all  pass 
through  the  books  of  the  University  Treasurer;  and,  there- 
fore, his  books  do  not  contain  a  complete  statement  of  the 
University's  finances.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  reso- 
lution, all  the  receipts  of  the  Medical  Department  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  University  as  they  are  col- 
lected,  and.  all   its    disbursements    shall   be   made   on   the 
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warrant  of  the  Vice  Chancellor,  as  is  the  case  in  all  other 
departments  of  the  University.
